Be  it  remembered  that  on  the  28th  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1920, 
Thomas  E.  Kilby,  governor  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  issued  his 
proclamation,  in  the  words  and  figures  following  to-wit : 

A  PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOVERNOR. 

Whereas,  in  my  opinion  an  emergency  exists  requiring  the  action  of  the 
Legislature  of  Alabama  concerning  j^he  matters  hereinafter  specifically 
mentioned. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Thomas  E.  Kilby,  governor  of  the  State  of  Alabama, 
do  hereby  call  an  extraordinary  session  of  the  Legislature  to  convene  at  the 
Capitol  in  the  Senate  Chamber  and  i]\  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  September,,  1920,  at  twelve  o'clock  noon; 
and  I  do  hereby  designate  the  following  subjects  and  matters  of  legisla- 
tion as  those  concerning  which  the  action  of  the  Legislature  is  deemed 
necessary,  namely: 

1.  To  provide  the  qualifications  for  and  for  the  registration  of  electors 
and  amend  election  laws. 

2.  To  require  State  officials  having  offices  at  the  Capitol  to  reside  in 
Montgomery.     (To  correct  error  in  legislation — Senate  Bill  761.) 

3.  To  authorize  and  empower  th^  court  of  county  commissioners,  the 
board  of  revenue,  or  other  governing  body  of  the  several  counties  of  this 
State  to  issue  interest  bearing  warrants  of  the  county.  (To  correct  error 
in  le^slation— Senate  Bill  369.) 

4.  To  regulate  the  feeding  of  prisoners  in  the  county  jail.  (To  correct 
error  in  legislation — House  Bill  1042.) 

5.  Regulating  the  sale  and  exchange  of  gasoline,  benzine,  naphtha,  and 
other  liquid  motor  fuels,  and  providing  for  the  tagging  and  inspection  of 
such  products.     (To  correct  error  in  legislation — Senate  Bill  611.) 

6.  Amend  the  bill  commonly  called  "Blue  Sky  Law."  (To  correct  error 
in  le^slation — House  bill  634.) 
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7.  Appropriation  for  necessary  repairs  to  the  Capitol  building  and 
executive  mansion. 

8.  Increased  appropriation  for  the  law  enforcement  fund. 

9.  To  provide  for  a  convention  for  the  purpose  of  altering  or  amending 
the  Constitution  of  the  State. 

10.  To  appropriate  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  special  session 
hereby  called. 

11.  To  amend  an  act  for  the  protection  of  human  beings  and  of  live 
stock  of  all  kinds,  etc.,  House  Bill  281,  so  as  to  provide  the  method  of  en- 
forcement. 

12.  To  amend  the  act  creating  the  Alabama  Public  Service  Commission. 
In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  Great 

Seal  of  State  to  be  affixed  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Montgomery,  on 
this  the  28th  day  of  August,  1920.

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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

To  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Gentlemen: — It  was  with  a  feeling  of  great  reluctance  that  I  was  com- 
pelled to  call  you  together  in  extraordinary  session  at  this  time,  remember- 
ing, as  I  did,  that  less  than  a  year  had  elapsed  since  you  closed  a  long  and 
laborious  session,  and  that  you  would  convene  when  you  could  not  easily 
spare  the  time  from  your  private  business  and  vocations.  I  know  many,  if 
not  all  of  you,  have  been  compelled  to  make  great  sacrifices  in  order  to  -be 
present  at  this  session.  I  feel,  however,  that  the  importance  of  the  matters 
upon  which  you  are  called  to  legislate  will  be  fully  recognized  and  will  jus- 
tify my  action  in  calling  you  together. 

The  immediate  occasion  for  the  session,  and  the  first  subject  embraced 
in  the  call,  is  the  emergency  created  by  the  ratification  by  the  requisite 
number  of  states  of  the  19th  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  Prompt  action  is  necessary  for  the  removal  of  discrimination 
against  citizens  of  the  State  on  account  of  sex,  in  order  that  the  women  of 
Alabama  who  are  qualified  under  our  Constitution  may  be  granted  the  priv- 
ilege of  voting  in  the  November  elections.  This  matter  should  receive,  your 
first  /consideration.  •  The  second,  third  and  fourth  subjects  embraced  in  the 
call  involve  merely,  the  correction  of  clerical  errors  in  bills  which  were 
passed  at  your  adjourned  session  of  July,  1919.  The  enacting  clause  was 
omitted  from  these  bills.    It  will  be  necessary  to  re-enact  them. 

.The  fifth  subject  relates  to  the  gas  inspection  bill.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  pass  a  new  bill  to  meet  constitutional  objections  to  the  bill  you  enacted  at 
the  July  session.  This  bill  is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  citizens  of 
Alabama  against  the  dumping  of  inferior  grades  of  gasoline  and  similar 
products  into  the  State  which  cannot  be  sold  to  the  people  of  other  states 
that  enjoy  protection  through  such  inspection  provisions  as  are  contained 
in  the  proposed  bill. 

The  sixth  subject  relates  to  what  is  commonly  called  the  "blue  sky 
law." 

Subject  number  seven  relates  to  necessary  repairs  to  the  Capitol  build- 
ing and  the  executive  mansion.  I  advise  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  the 
Capitol  .and  $2,000  for  the  mansion,  a  conservative  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
repairs  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  these  buildings. 

We  have  incurred  an  expense  of  $4,310.17  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  fire- 
proof vault  in  the  State  treasury  department  for  the  protection  of  valuable 
securities  deposited  there.  The  unsafe  and  non-fire-proof  condition  of  the 
old  vault  has  caused  insurance  companies  to  ^move  securities  therefrom  to 
safe  deposit  vaults  in  banks  of  Montgomery.  These  securities  should  be  in 
the  immediate  custody  of  the  State  treasurer  as  required  by  law. 

The  eighth  subject  is  for  an  increase  of  the  appropriation  for  law 
enforcement.  From  a  communication  recently  submitted  to  me  by  the  State 
prison  inspector,  based  upon  the  monthly  county  jail  reports  and  other  spe- 
cial information  given  by  sheriffs,  it  is  shown  that  during  the  first  six 
months  of  this  fiscal  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  commitments  to  the 
jails  33  1/3%  over  the  same  period  for  the  year  1918-19,  distributed  as  fol- 
lows; white  males  29%,  negro  males  38%,  negro  females  29%,  and  a  de- 
crease of  two  white  women.  As  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of 
1917-1918  there  is  an  increase  of  nearly  50%  as  follows:  white  males  48%, 
'  negro  males  53%,  white  females  51%,  and  negro  females  37%.  This 
marked  increase  in  commitments  indicates  an  alarming  increase  in  crime. 
In  analyzing  the  causes  assigned  for  this  increase  the  report  suggests  that, 
we,  in  Alabama,  along  with  the  people  of  other  states,  are  in  a  condition  of 
unrest  and  perturbation  such  as,  unfortunately,  follows  all  great  conflagra- 
tions.   There  is  no  clearly  defined  cause  for  this  state  of  being.    It  is  clear, 
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however,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  afford  its  citizens  every  possi- 
ble protection  against  this  wave  of  lawlessness.  Present  facilities  for  en- 
forcing the  laws  are  entirely  inadequate.  The  law  you  passed  last  year  pro- 
viding for  the  fixing  of  salaries  of  chief  deputy  sheriffs  by  county  govern- 
ing boards  at  not  less  than  $300.00  and  not  more  than  $1,500.00  per  annum 
to  be  paid  by  counties  has  been  ignored  in  many  counties,  and  where  ob- 
served, the  amount  allowed  is  usually  insufficient  to  secure  the  services  of 
competent  men.  The  minimum  salary  should  be  raised  to  not  less  than 
$125.00  per  month,  and  a  penalty  provided  for  failure  to  comply  with  the 
law. 

The  provision  you  made  for  a  law  enforcement  force  has  been  very 
helpful.  From  November  1,  1919,  to  August  31,  1920,  692  arrests  were 
made  by  it,  of  which  483  were  for  violations  of  the  prohibition  laws.  Prop- 
erty seized  and  destroyed  is  as  follows: 

Beer,  70,382  gallons;  near  beer,  2,989  pint  bottles;  whiskey,  767  gallons; 
stills,  124;  fines  assessed,  $18,962. 

Calls  for  men  from  the  law  enforcement  department  are  made  daily, 
but  it  has  been  possible  to  respond  to  only  a  small  percentage  of  them,  the 
most  urgent,  because  of  the  smallness  of  the  force.  There  are  now  on  the 
desk  of  the  chief  more  than  two  hundred  urgent  calls  for  assistance  from 
citizens  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

I  recommend  an  increase  of  the  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of 
this  force  to  $50,000  per  year  with  authority  to  employ  as  many  men  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  governor  may  be  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  ,law, 
the  number,  however,  at  no  time  to  exceed  thirty.  This  mj^y  seem  a  large 
sum  to  use  in  supplementing  the  efforts  of  county  officers  to  suppress 
crime,  but  the  advantages  to  the  people  of  proper  enforcement  of  the  law 
cannot  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 

Constitutional  Convention. — During  recent  years  it  has  been  found  that 
much  progressive  legislation,  earnestly  desired,  has  been  restrained  because 
of  some  constitutional  limitation  or  inhibition.  This  has  occasioned  the 
submission  to  the  people  for  approval  at  almost  every  general  election  one 
or  more  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  with  the  result  that  we  now  have 
a  considerable  amount  of  confusion  and  a  great  lack  of  co-ordination  in 
the  fundamental  law  of  the  State. 

From  almost  every  section  of  Alabama  there  has  come  a  demand  that 
the  people  be  allowed  to  say  by  their  votes  whether  or  not  they  shall  be  , 
permitted  to  amend  or  alter  their  Constitution  so  as  to  bring  it  up  to  the 
requirements  of  the  day,  to  meet  modem  ideas  of  government  and  avoid  the 
necessity  for  so  many  recurring  amendments.  They  ask  of  you  the  privi- 
lege of  exercising  a  right  guaranteed  to  them  by  the  Constitution  itself. 
In  the  language  of  the  Bill  of  Rights:  "All  political  power  is  inherent  in 
the  people  and  all  free  governments  are  founded  upon  their  authority,  and 
instituted  for  their  benefit;  and  therefore  they  have  at  all  times  an  inalien- 
able right  to  change  their  form  of  government  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
deem  expedient."  Just  what  changes  in  the  Constitution  are  desired  by  the 
people  it  is  not  for  me  to  say.  It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  call  a  constitutional  convention.  You  have  merely  to  submit  to  a 
vote  of  the  people  the  question  of  whether  or  not  and  when  a  convention 
shall  be  held,  prescribing  in  the  resolution  submitting  the  question  a  plan 
of  apportionment  of  delegates  to  *the  convention.  Objectors  to  a  convention, 
while  with  practical  unanimity  admitting  that  the  present  Constitution  is 
a  bar  to  further  progress  and  that  a  ne^  one  is  sorely  needed,  contend  that 
the  present  is  not  a  propitious  time  to  submit  the  question  because  of  the 
state  of  mind  of  the  people,  imrest,  and  so  forth.  That  is  tantamount  to 
saying  that  the  people  are  beside  themselves,  out  of  their  mind,  so  to  speak, 
and  cannot  be  trusted  to  decide  a  matter  that  deeply  concerns  them.  I  do 
not  take  that  view.    I  have  confidence  in  the  wisdom  of  the  voters  of  Ala- 
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bama  and  in  their^  ability  to  properly  and  wisely  determine  the  question  at 
this  or  any  other  time'.  But  for  the  purpose  of  giving  ample  time  for  reflec- 
tion and  deliberation  it  would,  in  my  judgment,  be  wise  to  submit  the  ques- 
tion, if  you  do  submit  it,  at  an  election  to  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1921,  the 
convention,  if  the  people  vote  for  it,  to  be  held  in  the  summer  or  fall  of  1922. 

Please  bear  in  mind  that  you  are  not  asked  to  call  a  constitutional  con- 
vention. I  merely  ask  that  yon  decide  whether  or  not  you  will  trust  the 
people  to  decide  the  question  for  themselves.  If  you  are  not  willing  to  do 
so  that  ends  the  matter. 

If  you  do  submit  the  question,  I  recommend  the  creation  of  a  commis- 
sion composed  of,  for  example,  thirty-five  citizens  of  the  State,  drawn  from 
the  worthy  members  of  such  groups  of  our  people  as  the  farmers,  the  busi- 
ness men,  the  educators,  the  bankers,  Jhe  doctors,  the  bench  and  bar,  the 
press  and  organized  labor,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  study  comprehensively 
and  in  detail  the  provisions. of  the  present  Constitution  in  the  light  of  mod- 
em thoupht  and  conditions,  in  order  to  secure  for  the  people  of  the  State  a 
Constitution  best  suited  to  their  needs  and  most  conducive  to  their  welfare. 

The  report  of  the  commission  should  contain  in  detail  such  recommen- 
'dations  as  to  the  continuance,  discontinuance  or  modification  of  existing 
provisions,  or  the  adoption  of  new  prvisions,  as  the  commission,  from  its 
investigations  and  study,  shall  deem  advisable  and  proper.  It  should  fur- 
ther contain  drafts  of  proposed  changes.  The  report  should  be  submitted 
to  the  governor  not  later  than  April  1st,  1922,  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the 
constitutional  convention.  It  should  be  made  a  public  document.  The  ser- 
vices and  report  of  such  commission  would  materially  lessen  and  shorten 
the  work  of  the  constitutional  convention,  if  called  to  convene  by  the  people, 
and  would  afford  a  most  valuable  basis  for  the  deliberations  of  that  body. 

The  eleventh  subject  is  for  the  amendment  of  the  dog  tax  law  to  pro- 
vide a  method  of  enforcement. 

Public  Service  Commission. — The  twelfth  and  last  subject  pertains  to 
the  public  service  commission. 

Since  your  last  session,  a  change  in  conditions  has  occurred,  making  it 
necessary  to  revise  the  statutes  of  Alabama,  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for 
our  State  public  service  commission  to  occupy  its  proper  place  and  discharge 
its  proper  functions.  The  passage  of  the  Esch-Cummings  bill  by  Congress 
has  altered  in  a  great  many  respects  the  relationship  which  the  Alabama 
public  service  commission  has  had  with  the  railroads  of  Alabama,  as  well 
as  modifying  its  supervision  with  respect  to  rates,  and  making  it  necessary 
that  the  Alabama  commission  work  in  co-operation  with  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  in  large  measure. 

Freight  rates  in  Alabama  have  increased  more  than  fifty  per  cent  since 
the  United  States  government  took  charge  of  the  railroads  in  January,  1918. 
Passenger  rates  have  correspondingly  increased.  Normal  times  must  be 
looked  forward  to,  and  a  task  will  devolve  on  the  Alabama  public  service 
commission  of  seeing  that  restoration  of  normal  conditions  means  restora- 
tion of  normal  rates. 

The  Alabama  commission  must  not  only  see  that  Alabama  intra-state 
rates  are  on  a  parity  with  intra-state  rates  in  contiguous  states,  but  must 
also  see  that  Alabama  inter-state  shippers  suffer  no  discrimination  at  the 
hands  of  inter-state  shippers  in  other  states.  To  accomplish  this  necessary 
result  adequate  means  must  be  provided  to  enable  the  commission  to  func- 
tion properly. 

The  people  of  Alabama  have  to  use  and  pay  for  telephone  and  tele- 
graph messages,  express  charges,  water,  lights,  power,  gas,  heat,  etc.  Fair 
and  just  rates,  reasonable  and  adequate  service  should  prevail.  The  value 
of  properties  of  these  utilities  devoted  to  public  use,  their  capitalization, 
management,  mode  of  accounting,  and  the  issuance  of  securities  should  be 
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known,  strictly  supervised,  and  regulated  by  the  State  commission.  In 
order  that  the  commission  may  function  properly  expert  help  must  of  ne- 
cessity be  provided. 

From  these  utilities  numerous  petitions  asking  for  increase  in  rates 
are  now  pending  before  the  State  commission.  It  is  fair  to  presume  that 
there  will  be  many  more.  Without  expert  service,  the  people's  interests 
cannot  be  properly  protected. 

The  charges  and  rates  of  all  utilities  have  been  materially  increased. 
The  peak  point  very  probably  is  near  at  hand.  The  greatly  increased  trans- 
portation charges  on  freight  and  passenger  traffic  throughout  the  country, 
and  the  materially  increased  rates  and  charges  allowed  otl^r  utilities,  _were 
caused  from  abnormal  conditions. 

We  should  look  forward  to  the  return  of  normal  conditions  and  enable 
the  Alabama  public  service  commission,  as  time  goes  on,  to  be  in  a  position 
to  lighten  the  burdens  of  our  people  and  bring  back  rate  levels  and  practices 
to  a  more  normal  basis. 

Therefore,  I  earnestly  recommend  to  you  a  thorough  and  a  prompt 
consideration  of  this  important  matter,  to  the  end  that  our  statutes  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  new  requirements. 

Bills  covering  all  of  these  matters  have  been  prepared  and  will  be  sub- 
mitted  to  you  for  your  consideration. 

GENERAL. 

In  my  message  at  the  beginning  of  your  July  session  I  told  you  that,  in 
my  judgment,  no  legislature  was  ever  given  a  greater  opportunity  for  real 
and  lasting  service  to  a  state.  I  now  say  that  no  legislature  ever  made  bet- 
ter use  of  its  opportunity. 

Allow  me  to  recount  some  of  the  principal  measures  which  you  enacted 
at  that  session  and  report  briefly  the  results  of  their  operation  to  this  date: 

Roads. — On  February  16,  1920,  the  people  of  the  State  by  a  very  large 
majority  adopted  constitutional  amendment  No.  XX  authorizing  the  issu- 
ance of  State  road  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $25,000,000.00,  at  not  less  than 
par,  to  be  sold  from  time  to  time  as  the  money  may  be  needed  and  to  bear 
interest  at  not  more  than  5%. 

The  primary  purpose  for  such  issuance  of  bonds  was  to  provide  funds 
to  match  Federal  money  allotted  to  this  State  for  building  public  highways. 
A  provision  in  the  Federal  law  requires  that  when  a  state  within  a  period 
of  two  years,  fails  to  take  the  allotment  for  any  one  year  such  allotment 
shall  revert  back  to  the  Federal  treasury.  In  order  to  secure  this  fund  for 
Alabama  it  is  not  alone  necessary  for  the  State  to  make  a  like  appropria- 
tion, but  definite  agreements  covering  particular  projects  must  be  entered 
into  by  and  between  the  United  States  secretary  of  agriculture  and  the 
State  highway  department.  Before  the  secretary  will  execute  an  agree- 
ment, complete  plans  and  estimates  must  be  submitted  by  the  highway  de- 
partment and  approved  by  him.  After  an  agreement  is  executed  the  Fed- 
eral funds  involved  in  such  agreement  are  set  aside  for  the  State  for  an 
indefinite  period.    , 

It  is,  therefore,  very  necessary  that  the  State  highway  department 
make  surveys  and  plans  for  many  road  projects,  and  execute  agreements  to 
cover  Alabama's  allotment  of  Federal  money.  The  appropriation  by  t*ie 
government  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  July,  1922,  is  approximately 
four  million  dollars,  hence  the  necessity  that  the  highway  department  make 
surveys  and  plans  and  execute  agreements  to  cover  a  total  of  eight  million 
dollars  within  two  years.    This  work  is  now  being  done. 

Little  construction  work  can  be  done  under  present  conditions  without 
very  great  sacrifice  of  funds,  owing  to  the  financial,  labor,  material  and 
freight  conditions. 
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Five  per  cent  bonds  cannot  be  sold  in  large  amounts;  labor  is  very 
scarce  and  generally  inefficient;  road  building  materials  have  advanced 
300%,  and  it  is  practically  impossible  to  secure  railroad  transportation  of 
such  materials. 

Agreements  have  been  executed  for  77  projects  involving  the  construc- 
tion of  503  miles  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3,974,700.57,  of  which  the  Fed- 
eral government  will  pay  $1,934,844.12,  leaving  $2,039,856.45  to  be  paid  by 
the  State  and  counties. 

The  United  States  government  has  donated  to  the  highway  department 
excess  war  equipment  suitable  for  road  building  purposes  of  the  value  of 
approximately  one  and  one-half  million  dollars.  The  major  portion  of  this 
equipment  consists  of  motor  trucks  and  the  department  is  lending  these 
trucks  to  the  counties  on  payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  bringing  them  to 
the  State  and  putting  them  in  usable  condition. 

The  National  Guard. — ^The  first  units  of  the  new  Federalized  National 
Guard  were  inspected  and  accepted  by  the  Federal  government  in  June, 
1919.  Since  that  date  eleven  infantry  organizations  have  been  inspected 
and  mustered  in  by  the  Federal  and  State  authorities.  Progress  has  been 
slow  in  organization  because  of  the  strict  requirements  under  the  new  Fed- 
eral and  State  laws,  but  these  regulations  have  insured  only  thoroughly 
organized  and  efficient  units  being  brought  into  the  service.  By  compari- 
son vdth  the  other  states  that  make  up  the  Fourth  Army  Corps  Area  com- 
posed of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  it  is  readily  seen  that  or- 
ganization progress  is  on  a  satisfactory  basis,  as  Alabama  is  far  ahead  of 
these  states  except  Tennessee,  which  leads  us  by  three  organizations.  Or- 
ganization work  is  now  actively  gonig  on  in  ten  other  communities  of  the 
State.  Other  communities  will  be  reached  from  time  to  time,  and  every 
possible  effort  made  to  place  organizations  where  it  is  reasonable  to  expect 
the  locality  to  furnish  the  required  number  of  men  and  the  necessary  arm- 
ory facilities. 

Our  State  military  staff  corps  is  made  up  entirely  of  ex-officers  of  the 
United  States  army  and  the  National  Guard,  all  of  them  with  extended 
organizing  and  training  experience  and  a  number  have  had  combat  service 
in  our  war  with  the  central  European  powers.  Their  work  has  been  very 
satisfactory  and  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  especially  their 
successful  efforts  to  relieve  this  State  of  a  property  accountability  amount- 
ing to  $103,700,  representing  the  accumulated  losses',  from  various  causes, 
of  United  States  military  property,  for  which  the  State  was  responsible, 
for  a  period  of  approximately  twenty  years  previous  to  1919. 

The  standing  of  our  commissioned  officers  with  the  War  Department 
is  shov^m  by  the  fact  that  one  has  been  detailed  for  four  years  in  the  Militia 
Bureau,  he  being  one  of  two  from  the  entire  United  States,  and  another  de- 
tailed on  temporary  general  staff  duty,  he  being  one  of  nine  from  the  entire 
United  States. 

In  November,  1919,  one  battalion  of  the  National  Guard  was  on  riot 
duty  for  seventeen  days  in  Jefferson  county.  Its  work  on  this  duty  was 
most  commendable  in  the  performance  of  this  trying  and  delicate  military 
police  service. 

During  the  past  year  troops  and  military  property  have  been  used  in 
several  counties  of  our  State  for  the  relief  of  flood  and  storm  sufferers. 
Their  work  has  received  the  highest  commendation  from  the  communities 
affected,  and  from  the  Red  Cross  and  Salvation  Army  workers  with  whom 
our  soldiers  co-operated. 

The  entire  National  Guard  of  the  State  was  in  camp  at  Camp  McClel- 
lan,  Alabama,  for  fifteen  days  during  the  month  of  August,  1920.  I  am 
informed  by  the  United  States  army  officer  detailed  as  inspector  for  the 
Federal    government    that    the    instructional  work  during  this  camp  was 
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energetically  carried  out  and   excellent   progress  made    in   every   military 
activity  undertaken. 

Our  military  department  is  working  hard  to  arouse  public  interest  and 
support  for  military  organizations  throughout  the  State.  Organization 
can  be  accomplished  only  with  the  unqualified  physical  and  moral  support 
of  our  citizens  and  to  that  end  I  earnestly  recommend  that  you,  as  private 
citizens,  co-operate  with  our  State  military  staff  in  arousing  and  maintain- 
ing these  absolutely  essential  factors. 

Codification  of  Laws. — The  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  the  pre- 
siding judge  of  the  court  of  appeals  and  the  governor  appointed  Judge  J.  J. 
Mayfield  code  commissioner  to  codify  the  laws  in  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  a  law  enacted  at  your  July  session.    The  work  is  now  under  way. 

Public  Health. — The  enactment  of  a  general  health  law  and  the  in- 
creased appropriation  it  carried  have  been  a  great  blessing  to  our  people. 
I  quote  from  a  summarized  report  of  the  State  health  officer,  as  follows: 

'*There  has  been  a  complete  reorganization  of  the  health  department, 
accompanied  by  great  activity  on  the  part  of  its  various  bureaus. 

''The  board  has  handled  the  appropriation  made  to  it  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  more  than  double  the  amount  of  money  to  be  expended  under  its 
supervision,  the  State  appropriation  being  supplemented  with  Federal  funds. 

"The  bureau  of  statistics  promises  to  place  Alabama  in  the  registra- 
tion area  within  the  coming  year. 

"Great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control  of  communicable  dis- 
eases. 

"Practically  every  public  water  supply  furnishing  water  to  centers  of 
population  has  been  inspected  and  such  improvements  made  as  were  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  public  health. 

"A  number  of  insanitary  eating  houses  and  lunch  stands  have  been 
closed  and  others  have  been  required  to  be  made  sanitary. 

"Several  thousand  school  children  have  been  examined  and  the  defects 
in  several  hundred  have  been  remedied. 

"Successful  operation  for  mosquito  control  and  anti-malarial  work  have 
been  conducted  in  a  number  of  communities. 

"There  have  been  a  number  of  anti-typhoid  treatments  administered 
for  the  prevention  of  typhoid*  fever,  and  1,000  free  treatments  are  now  dis- 
tributed weekly  to  the  several  health  officers. 

"Midwives  in  eveiy  county  in  the  State  except  twelve  have  been  exam- 
ined and  furnished  with  sanitary  kits  containing  sterile  dressing  for  the 
baby  and  mother  and  a  solution  of.  nitrate  of  silver  to  be  dropped  into  the 
eyes  of  infants  immediately  after  birth  for  the  prevention  of  blindness. 

"The  organizing  of  coimties  into  health  imits  goes  on  apace.  The  great- 
est obstacle  is  found  in  the  scarcity  of  trained  men  to  fill  the  office  of  coUn- 
ty  health  officer. 

"The  public  health  nursing  activities  of  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Anti- 
Tuberculosis  League  of  Alabama  have  been  co-ordinated  with  the  State 
bureau  of  child  hygiene  and  public  health  nursing.  The  work  of  this  bureau 
has  found  expression  in  infant  welfare  clinics,  the  weighing  and  measur- 
ing of  babies  and  giving  advice  to  mothers.  The  15  child-caring  institutions 
of  the  State  have  been  visited  and  a  report  of  the  findings  has  been  sent  to 
the  superintendents  of  the  institutions,  with  proper  recommendations. 

"Your  special  attention  is  directed  to  the  work  of  the  bureau  of  vene- 
real disease  control.  These  diseases  are  striking  at  the  very  foundation  of 
our  social  system  and  their  control  is  the  imperative  call  of  the  hour.  The 
board  of  health  has  had  to  fight  every  step  of  its  way  in  the  administra- 
tion of  this  law.  It  has  met  resistance  in  unexpected  quarters  and  recently 
has  had  a  fight  in  the  courts.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  statistical 
reports  from  this  bureau,  on  file  in  the  health  department.    Fifty-five  coun- 
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ties  or  85%  of  the  population  have  either  free  or  co-operative  clinics.  A 
computation  in  dollars  and  cents  of  the  work  of  this  bureau  alone  will 
demonstrate  the  magnitude  of  the  dividends  paid  on  money  invested  in 
public  health  work. 

"The  laboratory  has  maintained  its  position  of  usefulness  in  spite  of 
the  inadequate  facilities  for  doing  good  work.  When  we  realize  that  3,478 
people  have  been  given  anti-rabic  treatment,  with  only  four  deaths,  while 
in  the  same  length  of  time  23  persons  who  were  not  treated  have  died  from 
rabies,  and  when  we  realize  the  amount  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever  and 
venereal  disease  that  has  been  discovered  and  treated  by  this  institution,  its 
importance  to  the  State  is  obvious.  With  the  expansion  of  the  work  of  the 
health  department,  the  laboratory  becomes  more  and  more  a  necessity.  A 
modem  building  with  modem  equipment  would  seem  to  be  an  imperative 
need. 

"Passing  from  the  activities  of  the  State  board  of  health,  we  must  con- 
gratulate ourselves  upon  the  fact  that  while  bubonic  plague  has  made  its 
appearance  in  every  other  important  port  along  the  gulf  of  Mexico,  the  port 
of  Mobile  has  been  protected." 

I  recommend  that  an  act  approved  September  30,  1919,  providing  an 
appropriation  of  $15,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  erection  of  a  build- 
ing to  be  used  as  a  State  laboratory  and  pasteur  institute  be  amended  so  as 
to  provide  $35,000  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose. 
Fifteen  thousand  dollars  is  entirely  inadequate. 

I  call  special  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the  director  of  the 
child  welfare  department: 

"The  State  child  welfare  department,  established  at  the  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature,  has  been  organized  and  is  functioning  in  such  a 
way  as  to  give  promise  of  splendid  results.  However,  only  a  beginning  has 
been  made  and  little  more  can  be  done  with  the  limited  means  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  department.  Not  until  careful  studies  of  actual  conditions 
existing  are  made  and  brought  to  public  attention,  as  is  being  done  by  the 
department,  do  we  quite  realize  the  urgent  need  of  the  State's  under-privi- 
leged and  handicapped  children.  It  is  clear  from  the  conditions  discovered 
and  the  work  accomplished  that  if  the  advantages  of  our  public  schools  are 
to  be  actually  available  to  all  children  of  the  State;  if  the  juvenile  courts 
are  to  function  according  to  the  best  standards  and  thought  of  the  day,  pro- 
viding adequate  protection  for  our  neglected,  dependent,  and  delinquent 
children;  if  the  State  child  labor  law  is  to  afford  the  protection  for  which 
it  was  designed,  and  if  our  orphanages,  maternity  hospitals,  and  all  other 
institutions  and  agencies  caring  for  children  are  to  be  built  up,  standard- 
ized, and  supervised,  the  scope  and  means  of  this  undifferentiated  and 
socializing  agency  must  be  enlarged  and  fostered.  Child  life  is  at  a  pre- 
mium and  we  should  make  as  intelligent  an  effort  to  safeguard  our  children 
as  to  safeguard  our  crops  and  our  cattle.  The  general  plan  worked  out  by 
yourselves  and  enacted  into  laws  at  the  regular  session,  1919,  is  in  keeping 
with  the  more  progressive  states  in  the  union  and  has  attracted  the  atten- 
tion and  favorable  comment  of  many  neighboring  states.  Only  an  insuffi- 
cient appropnation  for  the  development  of  the  plans  made  has  hindered 
the  progress  of  the  child  welfare  department." 

"The  child  welfare  department  is  enforcing  the  State  child  labor  law. 
This  means  routine  inspections  of  93  cotton  mills,  numerous  other  manu- 
facturing plants,  saw  mills,  mines,  quarries,  etc.',  to  say  nothing  of  the 
small  shops  and  blind  alley  occupations  which  contribute  little,  as  a  rule, 
to  family  incomes,  but  go  far  toward  depriving  children  of  their  opportu- 
nity for  education  and  development.  The  Federal  child  labor  law  is  admin- 
istered by  the  commissioner  of  internal  revenue  at  Washington  except  in 
those  states  where  laws  and  administrative  practices  measure  up  to  the 
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standards  laid  down  in  the  Federal  regulations.  Since  March  17,  1920,  Ala- 
bama has  been  designated  as  a  state  whose  child  labor  administration 
should  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  that  of  the  Federal  agency.  This, 
while  working  to  an  advantage  for  the  manufacturers,  imposes  additional 
duties  upon  the  department,  and  without  additional  inspectors,  little  can  be 
done  aside  from  enforcing  the  law  in  manufacturing  establishments.  As  an 
illustration  of  the  need  of  assuring  to  all  children  the  inheritance  of  child- 
hood, a  study  was  lately  made  of  28  cases  of  child  employment  during  the 
school  term.  Of  these  28,  only  15,  or  53.5%,  were  contributing  anything 
whatsoever  to  the  family  income;  13,  or  46.4%,  wasted  their  earnings  in 
gambling,,  picture  shows,  soft  drink  stands,  etc.;  12,  less  than  50%,  were 
promoted  to  higher  grades  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  This  indicates,  a 
woeful  waste  of  time,  money,  and  childhood.  It  is  noteworthy  that  only 
one-third  of  all  children  who  leave  school  prematurely  to  go  to  work,  do  so 
because  of  economic  necessity.  To  permit  this  condition  to  continue  would 
be  short-sighted  policy  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

"At  the  1919  session,  the  Legislature  gave  much  time,  thought,  energy 
and  devotion  to  a  plan  for  harmonizing  all  the  child  welfare  laws  on  our 
statute  books  and  for  creating  logical  agencies  for  their  administration. 
Conflicting  laws  were  repealed  and  machinery  provided  for  organizing  the 
67  counties  each  into  a  unit  for  constructive  social  betterment  through  the 
joint  operation  of  the  juvenile  court,  the  compulsory  attendance  officers, 
and  private  agencies  hitherto  unrelated  and  not  co-ordinated.  The  juvenile 
court,  provided  in  every  county,  but  heretofore  unorganized,  deals  with  the 
most  tremendous,  far-reaching  problems  before  us  today,  extending,  as  it 
should,  to  every  neglected,  dependent,  and  delinquent  child  the  strong  arm 
of  the  State  not  with  the  idea  of  an  eye  for  an  eye,  a  tooth  for  a  tooth,  but 
with  friendly  aid,  intelligent  supervision  and  wholesome  restraint  to  the 
child  who  has  been  deprived  of  such  benefit.  A  study  of  one  community 
brought  to  light  18  illegitimate  children,  4  crippled  children  who  were  not 
receiving  medical  attention,  28  deserted  families,  1  boy  almost  blind  from 
an  infection  of  venereal  disease.  This  boy  cannot  see  well  enough  to  go  to 
school,  parents  forbid  their  children  playing  with  him,  so  the  boy  strolls 
about  with  nothing  to  do  but  try  to  beat  his  way  into  the  society  of  his  fel- 
low-man. No  effort  was  made  to  furnish  medical  relief  and  the  lad  was 
growing  up  untrained  and  unfit  for  any  place  in  the  State.  Other  commu- 
nities reveal  the  same  urgent  need.  The  child  welfare  department  is  reach- 
ing these  problems  by  organizing  county  welfare  boards  in  connection  with 
ttie  juvenile  courts,  instructing  probation  officers,  and  requiring  reports  of 
all  cases  handled.  Furthermore,  the  department  is  supervising  all  child- 
placing  and  home-finding,  adoptions,  and  other  commitments.  A  special 
worker  is  sorely  needed  to  give  all  his  time  to  the  coimty  organization  plan 
which  is,  after  all,  the  highest  form  of  business  for  the  State  and  county 
and  yields  the  richest  returns,  and  is  the  plan  adopted  by  the  most  pro- 
gressive states  in  the  union. 

"The  child  welfare  department  has  among  its  duties  prescribed  by  the 
law  that  of  'the  inspection  and  co-operative  supervision  of  all  State,  coimty, 
municipal,  and  other  institutions,  public  or  private,  receiving  or  caring  for 
children,  and  of  all  orphanages,  child-placing  societies,  and  of  all  maternity 
hospitals  and  lying-in  homes,'  and  the  standardizing  of  all  such  institutions 
and  agencies  by  rules  and  regulations  deemed  necessary  by  the  department. 
In  the  State  there  are  14  orphanages,  6  State  schools,  and  5  municipal 
homes  caring  for  between  two  and  three  thousand  children.  In  addition, 
there  are  obscure  maternity  homes  about  which  the  general  public  knows 
very  little,  emergency  homes  of  national  organizations  which  care  for  chil- 
dren and  maternity  cases,  and  in  many  of  the  county  poor  farms  children 
are  received  with  their  parents.    All  of  these  rightfully  come  under  the 
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jurisdiction  of  the  child  welfare  department.  It  must  be  remembered  when 
considering  this  subject  that  these  children  will  become  men  and  women  in 
the  near  future  who  will  be  powerful  agencies  for  good  or  evil  according 
to  the  training  they  have  received.  When  an  institution  receives  children 
it  automatically  takes  the  responsibility  of  developing  them  into  normal 
individuals — physically,  mentally,  and  morally — ^who  can  assume  their 
places  in  the  world  with  so  little  readjustment  that  they  do  not  become  dis- 
couraged and  finally  submerged  in  that  largest  class,  the  unskilled.  To. 
effect  the  above  result,  it  is  of  primary  importance  that  the  department 
,  visit  the  institutions,  study  their  conditions,  and  co-operate  closely  with 
*  them  in  an  effort  to  make  plans  for  a  progressive  development.  Lately  the 
child  welfare  department  uniting  forces  with  the  bureau  of  child  hygiene 
visited  15  of  the  25  recognized  institutions  and  made  physical  examinations 
of  1,425  children.  The  tabulation  of  the  results  show  that  34.8%  of  the 
children  examined  were  •lO^  underweight,  51.3%  had  enlarged  tonsils, 
43.2%  needed  dental  attention,  24%  had  diseases  of  the  eyes,  17.5%  had 
defective  vision.  These  are  some  of  the  more  startling  disclosures.  Fur- 
ther investigation  gave  information  which  bore  direct  relation  to  the  phy- 
sical standing  of  the  children  in  institutions.  By  working  hand  in  hand 
with  the  Huthorities,  the  department  feels  that  many  or  all  of  these  imper- 
fections together  with  the  old  methods  and  undesirable  equipment  may  be 
eliminated.  It  is  true  that  the  lack  of  progressive  development  is  due  par- 
tially to  insufficient  funds  Jbut  it  is  also  true  that  the  chief  cause  is  im- 
trained  leadership  and  the  absence  of  State  supervision.  The  child  welfare 
department,  given  sufficient  means,  will  encourage,  support,  and  build  up 
our  institutions,  and  then  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  every  child  committed." 

An  increase  in  the  working  force  must  be  made  if  this  department  is  to 
fimc^lion  in  the  broad,  constructive  manner  warranted  by  the  needs  in  ^very 
county.  The  field  of  child  welfare  is  the  most  delicate  of  all  fields  of  social 
work  and  calls  for  trained  service.  Trained  workers  are  to  be  had  only 
upon  payment  of  adequate  salaries.  The  present  appropriation  is  $15,- 
400.00  per  year.  I  most  earnestly  recommend  that  it  be  increased  to 
$30,000.00  per  year. 

Boys'  Industrial  School. — The  training  of  the  boys  confined  at  the  Boys' 
Industrial  School  at  East  Lake  is  handicapped  by  a  lack  of  proper  tools  and 
equipment.  It  is  an  industrial  school  without  industrial  tools.  These  poor 
wayward  boys  will  soon  be  men  and  unless  we  provide  means  for  their 
training  they  will  be  turned  loose  in  the  world  without  means  of  self-sup- 
port above  those  of  common  laborers.  Properly  equipped,  the  school  could 
turn  them  out  each  with  a  trade  whereby  to  earn  an  honest  living  and  be- 
come self-respecting  and  worthy  members  of  society.  I  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $25,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  tools  and  equip- 
ment for  the  school. 

Girls'  Training  School  at  Mount  Pinson. — This,  school  is  barely  exist- 
ing. The  per  bapita  cost  of  maintenance,  as  shown  by  the  accounting  de- 
partment of  the  board  of  control  and  economy,  is  excessive,  mainly  due  to 
the  large  cost  for  supervision,  transportation  and  other  items  resulting 
from  the  remote  and  inaccessible  location  of  the  school.  The  buildings  are 
not  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  such  a  school.  The  farm  and  garden  are 
from  one-half  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  home,  the  route  between 
lying  through  the  woods.  This  is  a  great  disadvantage  as  the  girls  cannot 
be  properly  and  economically  supervised  at  such  distance  from  the  home. 
There  are  no  adequate  provisions  for  housing  the  farmer  help  employed  at 
the  place  and  the  dairy  and  barn  facilities  are  wholly  insufficient.  There 
are  fifty-nine  girls  in  this  institution  at  the  present  time,  ranging  from  nine 
to  eighteen  years  of  age,  most  of  whom  are  delinquents  who  need  training 
to- make, them  self-respecting  and  self-supporting  citizens.     An  appropria- 
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tion  of  $25,000.00  for  building  purposes  is  available  for  this  institution  next 
year..  In  my  judgment  it  would  be  unwise  to  spend  more  money  on  the 
place.  I  recommend  that  the  trustees  be  authorized  to  exchange  or  sell  the 
property  and  remove  the  school  to  a  more  advantageous  location. 

Investigations  of  the  Boys'  Industrial  School  at  East  Lake  and  of  fhe 
Girls'  Training  School,  at  Mount  Pinson,  indicate  the  necessity  for  a  closer, 
more  thorough  and  systematic  medical  supervision  over  the  inmates  of 
these  institutions. 

Recent  examination  of  these  boys  by  the  Jefferson  county  health  officer 
"showed  about  25%  of  them  infested  with  intestinal  parasites,  and  a  cer- 
tain proportion  of  them  are  afflicted  with  adenoids,  bad  tonsils,  defective  * 
ears  and  teeth,  and  abnormal  eyes.    A  small  proportion  had  venereal  dis- 
eases when  admitted  to  the  school. 

An  examination  of  the  girls,  at  the  training  school,  for  intestinal  para- 
sites, has  not  yet  been  made.  However,  these  same  conditions,  as  to  other 
physical  imperfections,  unquestionably  exist.  I  am  informed  that  ten  of 
the  fifty-five  inmates  were  suffering  from  venereal  diseases.  It  is  necessary 
to  take  these  girls  to  Birmingham,  a  distance  of  eighteen  miles,  for  treat- 
ment, and  there  is  no  trained  assistant  at  either  institution  to  carry  out* 
subsequent  treatment  in  accord  with  the  doctor's  instructions,      f 

These  wards  of  the  State  are  placed  in  these  institutions,  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  punishment,  but  with  the  idea  and  hope  of  making  of  them  self- 
respecting,  self-reliant  and  useful  citizens;  and  it  is  absolutely  essential 
that  each  of  them  should  be  placed  and  maintained,  as  nearly  as  possible, 
in  a  normal  physical  condition,  if  marked  progress  along  this  line  is  to  be 
accomplished.  The  delinquency  of  some  of  them  is,  without  doubt,  due  to 
physical  imperfections  which  can  be  remedied  by  proper  procedure.  In 
order  to  remedy  this  a  careful  physical  examination  should  be  made  of  the 
present  inmates  and  such  medical  and  surgical  treatment  given  as  will 
obliterate,  as  far  as  may  be,  all  defects;  and  in  future,  upon  admission, 
a  careful  physical  examination  must  be  made  of  each  boy  and  girl,  and 
when  necessary  such  medical  treatment  administered  as  will  make  them 
physically  fit  before  entering  upon  the  duties  required  of  them,  this  to  be 
followed  up  by  proper  medical  supervision  and  care. 

The  inmates  of  the  Girls'  Vocational  School  are  drawn  from  the  de- 
pendent, and  not  delinquent  class,  and  are,  generally  speaking,  of  a  better 
type  than  those  of  the  other  institution.  However,  they  are  entitled  to,  and 
should  have,  the  same  careful  examination  and  medical  supervision. 

The  present  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  inmates  of  these 
respective  institutions  is  too  meagre  to  permit  of  the  employment  of  proper 
medical  attendants  for  this  work,  and  to  provide  a  nurse  at  the  first  two 
institutions,  and  supply  medicines,  surgical  appliances,  eye  glasses,  etc. 

I,  therefore,  suggest  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  a  year  to  cover  these 
expenses. 

It  is  exacting  too  much  of  those  in  charge  of  these  unfortunates,  and 
expecting  too  much  of  many  of  the  inmates,  to  demand  the  building  up  of 
character  and  the  development  of  wholesome  and  useful  lives  under  pre- 
vailing conditions. 

Alabama  Memorial  Commission. — The  commission  you  created  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  suitable  memorial  to  commemorate  the  part  of  Ala- 
bama and  Alabamians  in  the  world  war  has  received  subscriptions  totaling 
$181,572.02,  of  which  the  sum  of  $113,366.09  has  been  collected. 

The  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  the  commission  is  practically 
exhausted.  The  response  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  this  most  worthy 
appeal  to  their  patriotic  sentiment  has  not  been  very  creditable. 

Feeble-Minded. — A  suitable  site  for  the  institution  for  the  care  of 
feeble-minded  persons,  provided  by  you  at  the  July  session,  has  been  pur- 
chased and  construction  work  will  soon  be  under  way. 
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Workmen's  Compensation.— -This  law  is  working  to  the  satisfaction  of 
employers  and  employees.  The  compensation  commissioner  has  suggested 
some  changes  deemed  advisable  to  facilitate  the  working  of  the  law,  but  I 
do  not  deem  it  wise  to  reopen  the  subject  for  amendment  of  the  law  until 
we  have  had  the  benefit  of  more  experience  in  its  administration. 

Blue  Sky  Law. — This  law  was  enacted  at  a  time  when  the  State  was 
fast  being  infested  with  a  horde  of  stock  swindlers  possessed  of  fake 
schemes  designed  to  separate  unsuspecting  innocent  persons  from  •their 
money.  It  has  served  to  drive  them  to  other  parts,  thereby  saving  to  our 
people  millions  of  dollars,  and,  in  many  instances,  no  doubt  distress  and 
suffering.  I  have  referred  in  another  part  of  this  message  to  the  necessity 
of  amendment  to  this  very  valuable  statute. 

Education. — From  an  educational  standpoint  the  past  year  has  been  a 
significant  one  for  Alabama.  In  many  respects  progress  has  been  great; 
in  some  it  has  been  phenomenal,  epoch-making.  It  has  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  the  entire  country. 

Unusual  progress  has  been  rendered  possible  by  the  provisions  of  the 
new  school  code  that  you  enacted  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Alabama 
educational  commission  which  you  had  created.  The  code  is  regarded  by 
experts  as  one  of  the  most  progressive  pieces  of  constructive  educational 
legislation  ever  enacted  by  any  of  the  states.  It  is  already  in  use,  I  am 
informed,  as  a  text  in  several  of  the  great  universities  of  the  land. 

System  Reorganized. — The  new  code  provided  for  a  reorganization  of 
the  public  school  system  and,  so  far  as  was  possible  within  constitutional 
limitations,  placed  the  administration  of  the  system  under  the  direction  of 
a  State  board  of  education  whose  powers  and  duties  are  comprehensive,  well 
defined,  and  abreast  of' the  best  thought  and  practice  of  the  times.  It  set 
out  in  detail  the  powers  and  functions  of  county  and  city  boards,  and  out- 
lined clearly  the  duties  of  district  trustees. 

Besides  the  governor  and  the  State  superintendent  of  education,  as 
ex-off icio  members,  the  State  board  of  education,  which  relieved  some  sev- 
enteen independent  boards,  is  composed  of  six  appointed  members,  one-third 
of  whose  terms  expire  quadrennially.  It  is  believed  that  this  plan  of  or- 
ganization guarantees  a  unity  of  policy  and  a -continuity  of  effort  that  will 
make  for  efficiency  in  administration. 

With  the  control  of  public  education  placed  in  a  group  of  successful 
business  men  and  women  appointed  for  their  character  and  fitness,  the 
State  superintendent  of  education  is  able  to  give  his  attention  more  spe- 
cifically to  the  internal  work  of  the  schools,  thereby  guaranteeing  closer 
supervision.  Especially  is  this  true  imder  the  reorganization  of  the  depart- 
ment of  education  which  has  been  effected  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  new  code.  It  is  believed  that  the  organization  of  that  depart-  ' 
ment  now  ranks  among  the  best  in  the  country. 

Special  Activities. — The  new  code  made  better  provision  for  a  number 
of  activities  and  developments,  as  for  example,  the  removal  of  adult  illit- 
eracy, the  establishment  of  libraries,  the  lengthening  of  terms,  the  accredit- 
ment  of  high  schools,  the  promotion  of  vocational  training,  the  consolida- 
tion of  schools,  the  revision  of  courses,  the  training,  certification  and  place- 
ment of  teachers,  and  the  erection,  repair  and  equipment  of  school  houses. 
As  a  result  there  has  been  marked  improvement  along  these  lines. 

During  the  year  adult  illiteracy  campaigns  have  been  conducted  in 
fifteen  counties  and  approximately  3,000  adult  illiterates  have  been  taught 
to  read  and  write.  Notwithstanding  unfavorable  building  conditions,  ap- 
proximately a  million  dollars  have  been  expended  for  the  erection,  repair 
and  equipment  of  rural  school  houses,  while  the  cities  have  made  provision 
for  the  expenditure  of  a  much  larger  sum  for  the  material  improvement  of 
their  schools.    More  consolidations  have  been  made  than  ever  before  in  a 
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like  period.  The  number  of  schools  offering  vocational  courses  has  doubled 
and  the  same  is  true  of  expenditures  for  such  training.  Substantial  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  the  revision  of  courses  of  study.  With  one  exception 
all  the  counties  now  levy  the  constitutional  three-mill  school  tax.  During 
the  past  year  the  number  of  districts  levying  the  authorized  three-mill  tax 
increased  from  10%  to  30%.  In  some  of  the  counties  it  is  levied  in  all 
districts. 

System  Inadequate. — Considering  the  obstacles  to  be  overcome  our  edu- 
cational advancement  in  recent  years  has  been  little  short  of  marvelous. 
However,  much  remains  to  be  done.  With  all  our  efforts,  with  all  our  prog- 
ress, our  school  system,  sad  to  say,  is  not  functioning  adequately.  In  those 
things  regarded  as  essential  for  an  efficient  system  Alabama  still  ranks 
alarmingly  near  the  bottom  of  the  list,  only  three  states  falling  below  us  if 
educational  experts  are  correct  in  their  classification.  Still  greater  effort, 
even  greater  progress  is  necessary  if  our  children  are  to  have  advantages 
equal  to  those  provided  by  other  states  for  theirs.  Nothing  less  should  sat- 
isfy us. 

The  inefficiency  of  the  system  is  greatly  augmented  just  now  by  sev- 
eral untoward  conditions,  notably  the  shortage  of  teachers.  Since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  world  war  the  shortage  has  been  developing.  It  promises 
for  the  coming  year  to  be  greater  than  heretofore.  Teachers  are  leaving 
the  schools  not  through  choice,  but  from  necessity.  For  the  year  1918-19 
the  average  annual  salary  of  white  teachers  in  our  rural  schools  was,  for 
men,  $472;  for  women,  $312.  Including  cities,  the  average  was,  for  men,. 
$520;  for  women,  $375.  In  the  colored  schools  the  average  was  lower.  The 
figures  for  the  past  year  are  not  yet  available. 

Manifestly  teachers  are  leaving  the  schools  because  they  cannot  live  on 
the  meager  salaries  paid;  because  they  can  secure  more  liberal  compensa- 
tion in  other  callings.  Unskilled  laborers  are  better  paid,  even  foi*  menial 
^work.  The  wonder  is  that  so  many  teachers  have  remained  in  the  service* 
I  am  persuaded  that  only  a  sense  of  patriotic  duty  has  held  them. 

The  Remedy. — Thousands  of  our  children  may  go  untaught  during  the 
coming  year.  The  situation  is  critical.  What  is  the  remedy?  Outside  of 
patriotic  services  and  increaeed  revenues,  there  is  no  remedy  available  at 
this  time. 

Patriotic  teachers  must  come  to  the  rescue  and  serve  for  inadequate 
compensation  while  patriotic  citizens  make  provisions  for  the  adequate 
support  of  the  schools. 

Adequate  support  is  impossible  under  existing  appropriations  and  con- 
stitutional limitations. 

Institutions  of  Higher  Learning. — The  situation  with  respect  to  support 
of  the  elementary  and  high  schools  is  true  also  of  our  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  Although  you  increased  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 
State  University,  the  Polytechnic  Institute,  the  Training  School  and  College 
for  Women,  and  the  normal  schools,  the  amount  of  them  is  far  below  what 
is  necessary  for  proper  maintenance.  You  provided  small  sums  for  addi- 
tional buildings  but  the  amount  is  totally  inadequate  to  supply  the  urgent 
needs  for  buildings.  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  ask  you  to  increase  the  rev- 
enues of  the  State  at  this  time,  but  I  cannot  pass  this  subject  without  ex- 
pressing my  deep  regret  that  these  splendid  institutions,  capable  of  so 
much  greater  service  to  the  young  men  and  women  of  Alabama,  are  handi- 
capped by  lack  of  funds.  What  finer  thing  could  you  do  than  find  the 
money  from  some  source  and  with  its  use  place  these  institutions  abreast  of 
the  times  and  equal  in  all  respects  to  the  best  of  their  several  kinds  in  any 
state  of  the  Union?  Any  sacrifice  such  action  entails  would  be  amply  re- 
paid for  the  money  so  expended  would  come  back  to  us  a  hundred  fold  in 
better  educated  and  more  highly  trained  young  men  and  women  who  are  to 
be  the  future  leaders  of  our  people  in  all  lines  of  activity. 
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If  you  deem  such  action  imwise,  I  suggest  that  you  appropriate 
$600,000  to  be  distributed  among  these  institutions  in  proportion  to  their 
needs  as  may  be  determined  by  the  budget  commission,  payable  whenever 
in  the  opinion  of  the  governor  the  condition  of  the  treasury  will  justify  the 
expenditure,  but  in  no  event  later  than  January  1,  1923. 

Finance,  Taxation  and  Revenues. — I  am  gratified  beyond  measure,  that 
it  is  possible  for  me  to  inform  you  that,  during  the  past  year,  there  has 
been  a  marked  improvement  in  our  financial  condition.  The  wisdom  and 
effectiveness  of  ^the  laws  you  enacted  at  your  January  and  July  sessions  of 
1919  are  fast  being  demonstrated,  and  the  State  is  beginning  to  reap  the 
benefits.  We  are  at  the  dawn  of  a  brighter  day.  Indeed  the  clouds  that 
darkened  our  financial  skies  have  rolled  away,  and  the  State  government  is 
in  the  clear  sunlight  of  prosperity.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the 
State  is  not  paying  interest  on  a  floating  debt,  and  its  obligations  are 
promptly  met.  We  are  operating  on  a  cash  basis,  discounting  bills  where 
discounts  are  allowed. 

We  do  not  owe  a  dollar  of  borrowed  money,  and  I  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  we  can  pass  through  the  year  without  borrowing.  There  are 
no  outstanding  unpaid  warrants  or  unpaid  bills,  and,  at  the  close  of  business 
September  13,  there  was  a  cash  balance  of  $216,059.60  in  the  State  treasury. 

This  splendid  condition  of  affairs  has  not  been  brought  about  without 
much  painstaking  thought  and  labor  on  the  part  of  the  present  State  offi- 
cers. I  unhesitatingly  say  that  the  officials  of  this  State  on  the  whole  are 
zealous  for  the  welfare  of  the  State's  interest  and  institutions  and  as  effi- 
cient and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  any  set  of  busi- 
ness men  with  whom  I  have  ever  come  in  contact. 

,   But  back  of  their  efforts  are  the  laws  and  machinery  created  by  you, 
without  which  results  thus  far  attained  would  not  have  been  possible. 

In  the  first  place  the  adoption  of  the  budget  system  operated  to  pre- 
vent the  grant  of  appropriations  in  excess  of  the  revenues.  That  is  a  sys- 
tem, the  principle  of  which  should  be  incorporated  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  State,  thereby  making  it  forever  impossible  for  a  legislature  to  pass 
apprbpriation  bills  of  amount  exceeding  the  revenues. 

The  application  of  strict  business  methods  to  the  operation  of  the  Con- 
vict Department  has  produced  most  excellent  results  which  have  contribut- 
ed largely  to  the  revenuete.  All  contracts  for  the  lease  of  convicts  to  tur- 
pentine operators  were  canceled  during  the  early  part  of  last  year  and  re-  • 
written  at  prices  approximately  75%  higher  than  the  old  prices,  to  expire 
December  31st,  1919,  at  which  time,  or  shortly  thereafter,  all  convicts  were 
removed  from  the  turpentine  camps.  This  is  the  first  step  in  preparation 
for  the  abandonment  of  the  convict  lease  system,  according  to  your  decree. 
During  the  fall  of  last  year  we  opened  negotiations  with  the  operators  of 
coal  mines  using  convicts  with  a  view  to  securing  an  increase  of  prices  for 
convict  labor,  with  the  result  that  by  January  1st,  new  contracts  had  been 
executed  carrying  increased  prices  of  14  per  cent.  Later,  upon  the  grant- 
ing of  an  increase  of  13%  in  the  wages  of  free  labor,  we  secured  a  similar 
increase  for  convict  labor.  We  are  now  securing  pay  for  convict  labor  at 
the  rate  paid  free  labor,  and  convicts  are  receiving  from  the  mines  for  over- 
time, which  is  voluntary,  the  same  rate  as  free  labor  receives. 

.  This  increased  compensation  has*  materially  increased  our  revenues. 
While  these  results  were  being  obtained  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of 
the  convicts  has  not  to  any  degree  been  sacrificed.  The  first  consideration 
of  the  department  has  been  the  welfare  of  the  unfortunate  men  and  women 
under  its  control  and  no  financial  considerations  have  been  allowed  to  inter- 
fere with  it. 

The  cotton  mill  at  Speigner  operated  by  the  convict  department  has 
been  ably  managed  with  excellent  results. 
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The  board  of  control  and  economy  has  systematized  the  purchasing  of 
supplies  for  all  departments  of  the  government,  and  eleemosynary  and 
educational  institutions,  with  a  resultant  saving  during  the  current  year, 
conservatively  estimated  at  not  less  than  $145,000.00.  At  the  same  time  it 
has  co-ordinated  and  systematized  the  business  operations 'of  the  institu- 
tions under  its  control,  bringing  them  up  to  a  higher  state  of  efficiency  in 
their  business  departments.  The  results  thus  far  of  the  operation  of  this 
piece  of  governmental  machinery  have  fully  justified  its  creation  by  you. 
The  law  provides  for  four  members  of  this  board.  In  my  opinion  a  board  of 
two  members  would  be  sufficient  to  do  the  work.  I  therefore  recommend 
that  the  membership  be  reduced  to  that  number. 

There  have  been  material  increases  in  the  amount  of  revenue  derived 
from  the  operation  of  the  pure  food  division  of  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture, the  game  and  fish  department,  the  insurance  department,  and  greatly 
increased  receipts  from  licenses  and  corporation  franchise  taxes.  From  coal 
and  iron  ore  taxes,  a  new  source  of  revenue,  we  received  during  the  first 
ten  months  of  this  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $426,261.99. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  beginning  October  1st,  1920,  aggregate 
approximately  $1,000,000.00  more  than  those  for  the  current  year.  I  antici- 
pate no  difficulty  in  paying  these  appropriations  out  of  the  revenues  of  the 
•State  without  resort  to  borrowing. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  much  progress  has  been  made  by  the 
State  tax  commission  and  its  corps  of  tax  adjusters  toward  the  equalization 
of  the  assessments  of  real  property  throughout  the  State.  An  effort  has 
been  made  to  bring  about  equalization  not  only  between  individual  tax 
payers,  but  also  between  the  several  counties  as  well.  This  work  is  neces- 
sarily one  of  slow  progress  and  far  from  complete,  but  I  feel  justified  in 
giving  assurance  that  it  is  being  done  with  all  possible  dispatch  and  in  a 
manner  generally  satisfactory  to  the  property  owners  who  are  disposed  to 
bear  their  just  share  of  the  cost  of  government. 

This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  have  been  comparatively  few  ap- 
peals taken  from  the  assessments  made  by  the  adjusters.  In  some  counties 
there  has  been  none  at  all  and  in  many  the  number  has  been  negligible. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  property  owners  of  Alabama  have  willingly  and 
cheerfully  assumed  their  share  of  the  cost  of  government,  believing  it  to  be 
fair  and  equitable  and  that  all  cases,  big  and'  little,  have  been  weighed  on 
the  same  scales. 

But  wails  have  come  up  from  a  few  disgruntled  ones.  Bom  of  either 
selfish  greed,  a  dearth  of  patriotism  or  benighted  ignorance,  the  tax  dodger 
is  ever  present  with  his  loud  voice  and  ready  pen  to  champion  the  cause  of 
slackers  of  civic  duty.  Encouraged  by  the  demagogue  who  prattles  of  the 
^'burdens  of  taxation*'  he  will  perhaps  be  with  us  always,  but  it  is  encour- 
aging to  think  that  with  free  education  for  his  children  the  tribe  will  gn^ad- 
nally  decrease. 

There  are  no  "burdens  of  taxation,"  comparatively  speaking.  The 
cheapest  thing  in  Alabama  today  is  State  government  and  the  things  that 
go  with  it.  It  is  the  only  thing  I  know  of  that  has  not  doubled  and  trebled 
in  price  during  recent  years. 

We  hear  of  amazing  tax  raises.  There  have  been  no  tax  raises  if  by 
that  term  is  meant  a  raise  of  the  legal  amount  required  of  property  own- 
ers. Property  has  heretofore  been  assessed  at  an  average  of  about  25%  on 
the  dollar  or  40%  of  the  lawful  rate  of  60%.  This  talk  of  amazing  raises 
is  in  fact  a  protest  against  assessments  above  less  than  one-half  of  what 
the  law  requires.  If  any  property  owner  in  Alabama  will  point  out  to  me 
a  case  or  any  number  of  cases  where  assessments  exceed  the  legal  amount 
I  will  see  that  correction  of  the  error  is  made  immediately. 

With  ten  thousand  school  teachers  working  for  wages  far  below  the 
wages  paid  common  laborers  and  menial  servants,  this  hue  and  cry  about 
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the  "burdens  of  taxation"  is  a  thing  to  be  ashamed  of.  A  casual  glance  is 
sufficient  to  show  that  it  proceeds  mainly  from  communities  notorious  for 
high  property  values  and  low  tax  values,  from  people  who  have  never  done 
their  share  by  the  State  in  matters  of  taxation  and  who  are  smarting  im- 
der  the  necessity  of  assuming  not  all  but  a  fair  portion  only  of  their  law- 
ful 'obligations. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  suggest  that  your  session  be  a  brief  one 
and  urge  upon  you  a  prompt  consideration  and  disposition  of  the  matters 
before  you  and  an  early  adjournment.  A  long  drawn  out  session  would  be 
most  unfortunate  at  this  time.  The  people,  whose  servants  we  are,  do  not 
want  it.  While  your  action  confined  to  the  few  subjects  embraced  in  the 
call,  and  a  very  few  others  of  State-wide  importance,  I  can  see  no  reason 
why  your  work  should  not  be  finished  within  eight  or  ten  legislative  days. 

I  confidently  indulge  the  hope  that  your  deliberations  will  be  harmoni- 
ous, and  feel  sure  that  the  work  of  the  session  will  be  fruit  of  much  benefit 
to  the  State.

If  there  be  no  deputy  solicitor  for  Lawrence  county,  then  the 
solicitor  for  that  judicial  circuit,  of  which  Lawrence  county  is  a  part,  shall 
appoint  a  solicitor  for  Lawrence  county,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  con- 
current with  the  term  of  office  of  the  solicitor  appointing  him,  and  such 
county  solicitor  so  appointed  shall  prosecute  all  cases  in  said  court  and 
shall  receive  the  same  fees,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner,  as  are  herein 
provided;  provided  however,  that  in  all  cases  where  a  plea  of  guilty  is  inter^ 
posed  by  the  defendant,  no  solicitor's  fee  shall  be  taxed  or  collected,  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  of  the  fine  assessed.

training,  and  generally  to  confer  upon  such  court  jurisdiction 
and  power  to  try  and  determine  all  questions  arising  under  the 
terms  of  this  act  or  which  may  otherwise  be  referred  to  them  by 
law  for  adjudication,  or  which  may  be  necessary  or  convenient 
to  the  exercise  of  such  jurisdiction  or  to  carry  out  the  purpose 
and  intent  of  this  act ;  to  provide  for  the.  trial  and  punishment 
of  those  who  aid,  abet,  cause  or  connive  at  or  contribute  to  the 
delinquency,  neglect  or  dependency  of  such  children;  to  provide

Ta 
make  it  unlawful  for  any  non-resident  of  the  State  of  Alabama 
to  take,  catch  or  have  in  possession  or  to  take  out  of  the  State 
of  Alabama  more  than  ten  bass  or  green  trout  in  any  one  day, 
or  for  any  non-resident  to  have  in  possession  at  any  one  time 
more  than*  ten  bass  or  green  trout  and  to  provide  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  has 
not  been  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  State  of  Alabama  for  more 
than  one  year,  then  past,  to  take,  catch  or  have  in  possession 
more  than  ten  bass  or  green  trout,  or  to  take,  carry  or  transport 
out  of  the  State  of  Alabama  more  than  ten  bass  or  green  trout 
at  any  one  time,  and  ten  bass  or  green  trout  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  the  bag  limit  on  such  fish  within  the  State  of  Alabama 
which  non-residents  may  legally  take  or  have  in  possession  at 
any  time,  and  the  having  in  possession  of  more  than  ten  bass 
or  green  trout  by  any  non-resident  at  any  time  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Section  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars, which  fine  must  be  paid  in  the  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate: 

I  am  directed  by  the  governor  to  hand  you  herewith  a  message  which 
is  self-explanatory.

To  the  Senate  of  Alabama: 

The  strike  of  coal  miners  in  the  Birmingham  district  that  had  been 
imder  way  during  the  spring  and  summer  has  recently  assumed  a  very 
serious  aspect.  The  president  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America  has 
since  the  beginning  of  this  month  issued  a  call  for  a  general  strike  in  the 
coal  fields  of  Alabama. 

Feeling  that  a  continuance  and  broadening  of  the  strike  would  neces- 
sarily bring  widespread  suffering  and  distress  to  the  people  of  the  State 
and  regarding  the  situation  as  essentially  critical  I  decided  to  attempt  to 
avert  further  threatened  trouble  by  requesting  three  of  Alabama's  leading 
citizens  of  unquestioned  integrity  to  serve  as  a  commission  to  inquire  into 
the  differences  between  the  operators  and  the  miners  with  a  view  to  effect- 
ing a  settlement  that  would  end  a  situation  fraught  with  the  gravest  dan- 
ger to  our  people. 

A  commission  consisting  of  Dr.  George  H.  Denny,  president  of  the 
University  of  Alabama,  Hon.  Charles  Henderson,  former  governor  of  Ala- 
bama, and  Hon.  James  J.  Mayfield,  a  former  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
of  Alabama,  was  appointed,  Dr.  Denny  being  designated  as  chairman. 

The  results  of  the  efforts  of  the  commission  are  fully  set  forth  in  a 
report  which  I  transmit  herewith,  together  with  a  draft  of  the  legislation 
suggested  by  the  commission. 

This  is  a  matter  of  the  gravest  importance  and  deserves  your  most 
careful  and  painstaking  and  prompt  consideration.  I  earnestly  recommend 
that  legislation  shall  be  enacted  that,  in  the  language  of  the  commission, 
will  "tend  to  correct  existing  abuses,  protect  the  public  interest  and  stabil- 
ize the  mining  industry."

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REPORT  OF  COAL  COMMISSION. 

Birmingham,  Ala.,  September  16th,  1920. 
Gov.  Thos.  E.  Kilby, 

Montgomery,  Alabama. 
Sir: 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  commission  appointed  by  you  on 
September  4,  with  a  view  to  making  inquiry  into  the  differences  between 
the  mine  operators  and  the  miners  of  Alabama,  submit  the  following  report: 

We  have  investigated  the  coal  situation  from  various  points  of  view, 
keeping  constantly  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  public  welfare  is  at  stake  in 
the  solution  of  this  problem,  involving  a  great  public  utility.  We  have  acted 
promptly.    Our  first  meeting  was  held  on  September  6. 

From  the  very  beginning  we  resolved  to  use  our  best  efforts  to  obvi- 
ate the  general  strike  called  by  the  officials  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America  to  take  effect  September  7.  We  realized  the  call  for  a  general 
strike  pending  our  investigation  had  failed.  Yet  we  felt  that  it  was  worth 
while  to  pursue  our  inquiry,  to  ascertain  facts,  and  to  report  our  conclu- 
sions. 

For  a  period  of  ten  days  we  have  been  holding  conferences,  not  merely 
with  the  representatives  of  the  operators  and  the  miners,  but  also  with 
interested  citizens.  We  have  made  appeal  to  the  public  to  present  such  data 
as  might  be  helpful  in  the  solution  of  the  problem.  Through  these  confer- 
ences and  investigations  and  inquiries  the  commission  has  secured  authentic 
information  regarding  the  real  issue.  That  issue,  reduced  to  its  ultimate 
analysis,  is,  in  brief,  a  matter  of  recognition  of  the  United  Mine  Workers 
of  America.  Neither  party  to  the  controversy  has  been  willing  to  submit 
this  fundamental  issue  to  arbitration. 

No  complaint  has  been  submitted  to  us  regarding  working  hours,  liv- 
ing conditions  or  wages,  with  the  single  exception  that,  in  the  matter  of  the 
wage  award  of  the  Bituminous  Coal  Commission,  the  operators  had  inter- 
preted the  report  of  that  commission  regarding  the  increased  pay  to  the 
"day  worker"  in  one  way  and  the  union  mine  officials  in  another  way.  The 
net  difference  in  interpretation,  when  reduced  to  figures,  is  so  inconsidera- 
ble that  it  cannot  possibly  be  regarded  as  an  important  factor  in  the  serious 
controversy  now  under  consideration.  The  real  bone  of  contention  is,  as 
previously  stated,  recognition  of  the  miners*  union.  The  union  officials 
claim  that  the  Bituminous  Coal  Commission  expressly  provided  in  its  find- 
ings that  the  operators  should  meet  them  in  conference.  The  operators 
deny  that  claim.  The  union  officials  sought  to  effect  such  a  meeting  in 
order  thereby  to  force  recognition.  The  operators  refused  to  meet  the  union 
officials  in  order  thereby  to  obviate  that  very  thing. 

The  facts  regarding  the  action  of  the  Bituminous  Coal  Commission  on 
this  point  are: 

(1).  The  commission,  in  dealing  with  the  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Eastern 
Kentucky  and  Maryland  fields,  recommended  that  "the  operators  arrange 
to  meet  with  representatives  of  the  miners  of  these  districts,  and  to  put 
into  effect  the  award  of  the  commission,  to  the  end  that  industrial  peace 
and  tranquility  may  prevail." 

(2).  The  union  officials  maintain  that  this  recommendation  in  reality 
constitutes  an  award  of  the  commission.  This  the  operators  deny,  citing 
the  fact  that  the  operators  from  this  district,  as  the  records  show,  did  not 
appear  before  the  commission,  but  in  fact  filed  letters  with  the  commission 
to  the  effect  that  "they  have  no  joint  relations  with  the  mine  workers  of 
their  district." 

(3).  The  union  officials  assert  that  the  words,  "representatives  of  the 
IBiners,"  refer  specifically  to  district  union  mine  officials;  that  their  organi- 
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zation  is  the  only  existing  organization  representing  the  miners,  and  that 
their  appearance  before  the  commission  and  recognition  by*  it  supports  their 
claim  that  the  commission  had  them  in  mind.  The  operators  maintain  that 
the  union  miners  constitute  a  minority  of  mine  workers  in  this  district,  and 
that  the  union  mine  officials,  representing  a  minority,  have  no  right  to 
constitute  themselves  the  "representatives  of  the  miners"  of  this  district. 

(4).  The  operators  maintain  that,  having  promptly  put  into  effect  the 
award  of  the  Bituminous  Coal  Commission,  there  was  in  no  event  any  rea- 
son to  arrange  a  meeting  with  the  representatives  of  the  miners,"  espe- 
cially since  the  avowed  object  of  such  a  meeting,  viz.,  the  putting  into 
effect  of  the  wage  award  of  the  commission,  had  already  b^en  complied 
with. 

This  simple  statement  of  the  matter  as  presented  by  the  two  parties 
to  the  controversy,  renders  evident  the  conclusion  that  for  several  months 
the  real  issue  in  the  controversy  has  been  recognition  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America. 

Another  situation  making  clear  the  fact  that  recognition  of  the  union 
is  the  fundamental  issue  between  the  operators  and  the  miners  is  to  be 
found  in  the  controversy  that  has  been  waged  for  some  months  regarding 
the  so-called  "Blue  Book"  contract.  The  fundamental  objection  to  that 
contract  on  the  part  of  the  operators  lies  in  the  clause  relating  to  the  arbi- 
tration of  differences  between  the  operators  and  the  miners.  Those  opera- 
tors who  have  refused  to  sign  the  contract  have  refrained  from  so  doing 
chiefly  on  the  ground  that  they  would  thereby,  formally  or  informally,  rec- 
ognize the  miners'  union. 

Conversely,  it  appears  that  the  united  mine  officials  have  made  the 
issue  regarding  the  "Blue  Book"  contract  mainly  on  the  ground  that  they 
regarded  this  contract  as  an  indirect,  if  not  a  direct  recognition  of  the  union. 

Other  facts  might  be  cited  to  support  the  conclusion  that  recognition 
of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America  is  the  chief,  if  not  the  sole,  ground 
on  which  rests  the  present  controversy.  It  is,  however,  unnecessary  to  cite 
additional  evidence  to  support  this  view  for  the  simple  reason  that  both 
sides  to  the  controversy  have  frankly  stated  to  the  commission  that  recog- 
nition of  the  miners'  union  is  the  essential  and  outstanding  issue  in  the 
controversy.  Indeed,  the  issue  is  so  simple  and  clear  that  an  understand- 
ing of  it  requires  nothing  more  than  ordinary  intelligence  and  reasonable 
capacity  for  candid  thinking. 

Obviously  both  the  operators  and  the  union  mine  officials  are  acting 
within  their  constitutional  rights  in  their  refusal  to  submit  their  essential 
differences  for  adjudication  by  this  commission.  Equally  clear  is  the  fact 
that  the  commission  has  no  power  to  compel  them  to  arbitrate  in  such  a 
situation.* 

The  Legislature  itself,  is  under  existing  circumstances,  equally  impo- 
tent. This,  however,  does  not  mean  that  the  Legislature  representing  the 
public,  may  not  enact  legislation  designed  to  protect  the  public.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  commission  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  Legislature 
ought  to  act  promptly  and  in  such  fashion  that  relief  shall  be  forthcom- 
ing.   We  are  convinced  that  public  sentiment  demands  such  relief. 

The  wage  scale  now  in  operation  in  the  Alabama  field  represents,  as 
has  been  explained,  substantially  the  award  of  the  Bituminous  Coal  Com- 
mission, the  single  item  in  dispute  on  this  point  having  reference  to  the 
inconsiderable  difference  in  the  pay  of  "day  labor."  This  difference  has 
resulted  from  the  divergent  construction  of  the  language  of  the  report  of 
the  commission.  The  strike  in  effect  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1920 
was  more  or  less  localized.  It  centered  in  large  degree  in  an  organized 
struggle  to  force  the  adoption  by  individual  operators  of  the  so-called  "Blue 
Book"  contract.    This  strike  was  finally  merged  into  the  general  strike  be- 
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ginning  September  7.  The  issue  that  had,  for  some  months  prior  to  Sep- 
tember 7,  been  in  some  degree  camouflaged  or  at  any  rate  only  partially 
understood  by  the  public,  finally  found  definite  and  explicit  statement.  The 
success  of  the  sporadic  strike  for  the  adoption  of  the  "Blue  Book"  contract 
had  apparently  been  unsatisfactory  to  the  union  mine  officials.  The  call 
for  the  general  strike  was,  therefore,  a  natural  sequel.  Just  how  far  the 
general  strike  has  been  successful  is  a  difficult  matter  to  determine.  The 
claims  of  the  opposing  parties  to  the  controversy  are  widely  divergent, 
both  as  to  production  and  as  to  the  number  of  men  on  strike.  One  thing, 
however,  is  quite  clear  as  a  result  of  present  conditions:  The  public  is  not 
getting  an  adequate  supply  of  coal  on  the  one  hand  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  being  required  to  pay  an  exorbitant  price  for  what  it  does  get.  The 
domestic  consumer  is  perhaps  the  chief  victim  of  the  tragedy  being  enacted. 
Responsibility  for  this  situation  rests,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission, 
jointly  on  the  operator  and  on  the  union  mine  officials.  The  operator  is 
undoubtedly  taking  advantage  of  the  abnormal  market  situation  growing 
out  of  the  current  shortage  of  supply,  while  the  union  mine  official  has 
apparently  centered  his  strike  policy  in  large  degree  against  those  mine 
operators  who  produce  domestic  coal.  This  policy  is  perhaps  the  natural 
policy  to  adopt  from  the  point  of  view  of  winning  the  strike,  but  it  exhibits 
a  singular  lack  of  regard  for  the  public  health  and  comfort.  The  responsi- 
bility for  this  situation  is  shared  by  brokers  and  dealers  insofar  as  their 
contracts  with  the  -operators  has  given  them  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  unhappy  situation.  Of  course,  there  are  some  exceptions  to  the  rule. 
The  commission  is  convinced  that  there  exist  individual  instances  of  fine 
human  sympathy  and  a  reasonably  righteous  regard  for  the  public  wel- 
fare.    These  men  will  have  their  reward. 

Figures  submitted  by  the  operators  covering  the  production  of  coal 
for  the  first  eight  months  of  the  current  year  indicate  a  satisfactory  output 
under  the  existing  circumstances.  It  is  claimed  that  during  this  period  the 
production  of  coal  in  the  Alabama  field  has  been  substantially  equivalent 
to  the  production  covering  the  same  period  of  1919.  Such  a  showing  makes 
it  difficult  to  understand  the  present  status  of  the  coal  market  and  the 
constantly  soaring  prices. 

Some  of  the  operators  in  Alabama  have  contracts  with  the  railroads 
that  absorb  their  full  production.  Some  of  the  industries  of  the  district 
operate  their  own  mines  and  consume  their  complete  production.  They  are 
not  engaged  in  commercial  mining.  Any  failure  on  their  part  to  produce 
a  normal  output  cannot,  therefore,  affect  the  public  supply.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  operators  make  it  a  policy  to  contract  either  with  the  railroads  or 
with  industrial  plants  for  a  considerable  percentage  of  their  output.  Oper- 
ators who  produce  domestic  coal  not  infrequently  contract  with  dealers  or 
brokers  for  the  distribution  of  their  entire  output  in  a  more  or  less  fixed 
territory.  The  situation  is  that,  owing  to  the  present  restricted  supply  and 
to  the  unrestricted  demand,  prices  have  in  many  instances  gone  beyond  all 
reason.  We  regret  to  add  that  some  of  the  operators  who  have  contracts 
at  a  lower  price  than  the  present  market  are  evidently  withholding  ship- 
ments due  under  their  contracts,  using  the  excuse  of  car  shortage.  Mean- 
time they  find  cars  for  other  shipments,  and  are  marketing  coal  at  the 
higher  price  level.  This  policy  has  been  adopted  without  regard  to  exist- 
ing contracts  with  a  view,  to  participating  in  the  more  or  less  general  orgy 
of  profit-making.    The  net  result  is  that  the  public  "pays  the  freight." 

Reference  has  been  made  to  car  shortage.  This  has  been  at  times  more 
or  less  acute.  Prompt  effort  ought  to  be  made  to  correct  this  shortage 
wherever  it  exists.  At  the  same  time  the  commission  emphasizes  and 
deplores  the  fact  that  in  many  instances  advantage  is  being  taken  of  this 
situation  to  create  unfair  market  conditions  and  contractual  relations  that 
need  immediate  and  radical  correction. 
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There  are  other  conditions,*  aside  from  car  shortage  and  labor  con- 
ditions, ttiat  have  contributed  to  the  shortage  of  coal  in  Alabama.  For 
example:  The  action  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  placing  an 
embargo  on  shipments  to  Atlantic  ports  for  export  and  bunker  purposes 
without  a  permit  directed  the  attention  of  dealers,  who  had  been  accus- 
tomed to  secure  their  supply  above  a  certain  latitude  north  of  the  southern 
districts,  to  the  Alabama,  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  fields.  Through  their 
representatives  they  have  been  bidding  up  prices  of  available  coal.  This 
policy  has  resulted  not  merely  in  advancing  prices,  but  it  has  induced  oper- 
ators to  dispose  of  their  available  supplies,  and  in  some  instances  to  divert 
their  available  supplies  from  the  usual  channels.  Naturally  such  procedure 
has  resulted  in  depriving  the  State  of  its  usual  proportionate  supply  of 
coal  from  the  Alabama  field.  This  unusual  situation  ought  in  some  way  to 
be  met.  Just  how  far  the  supply  of  coal  absorbed  by  the  railroads,  as  com- 
pared with  normal  conditions,  is  rendering  the  situation  more  acute,  the 
commission  is,  for  the  moment,  unable  to  report. 

It  has  been  well  established  that  there  are  individual  instances  of  sheer 
profiteering  in  the  coal  industry.  The  public  is  the  victim.  This  phase  of 
the  situation  ought  to  be  promptly  and  thoroughly  investigated  by  the 
proper  authorities.  We  are  convinced  that  the  spread  between  the  mine 
and  the  cellar  is  in  general  far  too  great. 

Alabama  is  richly  endowed  with  natural  resources.  This  endowment, 
however,  will  avail  us  little,  imless  these  natural  resources  are  rightly  used. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  understand  its  industries,  to  deal  with  them 
intelligently  and  fairly,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  will  guarantee  their 
real  value  and  their  right  development  in  the  interest  of  the  public. 

That  is  the  outstanding  problem.  There  are  beyond  question  abuses  to 
be  corrected.  The  public  must  see  to  it  that  these  abuses  are  corrected.  It 
has  been  finely  said  that  "the  leaders  of  labor  and  the  leaders  of  industry 
represent  a  cross-section  of  American  manhood.  Neither  are  lily  white, 
neither  jet  black.  They  are  engaged  in  an  economic  struggle  in  which  the 
public's  interest  frequently  suffers,  and  it,  therefore,  behooves  the  public  to 
revise  the  rules  under  which  the  contest  takes  place." 

Capital  must  be  fair  to  labor.  That  means  an  adequate  wage,  proper 
living  conditions,  and  reasonable  working  hours.  Labor  must  be  fair  to 
capital.  That  means  an  honorable  observance  of  labor  contracts,  efficient 
and  faithful  service,  and  repudiation  of  attempts  to  wrest  control  of  indus- 
try from  its  owners.  Both  capital  and  labor  must  be  fair  to  the  public  upon 
which  they  depend  for  their  prosperity  aild  right  to  do  business.  Men  de- 
bate the  right  of  capital  to  organize  and  the  right  of  labor  to  organize. 
That  is  a  rather  common  topic  of  conversation.  Few  will  Question  that 
right.  But  what  of  the  right  of  the  public  to  organize?  We  shall  inevita- 
bly pay  more  attention  to  thise  phase  of  the  situation  in  the  days  to  come, 
tinless  we  are  stupidly  blind. 

The  public  can  organize  itself  only  through  legislation.  Legislation 
is,  therefore,  essential  if  the  public  would  protect  itself  in  the  fierce  strug- 
gle between  capital  and  labor,  whose  chief  and,  at  times,  only  concern  is  to 
protect  selfish  interests,  leaving  out  of  consideration  the  mass  of  people 
who  make  possible  any  kind  of  reward  to  either  party  in  the  never-ending 
conflict. 

Finally,  the  public  must  be  fair  to  both  capital  and  labor.  To  do  this  it 
must  learn  to  appreciate  the  relative  value  of  the  three  factors  in  industry, 
— capital,  labor,  and  management.  It  must  find  a  way  of  determining  the 
relative  compensation  due  to  each,  the  proper  function  of  each,  and  espe- 
cially the  responsibility  of  each  to  the  public.  This  will  doubtless  be  the 
ultimate  solution  of  the  problem  in  its  relation  to  all  industry.  It  will  in- 
evitably be  its  solution  in  relation  to  the  mining  industry,  involving  a  great 
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public  utility.  Collective  action  everywhere  implies  collective  responsibility  ► 
In  conclusion,  the  commission  expresses  the  conviction  that  the.  time  has. 
come  when  the  public,  acting  through  the  Legislature,  shall  frankly  face 
the  present  situation  and  deal  with  it  without  fear  and  without  favor,  in 
justice  and  in  fairness  to  both  sides  of  the  controversy,  and  in  particular  to 
the  public.  With  this  end  in  view  we  are  herewith  submitting  a  tentative 
draft  of  proposed  legislation,  the  enactment  of  which  would  in  our  view 
tend  to  correct  existing  abuses,  protect  the  public  interest,  and  stabilize  the 
mining  industry.

A  BILL 

To  be  entitled  an  act  to  further  regulate  the  business,  industry  and 
employment  of  mining,  producing,  marketing,  distributing,  dealing  in  and 
transportation  of  coal  in  the  State  of  Alabama  by  providing  a  commission 
for  such  purposes  and  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  tribunal  to  be  known  as  the 
Coal  Commission  of  Alabama,  which  commission  shall'  be  composed  of  three 
men,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  from  a  list  of  seven  names,  to  be 
furnished  him  by  the  supreme  court  of  Alabama,  one  of  such  commission- 
ers to  be  named  by  the  governor  as  president  of  the  commission.  There 
shall  be  no  fixed  term  of  office  for  the  members  of  the  board,  but  they 
may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor,  and  their  successors  ap- 
pointed from  a  list  of  three  names  for  each  place  or  vacancy  to  be  fur- 
nished him  by  the  supreme  court,  on  the  request  of  the  governor  of  the 
supreme  court  to  so  furnish  such  list.  In  all  cases  of  vacancy  other  than 
by  removal,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  successor  from  a  list  to  be  fur- 
nished him  by  the  supreme  court  as  in  the  case  of  vacancy  by  removal.  The 
compensation  of  the  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  twenty-five  dol- 
lars per  day  for  the  time  they  are  actually  engaged  or  employed  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  this  act,  together  with  all 
of  their  actual  expenses  incurred  while  actually  engaged  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  imposed,  which  amount  shall  be  approved  by  the  governor, 
and  paid  by  a  State  warrant  drawn  upon  the  State  treasury  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  There  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  any  moneys  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  annually  to  be  used,  or  so  much 
thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  in  meeting  or  defraying  the  expenses  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  operation  of  the  business,  industry  or  employment  of 
mining,  marketing,  dealing  in  or  transportation  of  coal  in  the  State  of 
Alabama  is  determined  and  declared  to  be  affected  with  a  public  interest 
and  therefore  subject  to  supervision  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  and  to* 
the  end  of  preserving  the  public  peace,  protecting  the  public  health,  pre- 
venting industrial  strife,  disorder  and  waste,  and  securing  the  regular  and 
orderly  conduct  of  the  business  directly  affecting  living  conditions  of  the 
people  of  this  State  and  in  the  promotion  of  the  general  welfare. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  of  persons  en- 
gaged in  the  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  marketing,  deal- 
ing in  or  transportation  of  coal  within  the  State  of  Alabama,  in  the  capa- 
city of  owner,  officer,  agent,  worker  or  employee,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  except  as  limited  herein. 
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Section  4.  This  commission  shall  have  its  office  in  the  State  capitol, 
or  in  the  City  of  Montgomery,  Alabama,  but  may  hold  meetings  or  ses- 
sions anywhere  in  the  State  or  elsewhere,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  a  public  record  and  subject  to  inspection  the 
same  as  other  public  records;  and  the  said  commission  is  given  full  power, 
authority  and  jurisdiction  to  supervise,  direct  and  control  the  operation  of 
the  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  producing,  marketing, 
dealing  •in  or  transportation  of  coal,  and  to  do  all  things  needful  for  the 
just,  efficient  and  expedient  enforcement  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  This  commission  is  granted  full  power  to  adopt  and  pro- 
mulgate all  reasonable  and  proper  rules  and  reg^il&tions  to  govern  its 
proceedings,  to  issue  and  serve  all  processes,  to  administer  oaths  and  to 
regulate  the  mode  and  manner  of  all  its  investigations,  inspections  and 
hearings,  and  all  rules  and  regulations  and  statutory  provisions  relating 
to  hearings  and  trials  in  the  circuit  courts  of  this  State  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  proceedings  and  hearings  of  this  commission  to  the  end  of  enforcing 
all  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  6.  It  is  hereby  declared  and  determined  to  be  necessary  to 
the  public  peace,  the  public  health  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  people 
of  this  state  that  the  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  pro- 
ducing, marketing,  dealing  in  and  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State  shall 
be  operated  and  carried  on  with  reasonable  continuity  and  efficiency  in 
order  that  the  people  of  this  State  may  live  in  peace  and  security  and  be 
supplied  with  the  necessities  to  meet  the  needs  and  comforts  of  life — 
w^hich  are  dependent  upon  such  business,  industry  or  employment.  No 
person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  of  persons  shall  in  any  manner  or 
to  any  extent  wilfully  hinder,  delay,  limit  or  suspend  the  continuous  and 
efficient  operation  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  design  or  intent  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  nor  shall  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association 
of  persons  do  any  act  or  neglect  or  refuse  to  perform  any  act  or  duty  in 
order  to  hinder,  delay,  limit  or  suspend  such  continuous  and  efficient  oper- 
ation as  aforesaid,  except  under  the  terms  and  provisions  provided  by  this 
Act. 

Section  7.  In  case  of  a  controversy  or  difference  arising  between 
employers  and  employees  or  workers,  or  between  unions,  groups,  or  crafts 
of  employees  or  workers,  engaged  in  the  business,  industry  or  employment 
of  mining,  producing,  marketing,  dealing  in  or  transportation  of  coal  in 
this  State,  if  it  shall  appear  to  this  Commission  that  said  controversy  or 
differences  may  endanger  the  continuity  or  efficiency  of  service  of  such 
business,  industry  or  employment,  or  materially  affect  the  production, 
price,  marketing,  dealing  in  or  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State,  or 
produce  industrial  strife,  disorder  or  waste,  or  endanger  the  orderly  oper- 
ation of  such  business,  industry  or  employment,  as  to  thereby  injure  or 
endanger  the  public  peace,  threaten  the  public  health,  full  power,  author- 
ity and  jurisdiction  are  hereby  granted  to  this  commission  upon  its  own 
initiative  to  summon  all  necessary  parties  before  it  and  to  investigate  said 
controversy  or  difference  and  to  make  such  temporary  findings  and  orders 
as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  public  peace  and  welfare  and  to  pre- 
serve and  protect  the  status  of  the  parties,  their  property  and  the  public 
interests  involved  pending  said  investigation,  and  to  take  evidence  and  to 
examine  all  necessary  records,  and  to  investigate  conditions  surrounding 
the  workers  or  employees,  and  to  consider  the  wages  paid  for  labor,  and 
the  return  accruing  to  capital,  and  the  rights  and  welfare  of  the  people  and 
all  other  matters  affecting  the  conduct  of  the  business,  industry  or  em- 
ployment herein  mentioned,  and  to  settle  and  adjust  all  such  controversies 
or  differences  by  such  findings  and  orders  as  the  Commission  may  deem 
necessary  to  protect  the  public  and  as  is  provided  for  in  this  Act.     It  is. 
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further  made  the  duty  of  said  commission,  upon  the  complaint  of  either 
party  to  such  controversy  or  difference,  or  upon  the  complaint  of  any  ten 
citizen  taxpayers  of  the  community  in  which  such  business,  industry  or 
employment  mentioned  and  regulated  in  this  act  is  located,  or  upon  the 
complaint  of  the  attorney  general  of  this  State,  or  upon  the  complaint  of 
any  solicitor  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  commission 
that  the  parties  to  such  controversy  or.  difference  are  unable  to  agree  and 
that  such  inability  to  agree  may  endanger  the  continuity  or  efficiency  of 
service  of  such  business,  industry  or  employment,  or  affect  the  production,, 
price,  marketing,  dealing  in  or  transportation  of  coal  produced  in  this 
State,  or  produce  industrial  strife,  disorder  or  waste,  or  endanger  the 
orderly  operation  of  such  business,  industry  or  employment  as  to  thereby 
endanger  the  public  peace  or  threaten  the  public  health,  to  proceed  to  in- 
vestigate and  determine  such  controversy  or  difference  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  though  it  was  instituted  upon  its  own  initiative.  After  the  con- 
clusion of  any  such  hearing  or  investigation,  and  as  expeditiously  as  pos- 
sible, said  commission  shall  make  and  serve  upon  all  interested  parties  to 
such  controversy  or  difference  its  findings,  stating  specifically  the  terms, 
and  conditions  upon  which  said  business,  industry  or  employment  shall  be 
thereafter  conducted,  in  so  far  as  the  matters  determined  by  said  com- 
mission are  concerned. 

Section  7-a.  If,  at  any  time,  it  shall  appear  to  the  commission  that 
there  is  an  inequitable  or  unjust  distribution  of  the  coal  produced  in  this 
State  to  the  various  sections,  industries  or  consumers,  the  Board  shall,  take 
such  action  as  it  may  deem  advisable  to  secure,  as  far  as  may  be,  an 
equitable,  just  and  proportionate  distribution  of  coal  to  the  various  points^ 
industries  and  consumers  of  coal;  and  to  this  end  the  commission  shall 
make  and  enter  such  orders  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  and  necessary  to 
compel  the  producers,  dealers  and  transportation  companies  to  make  ship- 
ments and  deliveries  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  Commission,  so- 
proportioning  the  coal  of  this  State  for  distribution  among  the  consumers,, 
and  to  the  end  that  there  shall  be  no  unjust  and  unreasonable  discrimina- 
tion, in  the  supply  or  delivery  of  coal  to  the  various  sections,  industries  or 
consumers. 

It  is  the  declared  purpose  and  policy  of  this  Act  to  distribute  the  coal 
produced  in  this  State,  as  near  as  may  be,  among  all  of  the  consumers  in 
proportion  to  their  necessities,  and  to  secure,  as  near  as  may  be,  shipments 
and  deliveries  to  the  various  points,  industries  and  consumers  at  times  and 
in  the  manner  and  in  the  quantities  as  to  secure  continuity  and  efficiency 
in  the  production  and  delivery  of  coal  in  this  State. 

Provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  operators  who  produce 
coal  exclusively  for  their  own  consumption  and  who  do  not  engage  in  the 
marketing  of  coal,  or  any  portion  of  their  output.  In  instances  where  op- 
erators produce  coal  both  for  commercial  purposes  and  for  their  own  con- 
sumption, the  provisions  of  this  act  regarding  distribution  shall  apply  only 
to  that  portion  of  the  coal  produced  by  them  which  finds  its  way  into  com- 
merce. 

Section  7-b.  Every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  business  of  mining,  marketing,  selling  or  distributing  coal 
in  this  State  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act> 
and  not  later  than  thirty-days  thereafter,  render  to  this  commission  a  writ- 
ten and  itemized  statement  showing  the  firm  name  under  which  their  re- 
spective businesses  are  conducted  and  carried  on,  the  post  office  address  of 
such  producers,  the  number  of  mines  operated,  and  the  location  and  post 
office  address  of  each  of  such  mines,  the  probable  gross  output  of  such 
mine  per  month,  the  average  amount  produced  per  month  during  the  six 
months  next  preceding  the  report,  the  greatest  amount  mined  during  any 
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•one  month  of  which  any  record  has  been  kept,  as  near  as  may  be  the  per- 
centage or  proportion  of  the  coal  which  is  suited  and  used  for  domestic 
purposes,  for  steam  purposes  and  for  coaking;  what  percentage  of  the 
output  is  consumed  or  used  by  the  producer,  and  what  percentage  or  pro- 
portion is  sold  or  distributed  to  the  public,  and  what  percentage  is  mined 
■and  produced  under  existing  contracts,  and  what  percentage  of  the  out- 
put is  liable  or  available  for  sale  on  orders  from  the  public,  and  what 
percentage  is  sold  or  contracted  to  railroads  or  transportation  companies. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  report  or  statement  by  the  commission,  the 
commission  shall  issue  to  such  operator  or  producer  a  certificate  or  license 
to  engage  in  or  carry  on  such  business,  and  shall  make  a  record  thereof, 
with  the  date  of  issuance.  Each  of  such  operators  or  producers  engaged  in 
such  business  as  above  stated  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  the  actual 
output  as  above  specified,  beginning  three  months  after  the  first  report, 
or  oftener  if  requested  by  the  commission;  but  the  commissioner  may  ex- 
cuse the  operators  from  making  such  quarterly  reports  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commission,  such  reports  are  not  necessary. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  not  now  engaged  in  the  business  of 
mining,  marketing,  selling  or  distributing  coal  in  this  State  who  desire  to 
engage  in  such  business,  shall  make  an  application  to  the  commission,  giv- 
ing the  firm  name  under  which  the  business  is  proposed  to  be  carried  on, 
the  post  office  address,  the  number  of  mines  desired  to  be  operated,  and 
the  probable  monthly  output  of  each  of  such  mines;  whether  the  whole 
output  is  intended  for  its  own  consumption  or  for  sale  or  distribution  to 
the  public,  and  if  for  both  the  probable  proportion  or  percentage  of  each; 
ivhether  the  output  shall  be  for  steam,  coking  or  domestic  purposes,  and 
if  for  more  than  one  purpose  the  probable  percentage  of  each.  Upon  the 
receipt  of  such  statement  the  commission  shall  issue  a  certificate  or  license 
to  the  applicant  as  above  specified  to  engage  in  such  business;  and  it  shall 
he  unlawful  for  such  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to  engage  in 
such  business  until  the  receipt  of  such  certificate  or  license,  issued  by  the 
<;onimission. 

Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  who,  without  a  just  cause 
or  legal  excuse  refuses  or  fails  to  furnish  such  statement,  or  to  make  such 
reports  as  are  herein  required,  or  as  may  be  requested  by  the  commission, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  of  having  his  or  its  license  or  certificate  can- 
celed or  revoked,  and  after  such  cancellation  or  revocation,  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  such  person,  'firm,  corporation  or  association  so  in  default,  to 
engage  in  the  business  so  authorized  by  the  certificate  or  license.  Any 
person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  engaging  in  the  business  of  mining, 
marketing,  selling  or  distributing  coal  after  the  certificate  or  license  so  to 
do  has  been  canceled  or  revoked,  shall  be  liable  to  the  State  in  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  he  so  engages  in  or  operates  such 
"business.  In  the  event  that  a  certificate  or  license  is  cancelled,  revoked  or 
annulled,  as  provided  in  this  act,  application  may  be  made  to  the  commis- 
sion-to renew  or  reinstate  such  certificate  or  license,  and  if  the  causes  for 
revocation  or  cancellation  be  removed  and  all  reasonable  orders  of  the 
<;ommission  in  the  premises  be  complied  with  by  the  applicant,  the  commis- 
sion may  renew  or  reinstate  the  certificate  or  license,  thereby  authorizing 
a  continuation  of  the  business  thereafter. 

Section  8.  The  commission  shall  order  such  changes,  if  any,  as  are 
necessafry  to  be  made  in  and  about  the  conduct  of  said  business,  industry  or 
employment  in  the  matter  of  working  and  living  conditions,  hours  of  labor, 
rules  and  practices,  and  a  reasonable  minimum  wage  or  standard  of  wages 
to  conform  to  the  findings  of  the  commission  as  to  such  matters  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  and  such  orders  shall  be  served  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  service  of  the  commission's  findings 
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in  this  act:  Provided,  however,  that  all  such  terms,  coiMitions  and  wages 
shall  be  just  and  reasonable  and  such  as  to  enable  the  business,  industry 
or  employment  to  continue  with  reasonable  efficiency  the  itiining,  pro* 
duction,  dealing  in  or  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State,. and  to  so  con* 
tinue  such  operations  as  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  people. 
Service  of  such  orders  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  service  of 
notice  of  any  hearing  before  said  commission  as  provided  by  this  act. 
Such  terms,  conditions,  rules,  practices,  wages,  or  standard  of  wages  so 
fixed  and  determined  by  said  commission  and  stated  in  said  order  shall 
continue  for  such  reasonable  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  commission  or 
until  changed  by  agreement  of  the  parties  with  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mission. If  either  party  to  such  controversy  or  difference  shall  in  good 
faith  comply  with  any  order  of  said  commission  for  a  period  of  sixty  days- 
or  more  and  shall  find  said  order  to  be  unjust,  unreasonable  or  impractic- 
able, such  party  may  apply  to  the  commission  for  a  modification  thereof,, 
and  the  commission  shall  hear  and  determine  such  application  and  make 
findings  and  orders  in  like  manner  and  of  like  effect  as  the  original  hear- 
ing; and  in  any  such  cases  the  evidence  taken  and  submitted  on  the  origin- 
al hearing  may  be  considered. 

Section  9.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  necessary  for  the  promotion  of 
the  general  welfare  that  all  workers  and  employes  engaged  in  the  business,, 
industry  or  employment  of  mining,  producing  or  transportation  of  coal  in 
this  State  shall  receive  at  all  times  a  fair  wage  and  have  healthful  and 
moral  surroundings  while  engaged  in  such  labor;  and  the  capital  invested 
therein  shall  receive  at  all  times  a  fair  rate  of  return  to  the  owners  thereof. 
The  right  of  every  person  to  make  his  own  choice  of  employment  and  to 
make  and  carry  out  fair,  just  and  reasonable  contracts  and  agreements  of 
employment  is  hereby  recognized.  If,  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
employment,  the  terms  or  conditions  or  any  such  contract  or  agreement 
hereafter  entered  into  are  by  the  commission,  in  any  action  or  proceeding 
properly  before  it  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  found  to  be  unfair,  un- 
just or  unreasonable,  the  commission  may,  by  proper  order,  so  modify  the 
terms  and  conditions  thereof  as  that  they  will  be  and  remain  fair,  just  and 
reasonable,  and  all  such  orders  shall  be  enforced  as  in  this  Act  provided. 

Section  10.  Before  any  hearing,  trial  or  investigation  shall  be  held 
by  the  commission,  such  notice  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  shall  be  given  to 
all  parties  interested,  by  registered  United  States  mail,  addressed  to  such 
parties,  to  the  post  office  at  the  usual  place  of  'residence  or  business  of 
such  parties  when  the  same  is  known,  or  by  publication  of  notice  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county  in  which  such  business,  in- 
dustry or  employment  is  located,  and  said  notice  shall  fix  the  time  and 
place  of  said  investigation  or  hearing.  The  costs  of  publication  shall  be 
paid  by  the  commission  out  of  any  funds  available  therefor.  Such  notice 
shall  contain  the  substance  of  the  matter  to  be  investigated  and  notify  all 
persons  interested  in  the  matter  to  be  present  at  the  time  and  place 
named  and  to  give  such  testimony  or  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem 
necessary. 

Section  11.  The  commission  may  employ  a  competent  clerk,  mar- 
shall,  shorthand  reporter,  and  such  expert  accountants,  engineers,  and  of- 
ficers, attorneys,  and  other  employees  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  commission;  shall  provide  itself  with  a  proper  seal,  and 
shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  issue  summons  and  subpoenas  and 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  all  witnesses  and  parties,  and  to  compel  the 
production  of  books,  correspondence,  files,  records,  and  accounts  of  the 
business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  producing,  marketing,  dealing 
in,  or  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State,  or  of  any  person,  firm,  corpor- 
ation, association  or  union  of  employees  affected,  and  to  make  any  and 
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all  investigations  necessary  to  ascertain  the  truth  in  regard  to  any  con- 
troversy or  difference  between  such  parties.  In  case  any  person  shall  fail 
or  refuse  to  appear  on  the  summons  or  subpoena  issued  by  the  commission 
after  due  service  and  notice,  then,  in  that  event,  the  commission  is  auth- 
orized to  take  proper  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
to  compel  obedience  to  such  summons  or  subpoena.  Employes  of  the  com- 
mission whose  salaries  are  not  fixed  by  law  shall  be  paid  such  compensa- 
tion as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  commission  with  the  approval  of  the  governor, 
and  paid  on  warrant  as  other  claims  against  the  State  treasury. 

Section  12.  In  case  of  a  failure  or  refusal  of  any  party  to  any  con- 
troversy or  difference  being  investigated  by  the  commission  to  obey  or  be 
governed  by  the  order  of  the  commission,  the  commission  is  authorized  to 
bring  proper  and  appropriate  proceedings  in  the  circuit  or  supreme  court  of 
Alabama  to  compel  compliance  with  such  orders;  and  if  either  party  to 
the  controversy  shall  feel  aggrieved  at  any  order  of  the  commission,  such 
party,  within  ten  days  after  the  service  of  such  order  upon  it,  may  appeal 
to  or  bring  proper  proceedings  in  the  circuit  or  supreme  court  of  Alabama 
to  compel  the  commission  to  make  and  enter  a  just,  reasonable  and  lawful 
order  in  the  premises.  In  case  of  such  proceedings  in  the  circuit  or  su- 
preme court  of  Alabama  by  either  party,  the  evidence  produced  before 
the  Commission  may  be  considered  by  the  Court  reviewing  the  proceedings 
and  if  it  deem  further  evidence  necessary  to  enable  it  to  render  a  just  and 
proper  judgment,  it  may  admit  such  additional  evidence  in  open  court  or 
order  it  taken  and  transcribed  by  a  commissioner  to  be  named  by  the  court. 
In  case  any  controversy  shall  be  taken  by  any  party  to  the  circuit  or 
supreme  court  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  proceedings  shall  take 
precedence  over  other  civil  matters  before  said  court,  and  a  hearing  and 
determination  shall  be  by  such  court  expedited  as  fully  as  may  be  possible 
and  consistent  with  a  careful  and  thorough  trial  and  consideration  of  such 
matters. 

Section  13.  No  action  or  proceeding  in  law  or  equity  shall  be  brought 
by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  or  association  of  persons  to  vacate,  set 
aside,  or  suspend  any  order  made  and  served  as  provided  in  this  act,  un- 
less such  action  cr  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  within  thirty  days  of 
the  time  of  the  service  of  such  order. 

Section  14.  Any  union  or  association  of  workers  or  employees  en- 
gaged in  the  operation  of  the  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining, 
producing,  marketing,  dealing  in  or  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State 
which  shall  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be  by  the 
commission  considered  and  recognized  in  all  its  proceedings  as  a  legal 
entity  and  may  appear  before -the  commission  through  and  by  its  proper 
officers,  attorney  or  other  representative.  The  right  of  such  corporation 
or  of  such  unincorporated  union  or  association  or  workers  to  bargain  col- 
lectively for  their  earnings  is  hereby  recognized;  provided  that  the  individ- 
ual members  of  such  unincorporated  union  or  association  who  shall  desire 
to  avail  themselves  of  siich.  right  of  collective  bargaining  shall  appoint  in 
writing  some  officer  or  officers  of  such  union  or  association,  or  some  other 
person  or  persons  as  their  agents  or  trustees,  with  authority  to  enter  into 
9uch  collective  bargaining  and  to  represent  each  and  everyone  of  said 
individuals  in  all  matters  relating  thereto.  Such  written  appointments  of 
agents  or  trustees  shall  be  made  a  permanent  record  of  such  union  or  asso- 
ciation. All  such  collective  bargains,  contracts,  or  agreements  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  this  act. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
or  association  of  persons,  to  discharge  any  employe  or  to  discriminate  in 
any  way  against  such  employe  because  of  the  fact  that  any  such  employe 
shall  testify  as  a  witness  before  this  commission  or  any  court  or  shall 
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summon  any  corporation  or  shall  be  in  any  way  instrumental  in  bringing^ 
to  the  attention  of  this  commission  any  matter  of  controversy  between  em- 
ployers and  employees.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  two  or  more 
persons  by  conspiring  or  confederating  together  to  injure  in  any  manner 
any  other  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  association  of  persons  in  his^ 
their  or  its  business,  labor  enterprise,  or  peace  and  security  by  boycott,  by 
discrimination,  by  picketing,  by  advertising,  by  propaganda,  or  by  other 
means  because  or  on  account  of  any  action  taken  by  any  such  person  or 
persons  or  any  corporation  under  any  order  of  this  commission,  or  because 
of  any  action  of  or  proceeding  instituted  by  or  before  this  commission,  or 
because  or  on  account  of  any  such  person  or  persons  or  corporations  having 
invoked  the  jurisdiction  of  this  commission  in  any  matter  provided  for  here- 
in. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
engaged  in  the  operation  of  the  business,  industry,  or  employment  of  min- 
ing, producing  or  transporting  coal  in  this  State  wilfully  to  limit  or  cease 
operations  for  the  purpose  of  limiting  production,  marketing  or  transpor- 
tation, or  affect  the  price  of  coal  in  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  evading^ 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  so 
engaged  may  apply  to  this  commission  for  authority  to  limit  or  cease  oper- 
ations, stating  the  reasons  therefor,  and  the  commission  shall  hear  said  ap- 
iplcation  promptly,  and  if  found  to  be  in  good  faith  and  meritorious,  au- 
thority to  limit  or  cease  operations  shall  be  granted  by  the  commission.  In 
all  cases  in  which  operation  of  the  business,  industry  or  employment  pro- 
vided for"  in  this  act  may  be  affected  by  changes  in  seasons,  market  condi- 
tions, or  other  reasons  or  causes  inherent  in  the  nature  of  the  business  or 
from  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  parties  the  commission  may,  on  ap- 
plication and  after  notice  to  all  interested  parties  and  investigation,  make 
orders  fixing  rules,  regulations  and  practices  governing  the  operation  of 
such  business,  industry  or  employment  which  are  regulated  by  this  act  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  best  service  to  the  public  consistent  with  the 
rights  of  the  employers  and  employes  engaged  in  the  operation  of  such 
business,  industry  or  employment  as  are  regulated  by  this  act. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
or  any  association  of  persons  to  do  or  perform  any  act  forbidden  by  this 
act,  or  to  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  any  act  or  duty  lawfully  authorized 
or  required  by  this  commission,  or  to  conspire  or  to  confederate  with  oth- 
ers to  do  or  perform  any  act  forbidden,  or  to  fail  or  to  refuse  to  perform 
any  act  or  duty  imposed  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  to  induce  or  in- 
timidate any  person  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business,  industry  or 
employment  hereby  regulatcKi  to  do  any  act-  forbidden  or  to  fail  or  refuse 
to  perform  any  act  or  duty  imposed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the 
purpose,  or  with  the  intent  to  hinder,  delay,  limit,  or  suspend  the  opera- 
tion of  any  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  producing,  mar- 
keting, dealing  in,  or  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State,  or  delay,  limit  or 
suspend  the  production  or  transportation  of  coal  or  the  employment  of 
workers  or  miners  to  produce  or  transport  such  coal.  Nothing  in  this  act, 
however,  shall  be  construed  as  restricting  the  right  of  any  individual  em- 
ploye to  quit  his  employment  at  any  time,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
such  individual  employe  or  person  to  conspire  with  other  persons  to  quit 
their  employment  or  to  induce  other  persons  to  quit  their  employment  or 
to  breach  contracts  for  the  purpose  of  hindering,  delaying,  or  interfering^ 
with  or  suspending  the  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  pro- 
ducing, marketing,  dealing  in,  or  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State,  or  for 
any  person  to  engage  in  what  is  known  as  picketing,  or  to  intimidate  by^ 
threats,  abuse,  or  in  any  other  manner  any  person  or  persons  with  the 
intent  to  induce  such  person  or  persons  to  quit  such  emplosrmeht,  or  for 
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the  purpose  of  deterring  or  preventing  any  other  person  or  persons  from 
accepting  employment  or  remaining  in  the  employ  of  the  business,  indus- 
try or  employment  of  mining,  producing,  marketing,  dealing  in  or  trans- 
portation of  coal  in  this  State. 

Sec.  18.  Any  person  wilfully  violating  any  provision  of  this  aot  or 
any  valid  order  of  the  commission  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  this 
State  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  or 
by  hard  labor  for  the  county  for  a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  one  year, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  hard  labor  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  trying 
the  case. 

Sec.  19.  Any  officer  of  any  corporation  engaged  in  the  business,  in- 
dustry or  employment  of  mining,  marketing  or  transporting  coal  in  this 
State,  or  any  officer  of  any  labor  union  or  association  of  persons  engaged 
as  workers  in  the  business  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  producing, 
marketing,  dealing  in  or  transportation  of  coal  in  this  State,  or  of  any 
employer  of  labor  coming  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall  wil- 
fully use  the  power,  authority  or  influence  incident  to  his  official  position 
or  to  his  position  as  an  employer  of  others,  and  by  such  means  shall  in- 
tentionally influence,  impel,  or  compel,  any  other  person  to  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  valid  order  of  this  commission  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  in  this  State  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  not  to 
exceed  two  years,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  within  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  trying  the  case. 

Sec.  20.  In  case  of  the  suspension,  limitation  or  cessation  of  the  oper- 
ation of  the  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining,  producing,  mar- 
keting, or  dealing  in  coal  in  this  State  affected  by  this  act  contrary  to  the 
provisions  thereof,  or  to  the  orders  of  the  commission  made  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  commission  that  such  suspen- 
sion, limitation  or  cessation  shall  seriously  affect  the  public  welfare  by 
endangering  the  public  peace  or  threatening  the  public  health,  then  the 
commission  is  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  take  all  proper  action 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  state  to  take  over,  control, 
direct  and  operate  said  business,  industry  or  employment,  which  is  regu- 
lated by  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Provided,  that  a  fair  return  and  com- 
pensation shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  such  business,  industry  or  employ- 
ment and  also  that  a  fair  wage  be  paid  to  the  workers  engaged  therein 
during  the  time  of  such  operation  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  21.  When  any  controversy  or  difference  shall  arise  between  em- 
ployers and  employes  as  to  wages,  hours  of  employment,  working  or  living 
conditions  in  the  business,  industry  or  employment  of  mining  or  producing 
coal  in  this  State,  the  parties  to  such  controversy  or  difference  may  by 
mutual  agreement  refer  the  controversy  or  difference  to  the  commission 
for  its  findings  and  orders,  such  agreement  or  reference  to  be  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  parties  thereto,  whereupon  such  commission  shall  proceed  to 
investigate,  hear  and  determine  said  controversy  or  difference  as  in  other 
cases  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  in  such  cases  the  findings  and  orders  of 
the  commission  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  other  orders  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act. 

Section  22.  Whenever  deemed  necessary  by  the  commission^  it  shall 
appoint  such  person  or  i>ersons  having  a  technical  knowledge  of  bookkeep- 
ing, engineering  or  other  technical  subject  involved  in  the  inquiry  in  which 
the  commission  is  engaged  for  the  purpose  of  taking  evidence  with  rela- 
tion to  such  subject.  Such  commissioner  when  so  appointed  shall  take  as 
oath  to  well  and  faithfully  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  and  shall 
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thereafter  have  the  same  power  to  administer  oaths  and  compel  attend- 
ance of  witnesses  as  the  commission  would  have  if  sitting  in  the  same 
matter.  Such  commissioner  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  commission  to  be  approved  by  the  governor  and  paid  by  war- 
rant on  the  State  treasury  as  other  claims  are  paid. 

Section  23.  Any  order  made  by  the  commission  as'  to  minimum  wage 
or  standard  of  wages  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  reasonable  and  just,  and 
if  said  minimum  wage  or  standard  of  wages  shall  be  in  excess  of  the 
wages  theretofore  paid  in  the  business,  industry  or  employment,  then  in 
that  event  the  workers  affected  thereby  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  said 
minimum  wage  or  standard  of  wages  from  the  date  of  service  and  sum- 
mons or  publication  of  notice  instituting  such  investigation  and  shall  have 
the  right  individually  or  in  case  of  incorporated  unions,  or  associations,  or 
unincorporated  unions  or  associations,  entitled  thereto  collectively  and  to 
recover  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  the  difference  between  the 
wages  actually  paid  and  said  minimum  or  standard  wage  so  found  and 
determined  by  said  commission.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  employer  af- 
fected by  the  provisions  of  this  act  during  the  pendency  of  any  investiga- 
tion brought  under  this  act  or  any  litigation  resulting  therefrom  to  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  all  wages  paid  to  all  workers  interested  in  said  in- 
vestigation or ,  proceedings ;  Provided,  that  in  case  said  court  shall  fix  a 
wage  or  standard  of  wages  which  is  lower  than  the  wages  therefore  paid 
then  in  that  event  employers  shall  have  the  same  right  to  recover  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  in  this  section  with  reference  to  the  workers. 

,  Section  24.  With  the  consent  of  the  governor  of  this  State  the  mem- 
bers of  this  commission  are  authorized  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  within 
this  State  or  elsewhere  such  investigation  and  inquiry  as  to  industrial  rela- 
tions as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing 
themselves  with  industrial  problems  such  as  may  arise  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act.  All  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties  by  the  individual  members  of  this  commission  and  by  the 
employees,  agents,  and  officers  of  the  commission,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
State  out  of  any  funds  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated;  but 
all  claims  for  such  expense  shall  be  itemized  and  approved  by  the  commis- 
sion and  the  governor  before  warrants  therefore  shall  issue  against  the 
State  treasury. 

Section  25.  Any  party  to  any  proceeding  before  the  commission  who 
feels  aggrieved  or  dissatisfied  with  any  order,  award,  or  finding  of  the 
commission  may,  within  the  time,  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act 
appeal  to  the  circuit  or  supreme  court  which  court  may  review  and  revise 
such  orders,  findings  and  awards  made  by  the  commission;  and  render 
such  orders,  awards  or  decrees,  as  the  commission  should  have  rendered  in 
the  first  instance;  and  if  an  appeal  be  taken  from  the  proceedings  of  the 
of  the  commission  to  the  circuit  court,  then  either  party  may  appeal  from 
the  final  order,  judgment,  or  decree  of  the  circuit  court  to  the  supreme 
court. 

Section  26.  Appeal  from  the  proceedings  before  the  commission  either 
to  the  circuit  or  to  the  supreme  court  shall  be  taken  within  the  time,  and 
in  the  manner  and  mode  prescribed  by  the  statutes  of  this  State  as  for  ap- 
peals from  the  probate  court  to  the  circuit  court  or  supreme  court,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  and  all  statutes,  rules  and  regulations 
of  this  State  applicable  to  appeals  from  the  probate  court  shall  be  applic- 
able to  appeals  and  proceedings  from  this  commission  except  insofar  as  is 
otherwise  provided  in  this  act. 

Section  27.  The  commission  shall  fix  the  amount  of  all  appeal  bonds 
or  security  for  costs  which  will  be  a  condition  to  prosecute  the  appeal  to 
effect,  to  pay  all  costs  and  damages  which  any  person  may  suffer  in  con- 
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sequence  of  the  failure  to  so  prosecute  the  appeal  to  effect,  and  to  abide 
by  and  perform  whatever  decree,  judgment  or  decree  the  appellate  court 
may  render  in  the  premises  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  President 
or  one  member  of  the  commission. 

Section  28.  The  rights  and  remedies  given  and  provided  by  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  be  cumulative  of  all  other  laws  in  force  in  this  State 
relating  to  said  matters  and  this  act  shall  not  be  interpreted  as  a  repeal 
of  any  other  act  now  existing  in  this  State  relating  to  the  matters  refer- 
red  to,  in  this  act,  except  where  the  same  may  be  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Section  28a.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  railroad 
or  transportation  company  or  their  employees  who  are  under  the  regula- 
tion or  supervision  of  the  interstate  commerce  commission,  or  of  the  Ala- 
bama public  service  commission. 

Section  29.  The  provisions  of  this  act  and  all  grants  of  power,  au- 
thority and  jurisdiction  herein  made  to  the  commission  created  hereby  shall 
be  liberally  construed  and  all  incidental  jurisdiction  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  expressly  granted  to  and  con- 
ferred upon  this  commission. 

Section  30.  On  or  before  January  1st  of  each  year  the  commission 
shall  formulate  and  make  a  report  of  all  its  acts  and  proceedings,  includ- 
ing a  financial  statement  of  expenses,  and  shall  submit  the  same  to  the 
governor  of  this  State  for  his  information.  All  expenses  incident  to  the 
conduct  of  the  business  of  this  commission  shall  be  paid  by  the  commission 
on  certificates  signed  by  the  presiding  commissioner  and  countersigned 
by  the  governor,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  funds  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.  The  commission  shall  on  or  before  the  convening 
of  every  regular  session  of  the  legislature  make  a  detailed  estimate  of 
the  expense  of  conducting  its  business  and  proceedings  for  the  ensuing  four 
years,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  copy  of  the  report  furnished  to  the  gov- 
ernor, all  of  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  governor  and  by  him  submit- 
ted to  the  Legislature. 

Section  31.  If  any  section  or  provisioh  of  this  act  shall  be  declared 
to  be  invalid  by  any  court,  it  shall  be  conclusively  presumed  that  this  act 
would  have  been  passed  by  the  Legislature  without  such  invalid  provisions 
or  section,  and  that  the  act  as  a  whole  should  not  be  declared  invalid  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  one  or  more  sections  or  provisions  should  be  held 
invalid  by  any  court. 

Section  32.  All  laws,  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  here- 
by repealed.

their  stock  in  trade.  Such  merchants  or  dealers  keeping  any  of 
such  articles  as  a  part  or  all  of  their  stock  in  trade  shall  for  the 
same  pay  to  the  State  one  annual  license  of  one  hundred  dollars 
which  may  be  paid  in  any  one  of  the  counties  in  which  said  per- 
manent place  or  places  of  business  is  or  are  established,  and 
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the  payment  of  such  license  in  such  county,  as  evidence  by  the 
certificate  of  the  judge  of  probate  thereof,  shall  be  sufficient  for 
all  other  counties  in  which  they  may  do  business  or  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  such  articles.  The  provisions  of  this  schedule  shall  not 
apply  to  persons  selling  as  a  part  of  their  stock  in  trade  Jews 
harps,  harmonicas,  banjos,  mandolins,  violins,  toy  phonographs 
and  toy  victrolas,  the  selling  price  of  which  does  not  exceed 
$10.00."

Upon  a  call  of  districts  bills  were  introduced,  severally  read 
one  time  and  referred  to  appropriate  standing  committees,  as 
follows :

To  impose  a  license  on  dogs  over 
the  age  of  three  months  and  to  provide  further  that  dogs  run- 
ing  at  large  except  fox  hounds  and  deer  hounds  wearing  collars 
upon  which  the  owners'  names  and  addresses  are  printed  or 
written,  shall  wear  muzzles;  to  require  the  registration  of  all 
dogs  by  the  circuit  clerk  in  their  respective  counties ;  to  provide 
for  the  necessary  supplies  to  carry  this  act  into  effect  and  to  pro- 
vide for  compensating  the  circuit  clerk  for  his  services  as  re- 
quired herein ;  to  provide  that  the  funds  derived  from  the  license 
on  dogs  herein  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  State 
State  treasurer  and  kept  separate  and  apart,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  dog  tax  fund  which  jshall  be  used  in  defraying  the  travel- 
ing expenses  to  and  from  the  State  Pasteur  Institute  of  persons 
who  have  been  bitten  by  mad  dogs  and  who  are  unable  to  defray

who  shall  kill  more  than  ten  squirrels  in  any  one  day,  which  is 
hereby  declare.d  to  be  the  bag  limit  on  squirrels,  during  the  sea- 
son when  they  may  be  legally  taken  or  killed,  and  the  having  in 
possesion  of  any  squirrel  out  of  season  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be.  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $25.00 ;  provided 
that  any  person  may  protect  his  premises  from  the  ravages  and 
depredations  of  these  animals  when  actually  in  the  act  of  doing 
damage  thereto,  at  any  time  and  in  any  manner."

S.  56.  To  further  regulate  the  ginning,  warehousing,  grad- 
ing, marketing  and  sale  of  cotton  in  Alabama. 

Was  taken  up. 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  offered  the  following  substi- 
tute: 

Substitute  for  S.  56: 
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A  BILL 

To  be  entitled  an  act  to  regulate  the  grades,  classing,  stap- 
ling and  marketing  of  cotton  in  Alabama. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama  that : 

Section  1.  On  and  after  November,  the  first  1920,  the  offi- 
cial cotton  standards  of  the  United  States  as  established  and 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States  shall,  while  they  are  in  effect,  be  the  official 
cotton  standards  of  this  state  on  which  all  cotton,  which  is  of ,  or 
within  the  grades  of  the  said  official  standards,  shall  be  sold  in 
this  state. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful,  in,  or  in  connection  with, 
any  transaction  or  transactions  in  commerce,  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  State,  or  in  any  publication  in  this  State 
for  any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  to  indicate  the 
grade  of  any  cotton  which  is  of,  or  within,  the  grades  of  the 
said  official  cotton  standards  by  any  name,  description,  or  des- 
ignation or  any  system  of  names,  descriptions  or  designations,, 
not  used  in  said  standards.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion will  prevent  the  selling  of  cotton  on  types  or  samples.  Any 
person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  for  each  offense  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  punished  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  3.  The  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  industries 
shall  appoint  three  competent  persons,  who  are  licensed  as  grad- 
ers of  cotton  by  the  secretary  of  agriculture  of  the  United  Statea 
and  who  are  experienced  staplers  of  cotton,  who  shall  constitute 
a  board  of  examiners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  appli- 
cants for  license  as  public  cotton  classers.  Said  board  shall  as- 
semble at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  be  called  together 
by  the  commissioner  of  agripulture  and  industries  for  the  pur- 
pose of  examining  applicants  for  license  as  public  cotton  classers. 

Section  4.  Applicants  for  license  as  public  cotton  classers. 
shall  apply  to  said  board,  through  'the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
ture and  industries  in  such  form  as  may  be  designated  by  him, 
and  shall  furnish  evidence  of  their  goqd,  moral  character,  and 
of  the  experience  they  have  had  in  the  grading  and  classing  of 
cotton.  At  a  meeting  of  the  board,  said  applicants  shall  be  ex- 
amined touching  their  qualifications  as  cotton  classers,  and  shall 
show  such  a  degree  of  proficiency  as  may  be  required  by  the 
board,  to  entitle  them  to  be  appointed  as  Public  Cotton  Classers. 
Those  successful  in  the  examination  prescribed  by  the  board 
shall  be  issued  a  license  as  "public  cotton  classer,"  which  license 
shall  be  signed  by  the  board,  and  attested  by  the  signature  and 
seal  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  industries,     and 
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"which  may  continue  in  full  effect;  provided,  that  any  licensed 
public  cotton  classer,  who  is  not  engaged  in  the  business  of  class- 
ing cotton  during  a  year  dating  from  August  1st  to  August  1st, 
shall  effect  the  cancellation  of  the  license  and  be  required  to  ob- 
tain a  new  license  from  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  in- 
dustries before  engaging  in  the  business  of  cotton  classing  from 
and  after  the  said  date  of  one  year's  failure  to  class  cotton. 
The  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  industries  and  the  board 
shall  fix  the  amount  of  the  examination  fee  not  to  exceed  ten  dol- 
lars to  be  paid  by  each  applicant,  which  amount  shall,  after  costs 
of  postage  and  all  necessary  materials  for  the  examination  and 
issuance  of  license  have  been  paid,  be  retained  by  the  board  as 
their  compensation,  regardless  of  the  success  of  the  applicant  in 
his  examination;  and  the  board  shall  receive  no  compensation 
from  the  State.  All  public  cotton  classers  shall  have  the  right, 
at  any  place  within  the  State  of  Alabama  to  engage  in  the  busi- 
ness of  public  cotton  classers  authorized  to  class  cotton  generally 
and  to  charge  for  their  services.  From  and  after  August  1st, 
1921,  ho  person  shall  be  permitted  to  engage  in  business  as  a 
public  cotton  classer,  classing  cotton  for  the  public  generally, 
without  holding  a  license  as  a  public  cotton  classer;  provided 
that  a  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
and  industries  to  any  person,  without  examination,  who  is  li- 
censed by  the  secretary  of  the  United  States  department  of  agri- 
culture as  a  cotton  classer,  when  evidence  of  such  license  is  pre- 
sented to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  industries,  such 
license  to  extend  only  so  long  as  the  license  issued  and  required 
by  the  secretary  is  in  effect.  The  provisions  of  this  section  re- 
lating to  a  license  for  cotton  classers  shall  not  affect  the  right  of 
any  one  to  class  his  own  cotton  or  of  any  cotton  buyer  or  other 
person  to  class  cotton  purchased  by  him  for  himself,  or  purchas- 
ed for  another,  but  apply  only  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  the 
business  of  classing  cotton  generally  for  the  public.  Each  pub- 
lic cotton  classer  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  cotton  classed, 
and  for  whom  classed,  in  a  well  bound  book,  and  shall  issue  a  cer- 
tificate to  each  person  showing  the  class  of  cotton  classed  by  him. 
He  shall  also  keep  on  hand  a  set  of  the  United  States  standard  of 
cotton  grades,  and  his  books,  records,  and  cotton  standards,  shall 
be  open  to  inspection  at  all  reasonable  hours.  The  Commission- 
er of  agriculture  and  industries  may  suspend  or  revoke  any  li- 
cense issued  under  authority  of  this  section  whenever  he  is  sat- 
isfied, after  opportunity  afforded  to  the  licensee  concerned  for  a 
hearing,  that  such  licensee  has  failed  to  classify  any  bale  of  cot- 
ton correctly,  or  has  violated!  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or 
-of  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  hereunder,  so  far  as  the 
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same  may  felate  to  him  or  that  he  has  used  his  license  or  allowed 
it  to  bfe  used  tor  any  Improper  purpose  whatsoever.  Pending  in- 
vestigation, the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  industries^ 
whenever  he  deems  necessary,  may  suspend  a  license  temporar- 
ily without  hearing. 

Section  5.  Before  a  license  shall  be  issued  to  any  person,, 
he  shall  file  a  bond  with  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and 
industries  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars,  which 
bond  shall  meet  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture. 
and  industries,  and  which  shall  be  so  conditioned  as  to  bind  its. 
maker  and  his  sureties  to  guarantee  as  approximately  correct 
his  work  in  classing  and  grading  cotton,  and  the  approximate 
correctness  of  each  statement  in  every  certificate  of  class  and 
grade  he  may  issue  or  cause  to  be  issued.  It  shall  also  bond  the^ 
maker  and  his  sureties  to  fully  and  promptly  indemnify  any  per- 
son who  may  sustain  financial  loss  by  reason  of  any  false  class 
or  gtade  he  may  make,  or  by  reason  of  any  untrue  or  misleading^ 
certificate  issued  by  hihi,  or  under  his  authority,  with  intent  to* 
defraud. 

Section  6.  A  certificate  of  classification  of  cotton  issued  by 
any  person  licensed  as  a  cotton  classer  under  authority  of  this, 
act  shall  be  acepted  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State  as  prima  facie, 
evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  warehousemen  to  ob- 
tain the  grade  and  length  of  staple  from  a  licensed  cotton  classer 
for  the  storer  of  any  bale  of  cotton,  who  makes  a  written  request 
for  the  grade  and  staple,  an^  to  stamp  same  together  with  the 
license  number  of  the  classer  on  the  warehouse  receipt. of  the 
cotton  stored ;  provided  that  the  said  storer  shall  bear  the  actual 
cost  of  the  classing  or  of  the  classing  and  stapling  of  the  cotton 
stored;  and  provided  further  that  no  licensed  cotton  classer  shall 
charge  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  bale  classed  or  classed, 
and  stapled. 

Section  8.  Any  person,  firm,  association,  corporation,  or 
warehouseman  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
for  each  offense  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  as 
provided  by  law. 

Section  9.  This  actishall  go  into  effefet  from  and  after  Octo- 
ber 31st,  1920.

of  election  thereof,  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  execution  of 
its  process  and  the  rendition  of  judgments  by  default;  to  provide 
for  its  maintenance  and  operation;  to  abolish  the  offices  of  the 
justice  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public  with  powers  of  justices 
of  the  peace  in  said  precincts,  to  repeal  the  act  creating  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Anniston  and  the  act  amending  same ;  to 
provide  that  the  judge  to  be  elected  at  the  November  election  next

S.  125.  To  ostabligh  an  inferior  court  to  be  known  as  the 
inferior  court  of  Athens,  Alabama^  in  lieu  of  all  justices  of  the 
peace  and  notaries  public  with  power  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
Athens  precinct  No.  1,  which  lies  within  or  partly  witlxin  Athens, 
the  county  seat  of  Limestone  county,  Alabama,  said  county  seat 
having  a  population  of  1,500  or  more  according  to  the  last  Fed- 
eral census;  to  define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court 
and  the  judges  and  offices  thereof,  to  provide  for  a  place  of 
holding  said  court  for  the  terms,  salaries  and  compensation  of 
the  judge  and  officers  of  said  court  and  the  manner  of  their  ap- 
pointment or  election  and  the  payment  of  their  salaries ;  and  to 
define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court  and  the  judges 
thereof.

NOTICE. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  by.  the  undersigned  of  the  intention  to  apply  to 
the  Legislature  of  Alabama  to  be  convened  in  special  session  on  September 
14,  1920,  for  the  passage  of  substantially  the  following  act: 

AN  ACT 

To  establish  an  inferior  court  to  be  known  as  the  inferior  court  of  Ath- 
ens, Alabama,  in  lieu  of  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public  with 
power  of  justice  of  the  peace  in  Athens  Precinct  No.  1  which  lies  within  or 
partly  within  Athens,  the  county  seat  of  Limestone  county,  Alabama,  said 
county  seat  having  a  population  of  1,500  or  more  according  to  the  last  Fed- 
eral census;  to  define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court  and  the 
judges  and  officers  thereof  to  provide  for  a  place  of  holding  said  court  for 
the  terms,  salaries  and  compensation  of  the  judge  and  officers  of  said  court 
and  the  manner  of  their  appointment  or  election  and  the  payment  of  their 
salaries ;  and  to  define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court  and  the 
judge  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  and  for  precinct  one,  a 
precinct  lying  partly  within  the  city  of  Athens,  a  city  having  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  inhabitants  in  Limestone  county,  Alabama,  an  inferior  court 
of  law  in  lieu  of  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public  with  the  powers 
of  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  precinct,  which  court  shall  be  known  as  the 
inferior  court  of  Athens,  Alabama. 

Section  2.  Said  court  and  the  judge  thereof  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
the  jurisdiction,  power  and  authority,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  that 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  conferred  by  law  on  justices  of  the  peace  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases,  and  such  preliminary  jurisdiction  as  is  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  conferred  by  law  on  justices  of  the  peace,  and«  in  Addition 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county  court  of  said  county  of  Lime- 
stone of  all  ixiisdemeanors. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  jurisdiction  above  conferred  said  court  and 
the  judge  thereof  shall  have  and  exercise  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace 
in  all  civil  cases  where  the  defendant  resides  in  said  county  of  l4mfi)toiie 
and  where  the  cause  of  action  arose  in  said  county. 
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Section  4.  Said  court  shall  conform  to  and  be  governed  hy  the  rules 
of  practice,  and  procedure  that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  made  applicable 
to  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  State. 

Section  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  within  thirty  days  after  the 
passage  and  approval  of  this  act  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  s^ 
judge  for  said  court  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  general  election  at 
which  justices  of  the  peace  are  elected,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  At  such  general  election  and  every  four  years  thereafter 
there  shall  be  elected  bv  the  qualified  voters  of  said  precinct  where  said 
inferior  court  is  established  a  judge  for  said  court.  Vacancies  in  the  office 
of  such  court  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  the  unexpired  term  of  his  pi^edecessor  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  6.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same 
powers  that  are  now  by  law  conferred  on  justices  of  the  peace  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  conferred  on  them;  he  shall  have  the  right  to  solemnize 
the  rites  of  matrimony,  make  affidavits  or  oaths,  take  aclmowledgments  to 
deeds  and  mortgages  and  take  recognizances. 

Section  7.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
appointment  be  at  least  25  years  of  age  and  shall  have  resided  in  said  pre- 
cinct at  least  twelve  months  preceding  his  election. 

Section  8.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  said  court  in  like  manner  as 
appeals  are  now  taken  from  the  justice  courts  to  the  circuit  courts  of  this 
State  and  there  be  tried,  de  novo. 

Section  9.  Said  judge  must  keep  civil  and  criminal  dockets  of  all  cases 
in  said  court  as  now  provided  by  law  for  justices  of  the  peace  and  shall 
niake  a  complete  statement  of  all  costs,  fees,  fines  and  forfeitures  due  and 
collected  and  quarterly  report  the  same  to  the  probate  judge  of  the  county 
wherein  such  court  is  located.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  sign  and  issue 
all  summons  and  complaints,  writs,  executions  and  other  process,  make  out 
transcripts  and  perform  all  other  duties  that  may  be  necessary  to  maintain 
the  jurisdiction  and  authority  of  said  courts. 

Section  10.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  the  same  authority  as 
justices  of  the  peace  for  contempt  of  court. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  county  commissioners 
of  Limestone  county  to  provide  a  place  for  the  holding  of  said  court. 

Section  12.  The  fees  and  costs  of  said  court  shall  be  the  same  as  are 
now  allowed  to  justices  courts  of  this  State  except  as  otherwise  herein  pro- 
vided,  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  judge  of  said  court.  All  of  the  costs, 
fees,  fines  and  forfeitures  collected  by  him  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  county  quarterly.  The  money  so  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county 
must  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund  known  as  "The  Inferior  Court  Fund,"  and 
must  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  other  funds  of  said  county. 

Section  13.  The  owner  of  any  judgment  rendered  in  this  court  created 
by  this  act  may  file  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  Limestone  coun- 
ty, Alabama,  a  certificate  of  the  judge  of  said  court,  which  certificate  shall 
show  the  style  of  the  court  which  rendered  the  judgment,  the  amount  and 
date  thereof,  the  amount  of  cost,  the  names  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  and 
the  name  of  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  and  shall  be  registered  by  the  judge  of 
probate  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  which  said  register 
shall  also  show  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  judgment,  and  the  said  judge 
shall  make  a  proper  index  to  said  book,  which  shall  show  the  names  of  each 
and  ever^  defendant  to  said  judgment. 

Section  14.  Every  judgment,  when  filed  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  a  lien  on  all  of  the  property  of  the  defendant  and  in  the 
county  where  filed,  which  is  subject  to  levy,  and  sale  under  execution,  and 
auch  lien  shall  continue  for  ten  years  from  the  date  of  such  judgment.    The 
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filing  of  the  judgment  shdll  be  notice  to  all  persons  of  the  existence  of  the 
lien. 

Section  15.  Upon  any  judgment  which  has  been  filed  and  registered  in 
the  office  of  the  juage  of  probate  as  herein  provided  in  section  13,  within  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  its  rendition,  execution  may  be  issued  at  any  time 
within  ten  years  from  the  date  of  said  judgment,  whether  execution  has 
been  previously  issued  or  not. 

Section  16.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,- 
800.00  per  annum,  payable  monthly  upon  the  warrant  drawn  on  the  county 
treasurer  of  the  county  by  the  judge  of  said  court.  Said  warrant  to  be 
payable  out  of  the  "Inferior  Court  Funds,"  and  shall  not  be  a  claim  against 
any  other  funds  of  the  county.  Provided,  however,  that  if  at  the  end  of  any 
month  there  is  not  sufficient  funds  in  said  "Inferior  Court  Funds,"  to  pay 
all  the  claims  chargeable  against  said  funds,  that  said  funds  shall  be  pro- 
rated among  the  claims  then  outstanding  against  such  funds. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  grand  jury  of  said  county  where- 
in said  court  is  located  whenever  they  deem  it  necessary  to  make  an  exam- 
ination of  all  the  books  and  papers  of  said  judge,  and  they  shall  have  the 
authority  to  summons  such  witnesses  before  them  and  examine  the  books 
and  papers  of  the  judge  of  said  court  and  report  the  condition  of  their  find- 
ings to  the  judge  of  a  competent  jurisdiction  of  said  county. 

Section  18.  The  judge  of  said  court  may  be  impeached  or  removed 
from  office  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  procedure  as  justices 
of  the  peace  in  this  State  are  now  removed  or  impeached. 

Section  19.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  judge  of  said  corurt,  the 
probate  judge  of  said  county  wherein  said  court  is  located  shall  appoint  a 
judge  of  said  court  to  serve  until  the  return  of  said  judge  or  during  his  dis- 
ability, who,  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  three  and  one-half  dollars  per  day  as 
the  judge  of  said  court  is  now  paid. 

Section  20.  The  constable  of  the  precinct  wherein  such  courts  is  locat- 
ed and  the  sheriff  and  coroner  of  Limestone  county  shall  be  the  officers  of 
said  court  and  they  are  authorized  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty  to  exe- 
cute and  make  due  return  thereof  of  all  process  issued  out  of  said  courts^ 
and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees,  and  compensation  as 
now,  or  as  hereafter  may  be  allowed  for  like  services. 

Section  21.  The  commissioners  court  of  said  county  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  transfer  any  money  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
inferior  court  funds  into  the  general  fund  of  the  county  after  the  end  of 
each  term  of  the  judge  of  said  inferior  court. 

Section  22.  The  deputy  solicitor  of  Limestone  county  shall  attend  said 
court  and  prosecute,  and  there  shall  be  taxed  in  the  cause  a  solicitor's  fee 
when  a  conviction  is  had  in  the  amount  provided  by  law  for  circuit  solic- 
itors, and  said  solicitor's  fee  shall  be  taxed  and  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  in  the  same  way  as  said  fees  are  taxed  and  collected  in  the  circuit 
courts  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  said  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  judge  of 
said  court  into  the  inferior  court  funds. 

Section  23.  For  his  services  in  attending  upon  said  court  the  deputy 
solicitor  of  Limestone  county  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  monthly  in  equal  installments  upon  the  warrant  drawn 
by  the  judge  of  said  court  on  the  "inferior  court  funds"  arising  from  fines,, 
fees,  forfeitures  and  costs  in  said  court,  and  said  salary  and  warrant  shall 
not  be  a  claim  against  any  other  fund  of  the  county. 

Section  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  said  court  to  have  reg- 
ular days  for  trial  of  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Section  25.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  judge  of  said  court  to  prac- 
tice law  in  any  of  the  courts  in  the  county  wherein  said  court  is  located  or 
to  accept  pay  or  a  commission  for  the  collection  of  any  notes  or  accounts  or 
any  other  claims  against  delinquent  debtors.

Section  26.  The  judge  of-  said  court  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  fines  and 
penalties  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  subject  to,  for  a  failure  to  perform  the 
duties  required  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  27.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  if  any  section  or  provision  of 
this  act  shall  be  declared  Void  or  "unconstitutional  it  shall  not  affect  or  de- 
stroy the  '  validity  or  constltutioiiality  of  any  other  section  or  provision 
therein,  .which  is  not  }n  and  of  itipelf  void  or  unconstitutional.

such  counties ;  and  when  found  to  be  such  to  adjudicate  and  de* 
termine  all  questions  as  to  their  guardianship,  custody,  supervi- 
sion, discipline,  care,  control,  protection  and  training,  and  gen- 
erally to  confer  upon  such  court  jurisdiction  and  power  to  try 
and  determine  all  questions  arising  under  the  terms  of  this  act 
or  which  may  otherwise  be  referred  to  them  by  law  for  adjudi- 
cation, or  which  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  the  exercise 
of  such  jurisdiction  or  to  carry  out  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this 
act;  to  provide  for  the  trial  and  punishment  of  those  who  aid,

sions of  such  court ;  to  provide  for  the  trial  of  any  delinquent  in 
a  criminal  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  who  has  shown  him- 
self or  herself  to  be  unamenable  to  the  discipline  provided  for 
such  delinquent  as  provided  under  the  terms  of  this  act ;  and  for 
the  appointment  of  an  advisory  board  to  such  court  and  to  define 
the  duties  and  powers  of  such  court ;  to  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  judge  and  other  officers  of  such  court  and  to  define 
their  powers  and  duties ;  and  to  provide  for  their  compensation ;

The  owner  in  good  faith  in  his  or  her  own 
right,  or  the  husband  of  a  woman  or  the  wife  of  any  man  who 
is  the  owner  in  good  faith  in  her  or  his  own  right  of  forty  acres 
of  land  situated  in  this  State,  upon  which  they  reside;  or  the 
owner  in  good  faith  in  his  or  her  pwn»  right,  or  the  husband  of 
any  woman  or  the  wife  of  any  man  who  is  the  owner  in  good 
faith,  in  his  or  her  own  right  of  real  estate  situated  in  this  State, 
assessed  for  taxation  at  the  value  of  three  hundred  dollars  or 
more ;  or  the  owner  in  good  faith,  in  his  or  her  own  right,  or  the 
husband  of  any  woman  or  the  wife  of  any  man  who  is  the  owner 
in  good  faith  in  her  or  his  own  right,  of  personal  property  in  this 
State  assessed  for  taxation  for  three  hundrfed  dollars  or  more;

Section  1.  Registrars,  Appointment  of. — Registration  shall 
be  conducted  in  each  county  by  a  board  of  three  reputable  and 
suitable  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  State  auditor 
and  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  industries,  or  by  a  majority 
of  them  acting  as  a  board  of  appointment,  and  who  must  be  also 
qualified  electors  and  residents  of  the  county,  and  who  shall  not 
hold  an  elective  office  during  their  term. 

Section  2.  Terms  of  office. — The  registrars  so  appointed 
shall  hold  office  for  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed. 

Section  3.  Vacancies  of  registrars;  how  filled. — If  one  or 
more  of  the  persons  appointed  on  such  board  of  registration  shall 
refuse,  neglect  or  be  unable  to  qualify  or  serve,  or  if  a  vacancy 
or  vacancies  occur  in  the  membership  of  the  board  of  registrars 
from  any  cause,  the  governor,  State  auditor  and  commissioner 
of  agriculture  and  industries,  or  a  majority  of  them  acting  as  a 
board  of  appointment,  shall  make  other  appointments  to  fill  such 
board." 

Section  4.  Fees,  compensation  of  registrars. — Each  registrar 
shall  receive  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  to  be  paid  by 
the  State  and  disbursed  by  the  several  judges  of  probate,  for 
each  day's  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  Oath  of  registrars. — Before  entering  upon  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  each  registrar  shall  take 
the  same  oath  as  required  of  the  judicial  officers  of  the  State, 
which  oath  may  be  'administered  by  any  person  authorized  to 
administer  oaths. 

The  oath  shall  be  in  writing  and  subscribed  by  the  registrar, 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  the  county.

— The  board  of  registrars  in  each  county 
shall  visit  each  precinct  at  least  once  and  oftener  if,  necessary, 
between  January  first  and  April  first  1922,  and  each  two  years 
thereafter,  to  make  a  complete  registration  of  all  persons  entitled 
to  register,  and  shall  remain  there  at  least  one-half  a  day.  They 
shall  give  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  when,  and  the 
place  in  the  precinct  where  they  will  attend  to  register  applicants 
for  registration,  by  bills  posted  at  three  or  more  public  places  in 
each  election  precinct,  and  by  advertisement  once  a  week  for 
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three  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper,  if  there  be  one  published 
in  the  county.  Upon  failure  to  give  such  notice  or  to  attend  any 
appointment  made  by  them  in  any  precinct,  they  shall,  after  like 
notice,  fill  new  appointments  therein ;  but  the  time  consumed  by 
the  board  in  completing  such  registration  shall  not  exceed  twen- 
ty-five working  days  in  ^ny  county,  except  that  in  counties  hav- 
ing more  than  50,000  population  as  shown  by  the  last  preceding 
census,  the  time  shall  not  exceed  forty  days. 

Section  7.  Places  of  registration. — No  person  shall  be  regis- 
tered except  at  the  county  site  or  in  the  precinct  or  ward  where 
he  or  she  resides. 

Section  8.  Certificate  of  registration. — The  registrars  shall 
issue  to  each  person  registered  a  certificate  of  registration. 

Section  9.  Time  and  place  for  special  registration. — On  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  next  preceding  the  day  of  each  general  or  mu- 
nicipal election,  held  under  the  municipal  laws  of  this  State,  and 
on  Friday  and  Saturday  next  preceding  the  day  of  each  primary 
election  held  under  the  primary  election  laws  of  the  State,  the 
registrars  shall  sit  in  the  court  house  of  each  county,  during 
such  days,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  municipal  election  being  held  in 
a  town  other  than  the  county  site,  and  on  a  day  other  than  that 
of  any  special  or  general  election,  said  registrars  shall  sit  on 
Friday  and  Saturday  preceding  such  elections  at  some  place  with- 
in the  corporate  limits  of  the  municipality  wherein  such  pro- 
posed election  is  to  be  held,  of  the  time  and  place  of  which  sitting 
due  notice  shall  be  given  as  provided  for  in  the  matter  of  regu- 
lar registration. 

Section  10.  Time  and  place  when  two  or  more  such  elections 
are  held  on  same  day. — When  two  or  more  such  elections  are  to 
be  held  on  the  same  day,  then  the  board  of  registrars  shall  sit  at 
the  court  house  of  such  county  for  such  time,  and  shall  register 
all  applicants  having  the  qualifications  of  an  elector,  who  shall 
have  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  since  the  last  date  of 
registration  or  who  shall  prove  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction 
of  the  board  that  by  reason  of  the  physical  disability  of  himself 
or  herself  or  sickness  during  the  period  when  the  board  of  regis- 
trars were  registering  the  voters  in  the  precinct  where  the  ap- 
plicant resided,  in  his  or  her  family,  or  by  reason  of  absence 
from  the  county,  he  or  she  had  no  opportunity  to  register  prior 
to  said  time,  and  they  shall  not  on  such  days  register  any  other 
persons.  The  board  of  registration  in  each  county  shall  meet  at 
the  court  house  on  the  third  Monday  in  January  1922,  and  each 
two  years  thereafter,  and  shall  remain  in  session  two  weeks  for 
the  registration  of  voters. 

Section  11.  Time  and  place  of  meeting  of  board  where  there 
are  two  court  houses. — ^Where  there  are  two  court  houses  in  a 
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county  the  registrars  may  sit  -four  days,  viz.,  on  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  next  preceding  the  days  of  such 
regular  election  or  primary,  two  of  such  days  at  each  court 
house,  and  they  shall  give  twenty  days'  notice,  by  bills  posted  at 
each  of  the  court  houses  designating  the  time  and  place  at  which 
they  will  sit ;  if  there  are  more  than  two  court  houses,  the  regis- 
trars shall  select  the  two  court  houses  at  which  they  will  sit  and 
shall  give  notice  as  above  provided. 

Section  12.  Examination  and  oath  of  applicant  to  register. — 
The  board  of  registrars  shall  have  power  to  examine,  under  oath 
or  affirmation,  all  applicants  for  registration,  and  to  take  testi- 
mony touching  the  qualifications  of  such  applicants.  Each  mem- 
ber of  such  board  is  authorized  to  administer  the  oath  to  be 
taken  by  the  applicants  and  witnesses,  which  shall  be  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  and  subscribed  by  the  person  making  it,  and  pre- 
served by  the  board,  namely: 

"I  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  in  the  matter  of  the  ap- 
plication of for  registration  as  elector,  I  will  speak 

the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but.  the  truth,  so  help  me 
God." 

Section  13.  Applicant  may  be  refused. — Any  person  making 
application  to  the  board  of  registrars  for  registration  who  fails 
to  establish  by  evidence  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the 
board  of  registrars  that  he  or  she  is  qualified  to  register,  may  be 
refused  registration. 

Section  14.  Majority  of  the  board  a  quorum. — The  action  of 
a  majority  of  the  board  of  registrars  shall  be  the  action  of  the 
board,  and  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  15.  Right  of  appeal  from  registrars. — Any  person  to 
whom  registration  is  denied  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal,  with- 
out giving  security  for  cost,  within  thirty  days  after  such  denial, 
by  filing  a  petition  in  the  circuit  court  or  court  of  like  jurisdic- 
tion held  for  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  seeks  to  register,  to 
have  his  or  her  qualifications  as  an  elector  determined.  Upon 
the  filing  of  the  petition,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  any  solicitor  authorized  to  represent  the  State  in  said 
county,  who  shall  appear  and  defend  against  the  petition  on  be- 
half of  the  State.  Upon  such  trial  the  court  shall  charge  the 
jury  only  as  to  what  constitutes  the  qualifications  that  entitle  the 
applicant  to  become  an  elector  at  the  time  he  or  she  applied  for 
registration,  and  the  jury  shall  determine  the  weight  and  effect 
of  the  evidence  and  return  a  verdict.  From  the  judgment  ren- 
dered an  appeal  will  lie  to  the  supreme  court  in  favor  of  the  peti- 
tioner, to  be  taken  within  thirty  days.  Final  judgment  in  favor 
of  the  petitioner  shall  entitle  him  or  her  to  registration  as  of  the 
date  of  his  or  her  application  to  the  registrars. 
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Section  16.  Not  required  to  register. — ^No  person  registered 
as  an  elector  shall  again  be  required  to  register  unless  his  or  her 
place  of  residence  is  changed. 

Section  17.  Registration  books,  forms  and  blanks  furnished 
by  secretary  of  State. — ^The  secretary  of  state  shall  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State,  have  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  registrars 
and  judges  of  probate  of  the  several  counties  a  sufficient  number 
of  registration  books  and  of  blank  forms  of  oath,  certificates  of 
registration,  and  of  notices  required  to  be  given  by  registrars. 
The  cost  of  publication  of  the  notices  required  to  be  given  by  the 
registrars  shall  be  paid  by  the  State,  the  bills  therefor  to  be  ren- 
dered to  the  secretary  of  State  and  approved  by  him. 

Section  18.  List  of  names  registered  by  precincts. — The 
.  board  of  registrars  shall  each  year,  within  two  weeks  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  prescribed  for  registration,  make  a  copy 
of  the  list  of  names  registered,  stating  the  residence,  color  and 
sex  of  the  person  registered  by  precincts — if  not  in  an  incorpor- 
ated city  or  town,  or  by  wards  if  an  incorporated  city  or  town — 
which  copy,  along  with  the  registration  list,  must  be  returned  to 
the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  the  county.  The  judge  of 
probate  shall  certify  an  alphabetical  list  to  the  secretary  of  State. 
The  judge  of  probate  shall  keep  both  the  original  list  filed  by  the 
registrars  and  the  alphabetical  list  made  therefrom  as  records  in 
the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  the  county,  and  same  shall 
be  open  to  public  inspection. 

Section  19.  List  of  voters  and  electors. — ^The  judge  of  pro- 
bate shall,  from  the  registration  list  returned  to  his  office,  in- 
cluding those  registered  prior  to  January  1,  1903,  make  a  cor- 
rect alphabetical-^  lists  of  the  electors  registered  by  precincts, 
which  lists  shall  be  certified  by  him  officially  to  be  a  full  and  cor- 
rect copy  of  the  lists  of  registered  electors  for  each  precinct  re- 
spectively as  the  same  appears  from  the  returns  of  the  board  of 
registrars  on  file  in  his  office.  One  copy  of  said  list  for  each  pre- 
cinct the  judge  of  probate  shall  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to 
the  inspectors  in  each  precinct  immediately  preceding  every  elec- 
tion or  primary. 

Section  20.  Reregistered  on  change  of  county  or  residence. 
— Any  elector  who  registered  prior  to  January  1st,  1903,  who  has 
changed  his  residence  shall  be  registered  on  application  on  pro- 
duction of  his  certificate,  unless  he  has  become  disqualified. 

Section  21.  Duplicate  certificate  issued  in  event  of  loss. — 
When  the  certificate  of  any  elector  who  was  duly  registered  has 
been  lost,  mutilated,  or  destroyed,  on  application  stating  that  the 
certificate  has  been  lost,  mutilated  or  destroyed,  and  verified  by 
affidavit,  and  it  appears  of  record  that  such  application  has  been 
registered,  the  judge  of  probate  of  the  county  of  registration  or 
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the  secretary  of  State  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate 
that  he  was  duly  registered  as  an  elector.  Such  certificate  shall 
be  issued  free  of  charge  to  the  elector.  The  secretary  of  State 
shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  furnish  the  judge  of  probate 
blank  certificates  for  use  as  provided  in  this  section. 

Section  22.  Applicant  for  registration  to  make  oath  required. 
— Any  applicant  for  registration  may  be  required  to  state  un- 
der oath,  to  be  administered  by  the  registrars,  or  any  person 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  where  he  or  she  lived  dur- 
ing the  five  years  next  preceding  the  time  he  or  she  applied  to 
register,  and  the  name  or  names  by  which  he  or  she  was  known 
during  that  period,  and  the  name  of  his  or  her  employer  or  em- 
ployers, if  any,  during  such  period.  Any  applicant  for  registra- 
tion who  refused  to  state  such  facts,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  register. 

Section  23.  Times  for  purging  list  of  registration. — ^The 
board  of  registrars  shall  meet  in  each  county  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  November  1921,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  for  purg- 
ing the  registration  list,  and  may  continue  in  session  one  week. 
The  names  of  those  who  have  died,  become  nonresidents  of  the 
State,  become  insane,  and  been  so  declared  by  inquisition  of  luna- 
cy, or  who  have  been  convicted  of  any  offense  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion 182  of  the  Constitution  since  being  registered,  or  otherwise, 
disqualified  as  electors  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution^ 
and  any  names  which  may  have  been  fraudulently  entered  on 
such  list,  shall  be  stricken  from  the  registration  list. 

Section  24.  Notice  and  hearing  when  names  are  to  be 
stricken  from  list. — ^When  the  name  of  any  elector  is  proposed  to 
be  stricken  from  the  registration  list,  unless  he  or  she  is  dead  or 
is  a  non-resident  of  the  State,  notice  shall  be  issued  to  him  or 
her  by  the  board  of  registrars,  citing  him  or  her  to  appear  before 
the  board  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  November  following,  and 
show  cause  why  his  or  her  name  should  not  be  stricken  from  the 
list.  Said  notice  shall  be  served  by  the  sheriff  at  least  five  days 
before  the  said  fourth  Monday  in  November. 

Section  25.  Time  and  place  of  meeting. — The  board  of  reg- 
istrars shall  meet  in  each  county  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  No- 
vember 1921,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  and  may  continue 
in  session  one  week. 

Section  26.  Proceedings  on  hearing. — On  said  date  the  board 
shall  proceed  to  consider  the  case  of  each  elector  whose  name  it 
is  proposed  to  strike  from  the  registration  list,  and  determine 
the  same,  provided  that  on  the  demand  of  any  person  whose 
name  is  proposed  to  be  stricken  from  the  list  a  trial  by  jury  may 
be  had,  and  the  board  shall  forthwith  certify  the  proceedings  to 
the  circuit  clerk  or  clerk  of  a  court  of  like  jurisdiction^  who  shall 
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docket  the  case  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  country  or  other  court 
of  like  jurisdiction.  The  solicitor  shall  represent  the  State  in 
the  trial  of  said  cause. 

Section  27.  Books  kept  as  to  names  stricken  from  list. — ^The 
board  of  registrars  shall  enter  on  a  book,  to  be  furnished  by  the 
secretary  of  State,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  for  that  purpose 
the  names  in  alphabetical  order  by  precincts  of  all  electors 
stricljen  from  the  registration  list,  and  after  each  meeting  for 
purging  the  registration  list  shall  file  the  same  in  the  office  of 
the  judge  of  probate.  On  the  filing  of  said  book  the  probate 
judge  shall  strike  all  such  names  from  the  list  in  his  office  and 
shall  not  again  send  them  out  to  the  inspectors. 

Section  28.  Books  of  registrars. — The  board  of  registrars 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  State  ,at  the  expense  of 
the  State,  necessary  books  for  the  registration  of  electors  so  ar- 
ranged that  the  names  of  the  electors  registered  may  be  con- 
veniently entered  on  said  book  in  alphabetical  order. 

Section  29.  Duty  of  registrars  as  to  names  stricken  from  the 
list. — The  registrars  shall  ascertain,  while  visiting  the  several 
precincts  of  the  county,  the  names  of  all  persons  who  should  be 
stricken  from  the  registration  list  by  reason  of  death  or  other- 
wise. 

Section  30.  Reason  shown  for  electors  taken  from  list. — 
When  the  name  of  any  elector  is  stricken  from  the  registration 
list,  the  list  filed  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  must  show 
the  reason  for  striking  the  said  elector  from  the  list. 

Section  81.  Time  for  registering.  For  the  purpose  of  regis- 
tering all  voters  who  have  become  qualified  since  January  5th, 
1920. — ^The  board  of  registrars  shall,  upon  the  approval  of  this 
act,  sit  for  the  purpose  of  registering  all  persons  who  are  enti- 
tled to  register  and  remain  in  session  each  day  thereafter,  ex- 
cept Sundays  up  to  and  including  Tuesday  the  26th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1920.  Said  board  of  registrars  may  sit  at  such  places  in  the 
county  as  it  deems  most  convenient  to  the  public,  and  best  suited 
to  accomplishing  the  registration  of  those  entitled  and  desiring 
to  register,  at  any  time  prior  to  Tuesday,  October  19, 1920. 

Section  32.  Registration  at  court  house. — During  each  day 
of  the  week  beginning  October  19, 1920,  except  Sunday,  the  board 
of  registrars  must  sit  at  the  county  site  to  register  al  persons 
entitled  to  register.  Where  there  are  two  court  houses  in  a 
county,  the  board  of  registrars  may  divide  the  time  fixed  for  sit- 
ting at  the  county  site  between  the  two  court  houses  as  they 
deem  best.  If  there  are  more  than  two  court  houses  the  board 
of  registrars  shall  elect  the  two  court  houses  at  which  they  shall 

sit. 
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Section  33.  Notice  of  registration. — The  board  of  registrars 
shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  the  board  will  attend  to 
receive  applications  and  register  electors;  and  when  there  is 
n?ore  than  one  court  house  in  a  county,  the  board  must  give  no- 
tice how  the  time  fixed  for  sitting  at  the  county  site  is  divided 
and  what  time  the  board  will  be  at  each  court  house.  The  notice 
required  by  this  act  shall  be  by  posters  posted  at  the  court  house, 
or  court  houses,  and  such  other  public  places  in  the  county  as  will 
best  serve  to  advise  the  public  of  the  time  and  places  of  meeting 
said  board.  And  the  board  of  registrars  shall  also  publish  siich 
notice  in  a  newspaper,  if  the  paper  will  reach  the  public  in  due 
time  to  advise  the  public  of  the  time  and  places  of  registration. 
The  expense  incurred  by  giving  such  notice  shall  be,  with  the 
approval  of  the  judge  of  probate,  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury 
on  warrant  drawn  by  the  judge  of  probate.  Failure  to  give  due 
notice  shall  not  invalidate  any  registration. 

Section  34.  •  Rules ;  registrars  may  make. — The  board  of  reg- 
istrars shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  it  deems  proper  for  the  receipt  of  applications 
for  registration  and  the  accomplishing  in  as  expedient  a  manner 
as  possible  the  registration  of  those  entitled  to  register,  provided, 
however,  no  person  shall  be  registered  until  a  majority  of  the 
board  of  registrars  has  passed  favorably  upon  such  person's 
qualifications. 

Section  35.  Lists  for  election  inspectors. — Each  judge  of 
probate  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  the  inspectors  at 
each  voting  place,  immediately  preceding  the  general  election  to 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  November  2nd,  1920,  duplicate  lists  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  such  election  precinct,  or  where  the  precinct 
has  been  subdivided  into  districts,  then  a  duplicate  list  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  such  districts,  which  list  shall  be  prepared  as 
follows,  to-wit:  said  list  shall  be  in  two  divisions,  the  first  divi- 
sion to  contain  first,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  white  female  vot- 
ers, and  second,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  colored  female  voters ; 
the  second  division  to  contain  first,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the 
white  male  voters,  and  second,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  colored 
male  voters.  Such  list  shall  constitute  the  official  list  of  qualified 
voters  for  the  general  election  to  be  held  Tuesday,  Nov.  2nd, 
1920,  and  no  person  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  such  list 
shall  be  allowed  to  votie  without  complying  with  the  qualifications 
prescribed  by  law  for  challenged  voters,  provided,  however,  that 
including  a  voter's  name  on  the  list  of  a  different  race  from  that 
to  which  he  or  she  belongs  shall  not  necessitate  their  complying 
with  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  law  for  challenged  voters, 
if  the  inspectors  are  satisfied  that  such  inclusion  on  said  list  was 
a  mistake,  and  that  such  person  is  in  all  respects  a  qualified  elec- 
tor ;  provided  further,  however,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
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strued  as  preventing  the  challenge  of  such  person  as  provided  by 
the  law.  Such  lists  must  be  certified  to  by  the  judge  of  probate 
as  correct  lists  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  in  such  precinct  or 
district  in  the  general  election  to  be  held  Nov.  2nd,  1920. 

Section  36.  Clerical  assistants  to  make  inspectors'  list. — ^The 
judge  of  probate  is  authorized  to  employ  such  assistants  and 
clerical  help  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  and  properly  pre- 
pare the  lists  of  qualified  electors  which  the  judge  of  probate  is 
required  to  furnish  the  election  inspectors.  Such  assistants  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  by  warrant  drawn  by  the 
judge  of  probate  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  person 
being  paid  showing  that  the  amount  is  due  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  provided,  however,  that  the  entire  amount  spent  for 
such  assistants  and  clerical  help  shall  not  exceed  a  sum  equal  to 
the  amount  obtained  by  multiplying  the  number  of  names  on  said 
lists  by  five  cents. 

Section.  37.  Offices  abolished. — That  the  office  of  the  regis- 
trar and  election  commissioner  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
State  are  hereby  abolished. 

Section  38,  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately 
upon  its  passage  and  approval. 

Section  39.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  local,  general  or 
special  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  40.  That  an  act  "To  provide  for  the  registration  of 
electors  enacted  by  the  Legislature  at  its  session  held  in  1915" 
and  an  act  "To  amend  an  act  providing  for  the  registration  of 
electors"  approved  September  25th,  1919,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  expressly  repealed.

H.  66.  To  prescribe  the  term  of  office  of  coroners  and  their 
assistants,  and  to  provide  for  their  election,  qualification,  duties 
and  compensations ;  making  it  unlawful  for  any  one  to  remove  or 
disturb  the  body  of  a  person  whose  death  is  due  to  violence  be- 
fore an  inquest  by  the  coroner  if  he  deems  it  necessary ;  to  make 
it  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  execute  any  and  all  processes  directed 
to  him  by  the  coroner  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties ;  to 
authorize  the  coroner  to  punish  for  contempt;  tp  authorize  and 
empower  coroners  to  perform  autopsies  upon  bodies  of  persons 
who  have  died  by  violence  when  necessary  to  ascertain  causes  of 
death ;  to  prescribe  the  pay  of  witnesses  and  jurors  in  proceed- 
ings by  the  coroner;  to  authorize  any  person  to  pick  up  and  to

That  for  the  better  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  State  institutions  of  higher  learning,  including  the  erection, 
equipment  and  repair  of  buildings,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
thousand  ($500,000.00)  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  from  any 
monies  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  distrib- 
uted among  the  said  institutions  in  proportion  to  their  needs  by 
the  budget  commission  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State 
council  of  education — ^the  same  to  be  released  only  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  governor. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  appropriations  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  upon  requisition  of 
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the  State  superintendent  of  education  upon  the  State  auditor, 
who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  State  treasurer  in  favor  of 
the  treasurer  any  school  approved  for  such  aid. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  appropriation,  or  any  part  thereof,  made 
in  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  released  concurrently  and  pro- 
portionately with  the  release  of  the  conditional  appropriations

duties  and  the  method  of  his  appointment,  to  fix  his  term  of  of- 
fice, and  to  fix  his  compensation  and  prescribe  the  method  of 
payment  thereof. 
Be  it' enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  counties  of  the  State  of  Alabama 
which  now  have  not  less  than  seventy-five  thousand  of  inhabi- 
tants and  not  more  than  ninety-five  thousand  of  inhabitants  ac- 
cording to  the  Federal  census  of  1920,  and  in  all  counties  which 
may  hereafter  have  such  population  according  to  any  Federal 
census  hereafter  taken,  there  is  hereby  created  the  office  of  spec- 
ial officer.' 

Section  2.  Such  special  officer  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  solicitor  Of  such  county,  investigate  and  report  violations  of 
law  in  such  county,  shall  attend  upon  all  sessions  of  the  Grand 
juries  of  such  county  and  report  to  the  grand  juries  upon  any 
matters  they  may  require,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  report  to 
the  solicitor  of  the  county  as  required  by  him. 

Section  3.  Such  special  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  so- 
licitor of  the  county  and  shall  hald  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years  from  and  after  the  date  of  his  appointment. 

Section  4.  Such  special  officer  shall  receive  a  salary  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in  equal  monthly  in- 
stallments out  of  the  treasury  of  the  county. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  governor.

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Gentlemen  of  the  Senate: 

Shortly  after  I  sent  to  you  the  report  of  the  Coal  Commission  appoint- 
ed by  this  office  to  investigate  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Birmingham 
strike  district,  a  tentative  proposal  was  made  ta  me  by  the  coal  operators, 
by  which  it  was  thought  relief  might  be  given  the  people  of  Alabama  in 
the  matter  of  coal  supply.  I  immediately  called  the  Coal  Commission  to- 
gether to  hear  and  consider  the  proposals  of  the  operators.  The  result  of 
the  negotiations  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  commission  which  is  trans- 
mitted herewith  with  the  recommendation  that  the  suggestions '  contained 
therein  be  promptly  adopted. 

You  will  note  that  under  this  agreement  an  adequate  supply  of  coal  at 
reasonable  prices  at  the  mines  will  be  available  for  all  institutions,  ihdus- 
tries  and  householders.  It  is  my  purpose  to  ascertain  and  publish  what  may 
be  deemed  a  reasonable  spread  between  prices  of  coal  at  the  mines  and  de- 
livered to  plants  and  homes  as  a  means  of  prevention  against  profiteering. 

In  this  connection,  I  think  it  proper  that  I  should  inform  you  of  con£r 
tions  prevailing  in  the  mining  district.  Personal  conflict  of  operators  and 
their  employees  with  striking  miners,  outbreaks  of  violence  and  bloodshed 
rendered  it  necessary,  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  that  six  com- 
panies of  the  National  (/uard  be  sent  under  command  of  Brigadier  General 
R.  E.  Steiner  to  the  district  of  disturbance.  The  presence  of  the  militia  has 
had  a  quieting  effect  upon  the  situation  and  it  is  believed  that  further  fatal 
conflicts  may  be  avoided.  There  is,  however,  an  undercurrent  of  intense 
feeling  evident  to  observers  who  report  to  me  frequently,  and  the  State  is 
still  called  upon  to  take  cognizance  of  the  situation. 

In  view  of  these  conditions,  I  consider  it  necessary  that  the  military 
remain  in  the  district  until  better  feeling  exists,  notwithstanding  the  ex- 
pense involved  in  the  pay  of  officers  and  men  and  their  maintenance,  which 
exceeds  three  thousand  dollars  per  day. 

It  is  deeply  to  be  deplored  tnat  the  owners  and  managers  of  a  great  in- 
dustry and  their  workmen  cannot  settle  differences  between  themselves 
without  placing  upon  the  other  taxpayers  of  the  State  the  necessity  of 
spending  such  large  sums  of  money  in  order  to  prevent  personal  conflict 
between  the  contending  parties,  especially  at  a  time  when  the  State  has 
such  a  crying  need  for  money  for  the  education  of  its  children  and  for  other 
worthy  purposes. 

The  fine  spirit  displayed  by  the  operators  in  the  matter  of  furnishing 
coal  to  our  people  in  Uiis  emergency  is  to  be  highly  commended,  while  a 
debt  of  gratitude  is  due  the  Coal  Commission  for  their  excellent  woik  which 
has  been  attended  with  such  satisfactory  results  thus  far.  I  am  also  pleased 
to  note  that  the  miners  on  their  part  are  disposed  to  accept  the  presence  of 
troops  in  good  faith,  recognizing  that  the  State  acted  in  the  interest  of  law 
and  order  alone. 

In  conclusion,  however,  your  body  should  bear  in  mind  that  if  the 
agreement  proposed  does  not  effect  the  ends  desired,  namely,  a  regular  and 
sufficient  supply  of  coal  to  meet  all  domestic  and  industrial  demands  ,it 
should  be  your  duty  to  enact  into  law  the  full  recommendations  of  the  Coal 
Commission,  or  to  frame  other  legislation  with  the  same  object  in  view. 
Certainly,  I  shall  consider  it  a  duty  devolving  upon  me  to  recommend  such 
a  measure,  and  if  the  occasion  demands  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  call  you  back 
into  extraordinary  session,  for  law  and  order  must  be  maintained  in  this 
State  at'  any  expense,  and  our  people  must  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  either  in 
their  domestic  or  industrial  affairs  because  of  the  selfish  differences  of  the 
employers  and  employees  in  an  essential,  vital  occupation.

Dear  Sir: 

Following  the  submission  of  our  recent  report  regarding  the  contro- 
versy between  the  coal  operators  and  union  mine  officials  of  Alabama,  the 
commission  has  received  from  representatives  of  producers  of  approximately 
seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  coal  mined  in  Alabama  assurances  that  they 
stand  ready  to  give  adequate  guarantee: 

(1)  That  the  supply  of  coal,  both  steam  and  domestic,  needed  by  house- 
holders and  industries  and  institutions  of  the  State  will  be  promptly  pro- 
vided, at  reasonable  prices  satisfactory  to  the  governor; 

(2)  That  the  distribution  of  such  coal  will  be  so  directed  that  the  ulti- 
mate consumer  will  get  full  benefit  of  these  reasonable  prices;  and 

(3)  That  this  arrangement  shall  continue  not  only  during  the  present 
emergency,  but  also  during  any  similar  emergency  that  may,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  governor,  require  similar  action,  prior  to  February  1st,  1923. 

This  fine  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  operators  is  worthy  of  special  com- 
mendation on  our  part,  and  we  desire  to  express  recognition  of  it. 

The  operators  have,  in  fact,  made  provision  to  meet  the  two  outstanding 
grounds  of  public  complaint  as  set  forth  in  our  recent  report. 

This  fact,  taken  in  connection  with  the  further  fact  that  the  whole  con- 
sideration of  this  matter  has  been  necessarily  somewhat  hurried,  and  that 
both  parties  to  the  controversy  manifestly  desire  further  consideration .  of 
the  problem  pending  legislative  action  has  led  us  to  the  conclusion  that  such 
action  may  be  deferred  for  future  consideration.  Meantime  no  harm  can 
result  to  the  public  in  the  matter  of  price  or  of  distribution,  since  the  assur- 
ance to  which  reference  has  been  made  vdll  continue  binding  until  February 
1st,  1923. 

This  guarantee  on  the  part  of  the  operators,  a  copy  of  which  we  at- 
tach as  a  part  of  our  report  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  will  afford 
immediate  relief  to  the  needy  and  suffering  publiy.  The  relief  afforded 
thereby  will  be  much  more  speedy  than  could  be  hoped  for  by  any  compul- 
sory legislation  especially  so  if  such  legislation  is  to  be  resisted  by  the 
miners  and  the  operators.  For  these  and  other  reasons  unnecessary  to  spec- 
ify we  recommend  that  you  accept  the  proposed  offer  and  guarantee  of  the 
operators. 

We  are  gratified  to  submit  this  statement  to  you  with  the  recommen- 
dation that  the  matter  be  adjusted  on  the  basis  suggested.  We  assume  that 
the  Legislature  will  be  glad  to  provide  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  salary 
of  a  commissioner  to  be  named  by  you  and  to  report  to  you  together  with 
other  necessary  expenses  in  administering  this  matter.

The  undersigned  who  are  producers  of  approximately  75%  of  the  ton- 
nage of  the  coal  mined  in  Alabama  pledge  ourselves  under  supervision  of  a 
fuel  administrator  to  be  named  by  and  to  report  to  the  governor, 

1.  Supply  of  surplus  above  our  legal  existing  contracts  and  our  own 
requirements  of  both  domestic  and  steam  coal  as  currently  needed  by  public 
institutions,  householders  and  industries  within  the  State  who  have  no  con- 
tracts for  their  coal  supply  and  at  prices  not  in  excess   of   the  following 
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schedule:  Big  Seam,  mine  run,  $3.50;  washed  $4.00,  lump  $4.00;  Pratt,  Jag- 
ger  and  Mount  Carmel,  mine  run  $4.25,  lump  $4.75;  Black  Creek  and  Ca- 
haba,  mine  run  $4.50,  washed  $5.00,  lump  $5.00.  Upon  satisfactory  show- 
ing made  to  the  fuel  administrator  or  to  the  governor  the  lump  prices  for 
Black  Creek  and  Cahaba  may  be  advanced  to  $6.00  per  ton.  The  above 
maximum  prices  are  based  on  the  present  miners'  wage  scale  and  shall  be 
subject  to  increase  or  decrease  in  the  event  of  corresponding  change  in  said 
wage  scale. 

2.  In  order  that  the  ultimate  consumer  may  get  the  full  benefit  of  the 
reasonable  prices  herein  named  it  is  understood  that  the  fuel  administrator 
may  make  same  public. 

3.  This  pledge  to  be  in  force  during  the  existing  crisis,  yie  period  of 
which  shall  be  determined  by  the  governor,  and  in  the  event  of  any  subse- 
quent similar  crisis  up  to  February  1st,  1923,  the  undersigned  agree  to 
renew  the  same  subject  to  their  then  existing  contracts  and  requirements.

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Carmichael  the  Senate  directed  the  Secre- 
tary to  have  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  500  copies  of  the 
foregoing  message  from  the  governor.

to  and  from  the  State  pasteur  institute  of  persons  who  have 
been  bitten  by  mad  dogs  and  who  are  unable  to  defray  their  own 
expenses,  also  their  expenses  while  under  treatment  at  this  in- 
stitute; likewise  the  funds  created  by  this  act  shall  be  used  in 
remunerating  persons  who  sustain  loss  from  dogs  crippling  or 
killing  their  live  stock  and  .poultry,  approved  September  30th, 
1919.

Section  1.  That  the  salary  of  tax  collectors  in  counties  hav- 
ing a  population  of  over  ninety-five  thousand  and  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  according  to  the  last  Federal 
census  or  any  subsequent  Federal  census  shall  be  six  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  and  in  addition  thereto  he  shall  receive  allow- 
ances for  clerical  help  to  be  employed  in  his  office  as  follows: 
Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  a  chief  clerk,  and 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  each,  for  two  assistant,  clerks. 
All  of  the  payments  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  general  funds  of  the  county  in  equal  monthly  installments, 
by  the  county  treasurer. 

Section  2.  That  there  shall  also  be  allowed  to  the  tax  col- 
lector in  each  of  such  counties  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  for  contingencies  to  be  paid  to  such  tax  collector  out 
of  the  general  funds  of  th€^  county  in  equal  monthly  installments, 
by  the  county  treasurer. 

Section  3.  That  all  of  the  clerical  help  hereinabove  provided 
for  shall  be  employed  by  such  tax  collector  and  shall  hold  office 
at  the  pleasure  of  such  tax  collector  and  can  be  removed  by  him 
at  any  time,  with  or  without  cause. 
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Section  4.  That  the  tax  collectors  in  such  counties  shall  not 
make  or  attend  any  appointments  other  than  at  the  court  house, 
though  such  tax  collectors  shall  keep  their  offices  at  the  court 
house  open  all  the  year  round. 

Section  5.  That  the  tax  collector  in  such  counties  shall  not 
receive  any  fees  or  compensation  other  than  that  hereinabove 
provided  for,  and  all  fees  heretofore  paid  such  tax  collector  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury. 

Section  6.  That  in  all  of  such  counties  the  tax  collector's  fee 
of  fifty  cents  for  making  demand  on  delinquent  taxpayers  shall 
not  be  taxable  or  become  due  and  payable  until  February  first, 
though  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  treated  or  considered 
as  changing  the  time  at  which  taxes  become  delinquent,  and  at 
which  interest  commences  to  run,  from  January  first.

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

To  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Gentlemen — The  Legislature  seems  to  have  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that 
appropriations  cannot  be  paid  unless  the  money  for  the  payment  is  pro- 
vided. Appropriation  bills  are  being  passed  apparently  without  a  thought 
of  the  necessity  of  raising  revenue  to  meet  them.  This  is  contrary  to  every 
principle  of  sound  financial  policy.  It  violates  the  first  and  chief  principles 
that  underlie  the  budget  system,  which  you  adopted  with  such  fine  effect. 

With  the  expected  revenue  from  an  income  tax  included,  in  the  revenue 
budget,  which  unfortunately  has  been  lost,  appropriations  made  at  the  reg- 
ular session  did  not  exceed  the  revenue  budget.  But  with  the  loss  of  in- 
come taxes  taken  into  account  the  pending  appropriations  will  run  the  total 
far  above  it.  Right  here  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  appropriations 
for  the  next  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1,  1920,  aggregate  $1,000,000.00 
more  than  those  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  ending  September  30,  1920. 

Il  is  also  well  to  remember  that  increased  revenue  from  ad  valorem 
taxes  resulting  from  increased  assessments  will  not  take  care  of  these  in- 
creased appropriations.  I  fear  there  is  a  misapprehension  existing  as  to 
this,  which  is  responsible  for  the  disposition  of  the  Legislature  to  look  with 
favor  on  appropriation  bills.  No  positive  assurance  can  be  given  that  the 
contingent  appropriations  already  made  can  be  released.  We  will  be  fortu- 
nate if  the  condition  of  the  treasury  warrants  release.  These  contingent 
funds  will  be  available  only  as  the  result  of  the  most  economical  and  effi- 
cient conduct  of  every  department  of  the  government. 

The  passage  and  approval  of  additional  appropriations  bills  would  in- 
evitably bring  embarrassment  to  our  financial  condition,  which  happily  has 
recently  become  quite  satisfactory.  It  is  true  that  in  my  message  at  the 
beginning  of  this  session  I  recommended  some  appropriations  to  meet  emer- 
gencies in  which  the  interest  of  the  people  of  the  State  and  the  enforce- 
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ment  of  law  and  order  are  deeply  concerned,  but  there  was  no  intention  of 
opening  the  flood  gates.  I  figured  as  closely  as  possible  what  amount  might 
safely  be  anticipated  and  recommended  the  passage  of  bills  conforming  to 
the  estimate  which  does  not  exceed  $100,000.00.  I  also  suggested  a  contin- 
gent appropriation  of  $500,000.00  for  institutions  of  higher  learning.  I 
note  an  amendment  to  the  bill  transferring  $150,000.00  of  the  amount  to 
the  common  schools.  It  seems  to  have  been  forgotten  that  there  is  already 
authorized  a  contingent  appropriation  of  $1,000,000.00  for  common  schools 
and  that  there  is  an  expected  increase  of  $1,500,000.00  per  year  for  common 
schools  (State  and  county  funds)  to  come  from  increased  ad  valorem  taxes 
and  poll  taxes. 

Since  submission  of  the  recommendations,  however,  an  emergency  has 
arisen  which  requires  the  keeping  of  a  military  force  in  the  coal  district  at 
a  daily  cost  of  more  than  $3,000.00.  How  long  this  expense  may  be  neces- 
sary is  problematical. 

Some  measures  of  much  merit  have  been  presented  to  me  and  approved 
before  the  introduction  of  bills  covering  them,  but  the  amount  involved  is 
comparatively  small.  Others  of  equal  merit  involving  larger  sums  have 
been  approved  upon  the  condition  that  the  revenues  to  provide  for  them  be 
raised.  Some  others  doubtless  of  equal  merit  have  been  proposed  and  adopt- 
ed in  one  house  or  the  other  with  seeming  disregard  of  where  the  money 
to  pay  them  is  coming  from. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  I  deem  it  to  be  my  duty  to  inform  you 
at  this  time  that  I  shall  be  compelled  to  withhold  my  approval  of  bills  car- 
rying appropriations  for  which  provision  has  not  been  made  unless  and  until 
additional  revenues  are  provided  to  cover  them. 

The  State,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  is  free  of  a  floating  debt. 
You  had  a  principal  part  in  bringing  about  that  condition.  I  feel  sure  that 
upon  reflection  you  will  agree  with  me  that  it  would  be  most  unfortunate 
to  go  back  to  the  old  unhappy  and  distressing  conditions.

bonds,  and  for  the  taking  of  appeals  from  the  decisions,  of  such 
courts ;  to  provide  for  the  trial  of  any  delinquent  in  a  criminal 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  who  has  shown  himself  or  her- 
self to  be  unamenable  to  the  discipline  provided  for  such  delin- 
quent under  the  terms  of  this  act ;  to  provide  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  detention  home,  or  parental  school, 
and  for  the  appointment  and  compensation  of  probation  officers ;

vide for  their  compensation  for  so  doing ;  and  to  provide  that  this 
.  act  shall  embrace  and  shall  apply  only  to  counties  in  this  State 
containing  not  less  than  ninety-five  thousand  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  inhabitants,  according  to  the 
last  Federal  census,  or  according  to  the  present  Federal  census,, 
or  according  to  any  succeeding  Federal  census,  and  to  repeal  all 
laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act.

H.  73.  To  fix  the  compensation  or  salaries  to  be  paid  the 
judges  of  probate,  sheriffs,  tax  collectors,  tax  assessors,  and 
members  of  courts  of  county  commissioners  or  boards  of  revenue 
and  other  courts  of  like  jurisdiction  in  all  counties  in  this  State 
which  now  have,  or  which  may  hereafter  have  a  population  of 
seventy-five  thousand  people  and  less  than  ninety-five  thousand 
people  according  to  the  last  Federal  census  or  any  such  census 
which  may  hereafter  be  taken,  and  to  regulate  the  payment  of 
the  same;  to  provide  for  the  selection  of  clerical  help  and  other 
assistance  to  said  offices  and  the  manner  of  fixing  their  compen- 
sation and  paying  the  same,  and  to  provide  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  payment  and  conduct  of  such  offices ;  and  to  require  all 
of  said  officers  to  pay  into  the  county  treasury  of  said  counties 
all  costs,  charges  of  courts,  fees,  and  commissions  authorized  by 
law  to  be  collected  by  said  officers,  as  other  moneys  belonging  to

To  be  entitled  an  act  to  regulate  the  feeding  of  prisoners  in 
the  county  jails. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama : 
Section  1.    That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  county 
commissioners,  or  board  of  revenue,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  super- 
vise and  control  the  feeding  of  all  prisoners  in  the  county  jail 
over  which  they  have  jurisdiction. 
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Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  tie 
county,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  existing  laws,  in  persm 
or  by  his  deputy  or  jailor,  to  feed  the  prisoners  in  the  jail  undsr 
his  jurisdiction  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  act. 

Section  3.    That  food  for  prisoners  in  the  jails,  except  ;s 
otherwise  provided  by  existing  laws,  shall  be  paid  for  by  tie 
State  according  to  the  following  scale:     When  the  number  <f 
prisoners  does  not  exceed  ten,  for  each  prisoner,  sixty  cents  pr 
day,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  allowed ;  whe 
the  number  of  prisoners  exceeds  ten  and  does  not  exceed  twent; 
fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  prisoner,  or  such  part  thereof  as  ma 
be  necessary ;  when  the  number  of  prisoners  exceeds  twenty  bu 
does  not  exceed  forty,  forty  cents  per  day  for  each  prisoner,  o 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary;  when  the  number  o 
prisoners  exceeds  forty,  thirty  cents  per  day  for  each  prisoner 
or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary.    In  addition  to  the 
above  amount  there  shall  be  allowed  the  sheriff  for  preparing 
and  serving  food  ten  cents  a  day  per  capita  for  each  prisoner  up 
to  and  including  twenty ;  seven  and  one-half  cents  a  day  per  cap- 
ita for  each  prisoner  in  excess  of  twenty  up  to  and  including 
forty ;  and  five  cents  a  day  per  capita  for  each  prisoner  in  excess 
of  forty  up  to  and  including  fifty,  but  there  shall  be  no  further 
allowance  for  any  number  of  prisoners  in  excess  of  fifty.    Pro- 
vided, however,  that  sheriffs  of  counties  who,  under  constitu- 
tional amendments,  are  serving  for  salaries  shall  not  participate 
in  said  allowance  for  preparing  and  serving  such  food. 

Section  4.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  and  every 
month  the  sheriff  of  each  county  shall  furnish  to  the  court  of 
county  commissioners,  or  board  of  revenue,  as  the  case  may  be, 
to  the  State  auditor  and  to  the  State  prison  inspector,  an  item- 
ized statement  in  detail,  verified  by  affidavit,  giving  a  list  of  all 
State  and  county  prisoners  by  name,  race  and  sex,  the  offense 
charged,  authority  for  committing,  disposition '  of  prisoner,  if 
sentenced,  date  committed,  date  sentenced,  date  discharged,  the 
number  of  days  in  jail,  and  setting  out  the  amount  of  money 
expended  for  purchasing  and  supplying  of  all  food  stuffs  for 
feeding  prisoners  during  the  month  immediately  preceding. 

Section  5.  That  upon  the  receipt  of  said  statement  from  the 
sheriff,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  auditor  to  examine  the 
said  statement  thoroughly  and  carefully,  and  if  the  total  expendi- 
ture for  feeding  State  and  county  prisoners  as  contained  therein 
does  not  exceed  the  amount  allowed  for  feeding  each  State  and 
county  prisoner  confined  in  said  jail,  as  provided  in  section  3  of 
this  act,  he  shall  draw  a  warrant  upon  the  State  treasurer  in  fa- 
vor of  said  sheriff  for  the  amount  so  expended  for  feeding  said 
prisoners.  But  if  the  said  statement  shows  that  the  amount  for 
feeding  each  State  and  county  prisoner  in  said  jail  is  in  excess  of 
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th3  allowance,  as  provided  for  in  section  3  hereof,  then  the  State 
auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  only  for  such  an  amount  as  will 
ccyer  the  expenditure  for  feeding  said  State  and  county  prisoners 
pe  day,  as  provided  for  in  section  3  hereof. 
,    Section  6.    That  all  records  shall  be  kept,  and  statements 
lade,  on  forms  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  State  prison  in- 
spector and  the  State  auditor.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
pdson  inspector,  and  he  is  hereby  given  the  powgr  and  authority 
t  supervise,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  the  feeding  of  all 
psoners  in  the  jails  of  this  State,  and  make  and  promulgate 
ach  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  feed- 
ig,  preparation  and  character  of  the  food  of  all  such  prisoners. 
Section  7.    That  any  member  of  a  court  of  county  commis- 
loners,  or  board  of  revenue,  sheriff  or  deputy,  who  violates  any 
•f  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  which  no  specific  penalty  is  pro- 
dded, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
:han  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  8.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  but  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  considered  or  construed  as  repealing  or  affecting  sections 
6586  and  7197  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  Alabama,  which  sections 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

MESSAGE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR  TO  THE  HOUSE. 

In  Re:  House  Bill  No.  39. 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  return  to  you  House  bill  No.  39  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate 
the  taxation  of  building  and  loan  associations  for  the  year  1920  and  subse- 
quent years,"  without  my  approval,  but  with  the  following  objections: 

The  bill  is  susceptible  of  construction  that  it  is  intended  to  apply  to 
foreign  as  well  as  domestic  building  and  loan  associations,  when  it  could  not 
constitutionally  be  applied  to  foreign  building  and  loan,  associations,  in  so 
far  as  it  levies  a  franchise  tax  upon  such  corporations. 

It  is  also  susceptible  to  the  construction,  which,  if  accorded  it,  would 
violate  section  221  of  the  Constitution. 

To  meet  these  objections,  I  propose  the  following  amendment: 
Amend  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  act  the  following  proviso: 
"Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  only  to  domestic 
building  and  loan  associations  and  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  pre- 
vent the  levy  of  county  and  of  municipal  license  taxes."

For  the  relief  of  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Company 
of  Maryland  as  the  surety  on  the  official  bond  of  J.  D.  Epperson, 
heretofore  county  treasurer  of  Morgan  county,  Alabama,  and  to 
authorize  and  direct  the  board  of  revenue  of  Morgan  county,  Ala- 
bama, to  remit  the  judgment  obtained  upon  the  payment  by  said 
surety  of  all  court  costs  and  attorney's  fees  incurred  by  Morgan 
county  in  said  suit. 

With  notice  and  proof  attached  thereto  and  herewith  exhib- 
ited as  follows : 

NOTICE. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  application  will  be  made  to  the  Legislature 
of  Alabama  at  a  special  session  of  same  which  convenes  on  September  14, 
1920,  for  the  passage  of.  substantially  the  following  bill : 

A  bill  to  be  entitled  "^n  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Fidelity  &  Deposit 
Company  of  Maryland  as  the  surety  on  the  official  bond  of  J.  D.  Epperson,

To  establish  an  inferior  court  to  be  known  as  the 
inferior  court  of  Athens,  Alabama,  in  lieu  of  all  justices  of  the 
peace  and  notaries  public  with  power  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
Athens  precinct  No.  1,  which  lies  within  or  partly  within  Athens, 
the  county  seat  of  Limestone  county,  Alabama,  said  county  seat 
having  a  population  of  1,500  or  more  according  to  the  last  Fed- 
eral census;  to  define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court 
and  the  judges  and  officers  thereof,  to  provide  for  a  place  of 
holding  said  court  for  the  terms,  salaries  and  compensation  of 
the  judge  and  officers  of  said  court  and  the  manner  of  their  ap- 
pointment or  election  and  the  payment  of  their  salaries ;  and  to 
define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court  and  the  judges 
thereof.

Notice  is  hereby  given  by  the  undersigned  of  the  intention  to  apply  to 
the  Legislature  of  Alabama  to  be  convened  in  special  session  on  September 
14,  1920,  for  the  passage  of  substantially  the  following  act: 

AN  ACT

To  establish  an  inferior  court  to  be  known  as  the  inferior  court  of  Ath- 
ens, Alabama,  in  lieu  of  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public  with 
power  of  justice  of  the  peace  in  Athens  Precinct  No.  1  which  lies  within  or 
partly  within  Athens,  the  county  seat  of  Limestone  county,  Alabama,  said 
county  seat  having  a  population  of  1,500  or  more  according  to  the  last  Fed- 
eral census;  to  define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court  and  the 
judges  and  officers  thereof  to  provide  for  a  place  of  holding  said  court  for 
the  terms,  salaries  and  compensation  of  the  judge  and  officers  of  said  court 
and  the  manner  of  their  appointment  or  election  and  the  payment  of  their 
salaries;  and  to  define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court  and  the 
judge  thereof. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  and  for  precinct  one,  a 
precinct  lying  partly  within  the  city  of  Athens,  a  city  having  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  inhabitants  in  Limestone  county,  Alabama,  an  inferior  court 
of  law  in  lieu  of  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public  with  the  powers 
of  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  precinct,  which  court  shall  be  known  as  the 
inferior  court  of  Athens,  Alabama. 

Section  2.  Said  court  and  the  judge  thereof  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
the  jurisdiction,  power  and  authority,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  that 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  conferred  by  law  on  justices  of  the  peace  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases,  and  such  preliminary  jurisdiction  as  is  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  conferred  by  law  on  justices  of  the  peace,  and,  in  addition 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county  court  of  said  county  of  Lime- 
stone of  all  misdemeanors. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  jurisdiction  above  conferred  said  court  and 
the  judge  thereof  shall  have  and  exercise  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace 
in  all  civil  cases  where  the  defendant  resides  in  said  county  of  Limestone 
and  where  the  cause  of  action  arose  in  said  county. 

Section  4.  Said  court  shall  conform  to  and  be  governed  by  the  rules 
of  practice,  and  procedure  that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  made  applicable 
to  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  State. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  within  thirty  days  after  the 
passage  and  approval  of  this  act  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  a 
judge  for  said  ^ourt  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  general  election  at 
which  justices  of  the  peace  are  elected,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  At  such  general  election  and  every  four  years  thereafter 
there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  precinct  where  said 
inferior  court  is  established  a  judge  for  said  court.  Vacancies  in  the  office 
of  such  court  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  governor,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  the  unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  6.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same 
powers  that  are  now  by  law  conferred  on  justices  of  the  peace  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  conferred  on  them;  he  shall  have  the  right  to  solemnize 
the  rites  of  matrimony,  make  affidavits  or  oaths,  take  acknowledgments  to 
deeds  and  mortgages  and  take  recognizances. 

Section  7.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
appointment  be  at  least  25  years  of  age  and  shall  have  resided  in  said  pre- 
cinct at  least  twelve  months  preceding  his  election. 

Section  8.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  said  court  in  like  manner  as 
appeals  are 'now  taken  from  the  justice  courts  to  the  circuit  courts  of  this 
State  and  there  be  tried,  de  novo. 

Section  9.  Said  judge  must  keep  civil  and  criminal  dockets  of  all  cases 
in  said  court  as  now  provided  by  law  for  justices  of  the  peace  and  shall 
make  a  complete  statement  of  all  costs,  fees,  fines  and  forfeitures  due  and 
collected  and  quarterly  report  the  same  to  the  probate  judge  of  the  county 
wherein  such  court  is  located.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  sign  and  issue 
all  summons  and  complaints,  writs,  executions  and  other  process,  make  out 
transcripts  and  perform  all  other  duties  that  may  be  necessary  to  maintain 
the  ju^sdiction  and  authority  of  said  courts. 

Section  10.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  the  same  authority  as 
justices  of  the  peace  for  contempt  of  court. 

Section  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  county  commissioners 
of  Limestone  county  to  provide  a  place  for  the  holding  of  said  court. 

Section  12.  The  fees  and  costs  of  said  court  shall  be  the  same  as  are 
now  allow^ed  to  justices  courts  of  this  State  except  as  otherwise  herein  pro- 
vided, and  shall  be  collected  by  the  judge  of  said  court.    All  of  the  costs. 
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feeSy  fines  and  forfeitures  collected  by  him  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  county  quarterly.  The  money  so  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county 
must  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund  known  as  ''The  Inferior  Court  Fund/'  and 
must  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  the  other  funds  of  said  county. 

Section  13.  The  owner  of  any  judgment  rendered  in  this- court  created 
by  this  act  may  file  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  Limestone  coun- 
ty, Alabama,  a  certificate  of  the  judge  of  said  court,  which  certificate  shall 
show  the  style  of  the  court  which  rendered  the  judgment,  the  amount  and 
date  thereof,  the  amount  of  cost,  the  names  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  and 
the  name  of  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  and  shall  be  registered  by  the  judge  of 
probate  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  which  said  register 
shall  also  show  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  judgment,  and  the  said  judge 
shall  make  a  proper  index  to  said  book,  which  shall  show  the  names  of  each 
and  every  defendant  to  s^id  judgment. 

Section  14.  Every  judgment,  when  filed  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  a  lien  on  all  of  the  property  of  the  defendant  and  in  the 
county  where  filed,  which  is  subject  to  levy,  and  sale  under  execution,  and 
such  lien  shall  continue  for  ten  years  from  the  date  of  such  judgment.  The 
filing  of  the  judgment  shall  be  notice  to  all  persons  of  the  existence  of  the 
lien.  ' 

Section  15.  Upon  any  judgment  which  has  been  filed  and  registered  in 
the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  as  herein  provided  in  section  13,  within  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  its  rendition,  execution  may  be  issued  at  any  time 
within  ten  years  jfrom  the  date  of  said  judgment,  whether*  execution  has 
been  previously  issued  or  not. 

Section  16.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,- 
800.00  per  annum,  payable  monthly  upon  the  warrant  drawn  on  the  county 
treasurer  of  the  county  by  the  judge  of  said  court.  Said  warrant  to  be 
payable  out  of  the  ''Inferior  Court  Funds,"  and  shall  not  be  a  claim  against 
any  other  funds  of  the  county.  Provided,  however,  that  if  at  the  end  of  any 
month  there  is  not  sufficient  funds  in  said  "Inferior  Court  Funds,"  to  pay 
all  the  claims  chargeable  against  said  funds,  that  said  funds  shall  be  pro- 
rated among  the  claims  then  outstanding  against  such  funds. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  grand  jury  of  said  county  where- 
in said  court  is  located  whenever  they  deem  it  necessary  to  make  an  exam- 
ination of  all  the  books  and  papers  of  said  judge,  and  they  shall  have  the 
authority  to  summons  such  witnesses  before  them  and  examine  the  books 
and  papers  of  the  judge  of  said  court  and  report  the  condition  of  their  find- 
ings to  the  judge  of  a  competent  jurisdiction  of  said  county. 

Section  18.  The  judge  of  said  court  may  be  impeached  or  removed 
from  office  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  procedure'  as  justices 
of  the  peace  in  this  State  are  now  removed  or  impeached. 

Section  19.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  judge  of  said  court,  the 
probate  judge  of  said  coimty  wherein  said  court  is  located  shall  appoint  a 
judge  of  said  court  to  serve  until  the  return  of  said  judge  or  during  his  dis- 
ability, who,  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  three  and  one-half  dollars  per  day  as 
the  judge  of  said  court  is  now  paid. 

Section  20.  The  constable  of  the  precinct  wherein  such  courts  is  locat- 
ed and  the  sheriff  and  coroner  of  Limestone  county  shall  be  the  officers  of 
said  court  and  they  are  authorized  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty  to  exe- 
cute and  make  due  return  thereof  of  all  process  issued  out  of  said  courts, 
and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees,  and  compensation  as 
now,  or  as  hereafter  may  be  allowed  for  like  services. 

Section  21.  The  commissioners  court  of  said  county  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  transfer  any  money  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
inferior  court  funds  into  the  general  fund  of  the  county  after  the  end  of 
each  term  of  the  judge  of  said  inferior  court. 
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Section  22.  The  deputy  solicitor  of  Limestone  county  shall  attend  said 
court  and  prosecute,  and  ther^  shall  be  taxed  in  the  cause  a  solicitor's  fee 
when  a  conviction  is  had  in  the  amount  provided  by  law  for  circuit  solic- 
itors, and  said  solicitor's  fee  shall  be  taxed  and  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  in  the  same  way  as  said  fees  are  taxed  and  collected  in  the  circuit 
courts  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  said  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  judge  of 
said  court  into  the  inferior  court  funds. 

Section  23.  For  his  services  in  attending  upon  said  court  the  deputy 
solicitor  of  Limestone  county  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  monthly  in  equal  installments  upon  the  warrant  drawn 
by  the  judge  of  said  court  on  the  ^'inferior  court  funds''  arising  from  fines, 
fees,  forfeitures  and  costs  in  said  court,  and  said  salary  and  warrant  shall 
not  be  a  claim  against  any  other  fund  of  the  county. 

Section  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  said  court  to  have  reg- 
ular days  for  trial  of  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Section  25.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  judge  of  said  court  to  prac- 
tice law  in  any  of  the  courts  in  the  county  wherein  said  court  is  located  or 
to  accept  pay  or  a  commission  for  the  collection  of  any  notes  or  accounts  or 
any  other  claims  against  delinquent  debtors. 

Section  26.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  fines  and 
penalties  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  subject  to,  for  a  failure  to  perform  the 
duties  required  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  27.  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  if  any  section  or  provision  of 
this  act  shall  be  declared  void  or  unconstitutional  it  shall  not  affect  or  de- 
stroy the  validity  or  constitutionality  of  any  other  section  or  provision 
therein,  which  is  not  in  and  of  itself  void  or  unconstitutional. 

Section  28.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

CONFERENCE  REPORT. 

To  the  Presiding  Officer  of  the  Senate : 

We,  your  committee,  having  under  consideration  House  bill 
No.  11, 

A  BILL 

To  be  entitled  an  act  to  regulate  elections ;  to  provide  for  the 
registration  of  electors  and  the  preparation  and  furnishing  of  a 
list  of  qualified  electors  to  the  election  inspectors,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows:    We  recommend 
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1st.  That  the  Senate  recede  from  all  its  amendments  to  said 
bill. 

2nd.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Senate  amend  said 'bill 
to  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 

A  BILL 

To  be  entitled  an  act  to  regulate  elections ;  to  provide  for  the 
registration  of  electors  and  the  preparation  and  furnishing  of  a 
list  of  qualified  electors  to  the  election  inspectors. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama : 

Section  1.  Registrars,  appointment  of. — Registration  shall 
be  conducted  in  each  county  by  a  boad  of  three  reputable  and 
suitable  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  State  auditor 
and  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  industries,  or  by  a  majority 
of  them  acting  as  a  board  of  appointment,  and  who  must  be  also 
qualified  electors  and  residents  of  the  county  and  who  shall  not 
hold  an  elective  office  during  their  term.  One  of  said  members 
shall  be  designated  by  the  board  of  appointment  as  chairman  of 
the  board  of  registrars  for  each  county. 

Section  2.  Terms  of  office. — The  registrars  so  appointed  shall 
hold  office  for  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appoint- 
ed. Provided  that  said  board  of  appointment  or  a  majority  of 
them  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  any  of  said  registrars  at 
any  time  with  or  without  cause  without  giving  their  reasons 
therefor. 

Section  3.  Vacancies  of  registrars ;  how  filled. — If  one  or 
more  of  the  persons  appointed  on  such  board  of  registration  shall 
refuse,  neglect  or  be  unable  to  qualify  or  serve,  or  if  a  vacancy  or 
vacancies  occur  in  the  membership  of  the  board  of  registrars 
from  any  cause,  the  governor.  State  auditor  and  comniissioner  of 
agriculture  and  industries,  or  a  majority  of  them  acting  as  a 
board  of  appointment,  shall  make  other  appointments  to  fill  such 
board. 

Section  4.  Fees,  compensation  of  registrars. — Each  registrar 
shall  receive  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  to  be  paid  by 
the  State  and  disbursed  by  the  several  judges  of  probate,  for 
each  day's  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  board. 

Section  5.  Oath  of  registrars. — Before  entering  upon  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office,  each  registrar  shall  take  the 
same  oath  as  required  of  the  judicial  officers  of  the  State,  which 
oath  may  be  administered  by  any  person  authorized  to  adminis- 
ter oaths.  The  oath  shall  be  in  writing  and  subscribed  by  the 
registrar,  and  fUed  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  the 
county.  Said  registrars  are  judicial  officers  and  shall  act  judi- 
cially in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  registration  of  applicants. 

Section  6.     Board  of  registrars  to  hold  fixed  meetings  and 
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give  notice  thereof  .—The  board  of  registrars  in  each  county  shall 
visit  each  precinct  at  least  once  and  oftener  if  necessary,  between 
January  first  and  April  first,  1922,  and  each  two  years  thereafter, 
to  make  a  complete  registration  of  all  persons  entitled  to  regis- 
ter, and  shall  remain  there  at  least  one-half  a  day.  They  shall 
give  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  wKen,  and  the  place 
in  the  precinct  where  they  will  attend  to  register  applicants  for 
registration,  by  bills  posted  at  three  or  more  public  places  in  each 
election  precinct  and  by  advertisement  once  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  if  there  be  one  published  in  the 
county.  Upon  failure  to  give  such  notice  or  to  attend  any  ap- 
pointment .made  by  them  in  any  precinct,  they  shall  after  like 
notice,  fill  new  appointments  therein,  but  the  time  consumed  by 
the  board  in  completing  such  registration  shall  not  exceed  forty 
working  days  in  any  county,  except  that  in  counties  having  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  population  as  shown  by  the 
last  preceding  census,  the  time  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five 
working  days.  The  board  of  registration  in  each  county  shall 
meet  at  the  court  house  on  the  third  Monday  in  January,  1922, 
and  each  two  years  thereafter  and  shall  remain  in  session  ten 
working  days  for  the  registration  of  voters. 

Section  7.  Special  registration. — In  addition  to  the  regular 
registration  herein  provided,  the  courts  of  county  commissioners, 
boards  of  revenue  or  other  courts  of  like  jurisdiction  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  may  make  an  order  requiring  the  books  of  registra- 
tion to  be  opened  for  ten  working  days  during  the  month  of 
July,  1921,  and  each  two  years  thereafter  for  the  purpose  of  reg- 
istering voters. 

Section  8.  Places  of  registration. — No  person  shall  be  regis- 
tered except  at  the  court  houses  or  in  the  precinct  or  ward  where 
he  or  she  resides. 

Section  9.  Certificate  of  registration. — The  registrars  shall 
issue  to  each  person  registered  a  certificate  of  registration. 

Section  10.  Time  and  place  of  meeting  of  board  where  there 
are  two  court  houses. — ^Where  there  are  tw6  court  houses  in  any 
county,  the  board  of  registrars  shall  divide  the  time  equally  be- 
tween the  two  court  houses  for  the  purpose  of  registering  voters 
and  shall  give  notice  accordingly. 

Section  11.  Examination  and  oath  of  applicants  to  register. 
— The  board  of  registrars  shall  have  power  to  examine,  under 
oath  or  affirmation  all  applicants  for  registration,  and  to  take 
testimony  touching  the  qualifications  of  such  applicants.  Each 
member  of  such  board  is  authorized  to  administer  the  oath  to  be 
taken  by  the  applicants  and  witnesses,  which  shall  be  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  and  subscribed  by  the  person  making  it,  -and  pre- 
served by  the  board,  namely : 
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"I  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  in  the  matter  of  the  appli- 
cation of for  registration  as  elector, 

I  will  speak  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth, 
so  help  me  God." 

Section  12.  Persons  qualified  to  register.-^The  following  per- 
sons and  no  others,  who,  if  their  places  of  residence  shall  remain 
unchanged,  will  have,  at  the  date  of  the  next  general  election  the 
qualifications  as  to  residence  prescribed  by  section  178  of  the 
Constitution  of  1901  shall  be  qualified  to  register  as  electors  pro- 
vided they  shall  not  be  disqualified  under  the  laws  of  the  State ; 
1st.  Those  who  can  read  and  write  any  article  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  in  the  English  language,  and  who  are  phys- 
ically unable  to  work ;  and  those  who  can  read  and  write  any  arti- 
cle of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  in  the  English  lan- 
guage and  who  have  worked  or  been  regularly  employed  in  some 
lawful  employment,  business  or  occupation,  trade  or  calling  for 
the  greater  part  of  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  time  they 
offer  to  register,  and  those  who  are  unable  to  read  and  write,  if 
such  inability  is  due  solely  to  physical  disability;  or  2nd.  The 
owner  in  good  faith  in  his  or  her  own  right,  or  the  husband  of  a 
woman  or  the  wife  of  any  man  is  the  owner  in  good  faith  in 
her  or  his  own  right  of  forty  acres  of  land  situated  in  this  State, 
upon  ^hich  they  reside ;  or  the  owner  in  good  faith  in  his  or  her 
own  right,  or  the  husband  of  any  woman  or  the  wife  of  any  man 
who  is  the  owner  in  good  faith  in  his  or  her  own  right  of  real 
estate  situated  in  this  State,  assessed  for  taxation  at  the  value  of 
three  hundred  dollars  or  more ;  or  the  owner  in  good  faith,  in  his 
or  her  own  right,  or  the  husband  of  any  woman  or  the  wife  of 
any  man  who  is  the  owner  in  good  faith  in  her  or  his  own  right, 
of  personal  property  in  this  State  assessed  for  taxation  for  three 
hundred  dollars  or  more ;  provided  that  the  taxes  due  upon  such 
real  or  personal  property  for  the  next  year  preceding  the  year  in 
which  he  or  she  offers  to  register  shall  have  been  paid,  unless  the 
assessment  shall  have  been  legally  contested  and  is  undeter- 

niined. 

Section  13.  Applicants  may  be  refused. — Any  person  making 
application  to  the  board  of  registrars  for  registration  who  fails 
to  establish  by  evidence  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the 
board  of  registrars  that  he  or  she  is  qualified  to  register,  may  be 
refused  registration. 

Section  14.  Majority  of  the  board  a  quorum. — ^The  action  of 
a  majority  of  the  board  of  registrars  shall  be  the  action  of  the 
board,  and  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  all  business. 

Section  15.  Right  of  appeal  from  registration.— Any  person 
to  whom  registration  is  denied  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal, 
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without  giving  security  for  cost,  within  thirty  days  after  such 
denial,  by  filing  a  petition  in  the  circuit  court  or  court  of  like 
jurisdiction  held  for  the  county  in  which  he  or  she  seeks  to  reg- 
ister, to  have  his  or  her  qualifications  as  an  elector  determined. 
Upon  the  filing  of  the  petition,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  give 
notice  thereof  to  any  solicitor  authorized  to  represent  the  State 
in  said  county,  who  shall  appear  and  defend  against  the  petition 
on  behalf  of  the  State.  Upon  such  trial  the  court  shall  charge 
the  jury  only  as  to  what  constitutes  the  qualifications  that  entitle 
the  applicant  to  become  an  elector  at  the  time  he  or  she  applied 
for  registration,  and  the  jury  shall  determine  the  weight  and 
effect  of  the  evidence  and  return  a  verdict.  From  the  judgment 
rendered  Ian  appeal  will  lie  to  the  supreme  court  in  favor  of  the 
petitioner,  to  be  taken  within  thirty  days.  Final  judgment  in 
favor  of  the  petitioner  shall  entitle  him  or  her  to  registration  as 
the  date  of  his  or  her  application  to  the  registrars. 

Section  16.  Not  required  to  register. — No  person  heretofore 
registered  and  no  person  hereafter  registered  shall  again  be  re- 
quired to  register  unless  he  or  she  changes  the  county  of  his  or 
her  residence.  ^ 

Section  17.  Registration  bobks,  forms  and  blanks  furnished 
by  secretary  of  State. — ^The  secretary  of  State  shall  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State,  have  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  registrars 
and  judges  of  probate  in  the  several  counties  a  sufficient  number 
of  registration  books  and  blank  forms  of  oath,  certificates  of  reg- 
istration, and  of  notices  required  to  be  given  by  registrars.  The 
cost  of  publication  of  the  notices  required  to  be  given  by  the  reg- 
istrars shall  be  paid  by  the  State,  and  bills  therefor  to  be  ren- 
dered to  the  secretary  of  State  and  approved  by  him. 

Section  18.  List  of  names  registered  by  precincts  to  be  pub- 
lished.— The  judge  of  probate  shall  from  the  registration  list 
heretofore  and  hereafter  returned  to  his  office,  including  those 
registered  prior  to  January  1,  1903  and  excluding  those  names 
stricken  therefrom,  as  shown  by  the  list  returned  to  him  under 
section  351/^  below,  make  correct  alphabetical  lists  of  all  electors 
registered  by  precincts  and  by  districts  of  precincts  where  pre- 
cincts have  been  divided  or  subdivided^  which  list  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  him  officially  to  be  a  full  and  correct  copy  of  the  list  of 
registered  electors  for  each  precinct,  and  where  a  precinct  has 
been  divided  or  subdivided,  for  each  district  of  each  precinct  re- 
spectively, as  the  same  appears  from  the  returns  of  the  registrar 
on  fUe  in  his  office.  Said  judge  of  probate  shall  after  the  first 
day  of  February,  1922,  and  of  each  year  thereafter,  compare 
such  official  list  of  registered  electors  with  the  poll  tax  lists 
which  have  been  furnished  him  by  the  tax  collector,  and  shall 
ascertain  from  such  comparison  the  names  of  such  persons  on 
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the  official  list  of  registered  electors  who  have  failed  to  pay  any 
poll  tax  for  which  they  are  legally  due,  and  by  such  comparison 
and  other  available  information  said  judge  of  probate  shall  make 
correct  alphabetical  lists  of  all  of  the  qualified  electors  registered 
by  precincts  and  of  districts  of  precincts  where  precincts  have 
been  divided  or  subdivided  and  who  have  paid  all  poll  tax  due. 
Said  lists  so  made  up  shall  be  published  by  him  in  some  newspa- 
per with  a  general  circulation  in  said  county  on  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  April,  1922,  and  of  each  two  years  thereafter,  and 
together  with  said  lists  there  shall  also  be  published  a  certificate 
that  said  list  constitutes  the  correct  list  of  all  qualified  electors 
who  will  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  elections  held  in  said  county 
from  the  time  of  such  publication  until  the  first  day  of  May  of 
the  next  succeeding  year,  and  also  a  notice  that  any  voter  duly 
registered  whose  name  has  been  inadvertently  or  through  mis- 
take omitted  therefrom  and  who  has  paid  all  poll  taxes  due  and 
who  is  legally  entitled  to  vote  shall  have  ten  days  from  said  pub- 
lication to  have  his  or  her  name  entered  upon  said  list  of  qualified 
voters.  If  within  such  ten  days  any  voter  shall  reasonably  sat- 
isfy said  judge  of  probate  by  proper  proof  that  any  name  should 
be  added  to  such  list,  his  or  her  name  shall  be  added  thereto.  An 
alphabetical  list  by  districts  and  precincts  of  those  so  added  with- 
in said  ten  days  shall  be  prepared  and  published  by  said  judge  of 
probate  in  some  newspaper  with  a  general  circulation  in  said 
county  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  1922,  and  of  each  two 
years  thereafter.  The  alphabetical  list  of  voters  published  by 
said  judge  of  probate  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  to- 
gether with  the  names  added  and  published  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  May  shall  be  the  official  list  of  qualified  voters  in  said 
county  and  for  the  districts  and  precincts  therein  for  the  next 
ensuing  year,  until  a  new  list  is  published  and  no  person  whose 
name  does  not  thereon  appear  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  nor  shall 
he  or  she  be  allowed  to  vote  except  in  the  precinct,  or  if  the  pre- 
cinct has  been  divided  into  districts,  in  the  district  in  which  his 
or  her  name  on  said  list  appears  unless  such  person  complies 
with  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  law  for  challenged  voters. 

Section  19.  List  of  voters  and  electors. — ^The  judge  of  pro- 
bate shall,  from  the  registration  list  returned  to  his  office,  in- 
cluding those  registered  prior  to  January  1,  1903,  make  correct 
alphabetical  lists  of  the  qualified  electors  registered  by  precincts, 
which  lists  shall  be  certified  by  him  officially  to  be  a  full  and  cor- 
rect copy  of  the  lists  of  registered  electors  for  each  precinct  re- 
spectively as  the  same  appears  from  the  returns  of  the  board  of 
registrars  on  file  in  his  office.  One  copy  of  said  list  for  each  pre- 
cinct the  judge  of  probate  shall  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to 
the  inspectors  tn  each  precinct  immediately  preceding  every  elec- 
tion or  primary. 
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Section  20.  Reregistered  on  change  of  county  or  residence. — 
Any  elector  who  registered  prior  to  January  1st,  1903,  who  has 
changed  his  residence  shall  be  registered  on  application  on  pro- 
duction of  his  certificate,  unless  he  has  become  disqualified. 

Section  21.  Duplicate  certificate  issued  in  event  of  loss. — 
When  the  certificate  of  any  elector  who  has  duly  registered  has 
been  lost,  mutilated,  or  destroyed,  on  application  stating  that  the 
certificate  has  been  lost,  mutilated  or  destroyed,  and  verified  by 
alBfidavit,  and  it  appears  of  record  that  such  application  has  been 
registered  the  judge  of  probate  of  the  county  of  registration  or 
the  secretary  of  State^  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a  certificate 
that  he  or  she  was  duly  registered  as  an  elector.  Such  certificate 
shall  be  issued  free  of  charge  to  the  elector.  The  secretary  of 
State  shall  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  furnish  the  judge  of  pro- 
bate blank  certificates  for  use  as  provided  in  this  section. 

Section  22.  Applicant  for  registration  to  make  oath  required. 
— ^Any  applicant  for  registration  may  be  required  to  state  under 
oath  to  be  administered  by  the  registrars,  or  any  person  author- 
ized by  law  to  administer  oaths,  where  he  or  she  lived  during  the 
five  years  next  preceding  the  time  he  or  she  applied  to  register, 
and  the  name  or  names  by  which  he  or  she  was  known  during 
that  period,  and  the  name  of  his  or  her  employer  or  employers,  if 
any,  during  such  period.  Any  applicant  for  registration  who 
refuses  to  state  such  facts,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  register. 

Section  23.  Times  for  purging  list  of  registration. — ^The 
board  of  registrars  shall  meet  in  each  county  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  November,  1921,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  for 
purging  the  registration  list,  and  may  continue  in  session  one 
week.  The  names  of  those  who  have  died,  become  non  residents 
of  the  State,  become  insane,  and  been  so  declared  by  inquisition 
of  lunacy,  or  who  have  been  convicted  of  any  offense  mentioned 
in  section  182  of  the  Constitution  since  being  registered,  or  oth- 
erwise disqualified  as  electors  under  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution, and  any  names  which  may  have  been  fraudulently  entered 
on  such  list,  shall  be  stricken  from  the  registration  list. 

Section  24.  Notice  and  hearing  when  names  are  to  be  strick- 
en from  list. — ^When  the  name  of  any  elector  is  proposed  to  be 
stricken  from  the  registration  list,  unless  he  or  she  is  dead  or  is 
a  non-resident  of  the  State,  notice  shall  be  issued  to  him  or  her 
by  the  board  of  registrars,  citing  him  or  her  to  appear  before  the 
board  on  the  second  Monday  in  December  following  and  show 
cause  why  his  or  her  name  shall  not  be  stricken  from  the  list. 
Said  notice  shall  be  served  by  the  sheriff  at  least  five  days  before 
the  said  second  Monday  in  December.  The  board  of  registrars 
shall  in  addition  to  the  above  notice  give  notice  in  some  newspa- 
per published  in  the  county  by  one  insertion. 
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•  Section  25.  Time  and  place  of  meeting. — The  board  of  regis- 
trars shall  meet  in  each  county  on  the  second  Monday  in  Decem- 
ber, 1921,  and  every  two  years  thereafter  and  may  continue  in 
session  one  week. 

Section  26.  Proceedings  on  hearing. — On  said  date  the  board 
shall  proceed  to  consider  the  case  of  each  elector  whose  name  it 
is  proposed  to  strike  from  the  registration  list,  and  determine  the 
same,  provided  that  any  person  whose  name  is  stricken  from  the 
list  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  board  and  a  trial  by  jury 
may  be  had,  and  the  board  shall  forthwith  certify  the  proceed- 
ings to  the  circuit  clerk  or  clerk  of  a  court  of  like  jurisdiction, 
who  shall  docket  the  case  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  or 
other  court  of  like  jurisdiction.  The  solicitor  shall  represent  the 
State  in  the  trial  of  said  cause. 

Section  27.  Books  kept  as  to  names  stricken  from  list. — The 
board  of  registrars  shall  enter  on  a  book  to  be  furnished  by  the 
secretary  of  State,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  for  that  purpose, 
the  names  in  alphabetical  order  by  precincts  of  all  electors 
stricken  from  the  registration  list,  and  after  each  meeting  for 
purging  the  registration  list  shall  file  the  same  in  the  office  of 
the  judge  of  probate.  On  the  filing  of  said  book  the  judge  of  pro- 
bate shall  strike  all  such  names  from  the  list  in  his  office  and 
shall  not  again  send  them  out  to  the  inspectors. 

Section  28.  Books  of  registrars. — The  board  of  registrars 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  State,  at  the  expense  of 
the  State,  necessary  books  for  the  registration  of  electors  so  ar- 
ranged that  the  names  of  the  electors  registered  may  be  con- 
veniently entered  in  said  book  in  alphabetical  order. 

Section  29.  Duty  of  registrars  as  to  names  stricken  from  list. 
— The  registrars  shall  ascertain  while  visiting  the  several  pre- 
cincts of  the  county,  the  names  of  all  persons  who  should  be 
stricken  from  the  registration  list  by  reason  of  death  or  other- 
wise. 

Section  30.  Reason  shown  for  electors  taken  from  list. — 
When  the  name  of  any  elector  is  stricken  from  the  registration 
list,  the  list  filed  in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  must  show 
the  reason  for  striking  the  said  elector  from  the  list. 

Section  31.  Time  for  registering. — ^For  the  purpose  of  regis- 
tering all  voters  who  have  become  qualified  since  January  5th, 
1920. — ^The  board  of  registers  shall,  upon  the  approval  of  this 
act,  sit  for  the  purpose  of  registering  all  persons  who  are  entitled 
to  register  and  remain  in  session  each  day  thereafter,  except 
Sunday,  up  to  and  including  Tuesday,  the  26th  day  of  October, 
1920..  Said  board  of  registrars  may  sit  at  such  places  in  the 
county  as  it  d^ms  most  convenient  to  the  public,  and  best  suited 
to  accomplishing  the  registration  of  those  entitled  and  desiring 
to  register,  at  any  time  prior  to  Tuesday,  October  19,  1920. 
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Section  32.  Registration  at  court  house.— During  each  day 
of  the  week  beginning  October  19, 1920,  except  Sunday,  the  board 
01  registrars  must  sit  at  the  county  site  to  register  all  persons 
entitled  to  register.  Where  there  are  two  court  houses  in  the 
county,  the  board  of  registrars  must  divide  the  time  for  sitting 
at  the  county  site  between  the  two  court  houses  as  they  deem 
best.  If  there  are  more  than  two  court  houses  the  board  of  reg- 
istrars shall  elect  the  two  court  houses  at  which  they  will  sit. 

Section  33.  Notice  of  registration.— The  board  of  registrars 
shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  the  board  will  attend  to 
receive  applications  and  register  electors,  and  when  there  is  more 
than  one  court  house  in  the  county,  the  board  must  give  notice 
how  the  time  fixed  for  sitting  at  the  county  site  is  divided  and 
what  time  the  board  will  be  at  each  court  house.  The  notice 
required  by  this  act  shall  be  posters  posted  at  the  court  house,  or 
court  houses  and  such  other  public  places  in  the  county  as  will 
best  serve  to  advise  the  public  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
of  said  board.  And  the  board  of  registrars  shall  also  publish 
such  notice  in  a  newspaper  if  the  paper  will  reach  the  public  in 
due  time  to  advise  the  public  of  the  time  and  places  of  registra- 
tion. The  expenses  incurred  by  giving  such  notices  shall  be, 
with  the  approval  of  the  judge  of  probate,  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  on  warrant  drawn  by  the  judge  of  probate.  Failure  to 
give  due  notice  shall  not  invalidate  any  registration. 

Section  34.  Rules,  registrars  may  make. — ^The  board  of  reg- 
istrars shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  it  deems  proper  for  the  receipt  of  applications 
for  registration  and  the  accomplishing  in  as  expedient  a  manner 
as  possible  the  registration  of  those  entitled  to  register,  provided, 
however,  no  person  shall  be  registered  until  a  majority  of  the 
board  of  registrars  has  passed  favorably  upon  such  person's 
qualifications. 

Section  35.  Lists  for  election  inspectors. — Each  judge  of 
probate  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  inspectors  at 
each  voting  place,  immediately  preceding  the  general  election  to 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  November  2nd,  1920,  duplicate  list  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  such  election  precinct,  or  where  the  precinct 
has  been  subdivided  into  districts,  then  a  duplicate  list  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  such  districts,  which  list  shall  be  prepared  as 
follows,  to-wit:  said  list  shall  be  in  two  divisions,  the  first  divi- 
sion to  contain  first,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  white  female 
voters  and  second  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  colored  female  vot- 
ers ;  the  second  division  to  contain  first,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the 
white  male  voters,  and  second,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  colored 
male  voters.  Such  list  shall  constitute  the  official  list  of  quali- 
fied voters  for  the  general  election  to  be  held  Tuesday,  November 
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2nd,  1920,  and  no  person  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  such 
list  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  without  complying  with  the  qualifi- 
cations prescribed  by  law  for  challenged  voters,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  including  a  voter's  name  on  the  list  of  a  different  race 
from  that  to  which  he  or  she  belongs  shall  not  necessitate  their 
complying  with  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  law  for  chal- 
lenged voters,  if  the  inspectors  are  satisfied  that  such  inclusion 
on  said  list  was  a  mistake,  and  that  such  person  is  in  all  respects 
a  qualified  elector ;  provided,  further,  however,  that  nothing  here- 
in shall  be  construed  as  preventing  the  challenge  of  such  person 
as  provided  by  the  law.  Such  lists  must  be  certified  to  by  the 
judge  of  probate  as  correct  lists  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote 
in  precincts  or  districts  in  the  general  election  to  be  held  Novem- 
ber 2,  1920. 

Section  35^^.  List  of  names  registered  by  precincts. — ^The 
board  of  registrars  shall  each  year,  within  two  weeks  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  prescribed  for  registration,  make  a  copy 
of  the  list  of  names  registered,  stating  the  residence,  color,  and 
sex  of  the  person  registered  by  precincts — if  not  in  an  incorpo- 
rated city  or  town,  or  by  ward  if  an  incorporated  city  or  town — 
which  copy  along  with  the  registration  list,  must  be  returned  to 
the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  the  county.  The  judge  of 
probate  shall  certify  an  alphabetical  list  to  the  secretary  of  State. 
The  judge  of  probate  shall  keep  both  the  original  list  filed  by  the 
registrars  and  the  alphabetical  list  made  therefrom  as  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  judge  of  probate  of  the  county,  and  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection. 

Section  36.  Clerical  assistants  to  make  inspection  list. — The 
judge  of  probate  is  authorized  to  employ  such  assistants  and 
clerical  help  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  and  properly  pre- 
pare the  lists  of  qualified  electors  which  the  judge  of  probate  is 
required  to  furnish  the  election  inspectors.  Such  assistants  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  by  warrant  drawn  by  the 
judge  of  probate  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  person 
being  paid  showing  that  the  amount  is  due  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  provided,  however,  that  the  entire  amount  spent  for 
such  assistants  and  clerical  help  shall  not  exceed  a  sum  equal  to 
the  amount  obtained  by  multiplying  the  number  of  names  on  said 
list  by  five  cents.  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  registrars  in  all 
counties  having  more  than  one  hundred  fifty  thousand  population 
according  to  the  last  or  succeeding*  Federal  census,  shall  assist 
the  judge  of  probate  of  said  counties  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  registration  of  voters  and 
election  matters  when  called  upon  by  said  judge  of  probate  for 
mich  assistance 

Section  37.  Salary  or  compensation  of  board  of  registrars. — 
The  chairman  of  the  board  of  registrars  in  counties  having  more 
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than  one  hundred  fifty  thousand  population  according  to  the  last 
or  any  succeeding  Federal  census  shall  be  furnished  an  office  at 
the  court  house  in  such  counties  by  the  board  of  revenue,  or 
board  of  like  jurisdiction,  together  with  such  clerical  help  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  his  duties.  He 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
For  each  actual  working  day  spent  by  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  registrars  for  the  purpose  of  registering  voters,  the  State  shall 
pay  the  amount  paid  other  registrars.  The  balance  of  his  salary 
after  deducting  the  amount  so  paid  by  the  State,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  county  treasury  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
county  officers  are  paid.  Said  chairman  of  the  board  of  regis- 
trars shall  hold  office  for  four  years  from  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment and  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  appointed  and 
qualified. 

Section  38.  Every  section  of  this  act  and  every  part  of  each 
section  are  hereby  declared  to  be  independent  sections  and  parts 
of  any  section  and  the  holding  of  any  section  or  part  thereof,  to 
be  void,  ineffective  or  unconstitutional  for  any  cause,  shall  not 
aflfect  the  other  sections  or  parts  thereof. 

Section  39.  Offices  abolished. — ^That  the  office  of  the  regis- 
trar and  election  commissioner  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
State  are  hereby  abolished. 

Section  40.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately 
upon  its  passage  and  approval. 

Section  41.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  local,  general  or 
special  in  confiict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  42.  That  an  act  "To  provide  for  the  registration  of 
electors  enacted  by  the  Legislature  at  its  session  held  in  1915" 
and  an  act  "To  amend  an  act  providing  for  the  registration  of 
electors"  approved  September  29th,  1919,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  expressly  repealed. 

8rd.  We  further  recommend  that  the  House  concur  in  the 
above  and  foregoing  Senate  amendment.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE. 

Mr.  President : 

The  House  has  originated  and  passed  the  following  bills:

Whereas,  article  five  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
provides  that  congress,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of 
two-thirds  of  the  several  States,  shall  call  a  convention  proposing 
amendment  to  the  constitution ;  and 

Whereas,  a  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Alabama 
desire  that  a  constitutional  convention  be  held  for  the  purpose 
herein  set  forth ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  the  House 
of  Representatives  concurring.  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Alabama  hereby  memorializes  and  formally  applies  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  in  the  manner  provided  in  article 
five  of  the  constitution,  to  call  a  convention  of  the  several  States 
for  the  purpose  of  amending  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  so  as  to  provide  that  all  amendments  to  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of

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the  several  States  for  their  ratification  or  rejection ;  be  it  further 
Resolved,  That  the  State  of  Alabama  hereby  joins  the  sev- 
eral States  of  the  Union  in  making  this  application  to  the  Con- 
gress. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Alabama  is 
hereby  directed  to  transmit  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution 
to  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  and  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States.

To  fix  the  salary  of  clerk  and  deputy  clerk  of  inferior 
courts  or  courts  of  common  pleas,  or  by  whatsoever  name  the 
same  is  known  and  called,  in  cities  having  as  many  as  thirty-five 
thousand  and  less  than  fifty  thousand  population,  according  to 
the  last  or  any  subsequent  Federal  census;  and  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  same  out  of  the  county  treasury.

H.  118.  To  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  and 
define  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  constables  in  all  counties 
in  the  State  of  Alabama  having  a  population  of  200,000  or  more, 
according  to  the  last  or  any  future  Federal  census,"  approved 
September  17,  1919,  by  amending  section  3  thereof.

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Substitute,  H.  42: 


A  BILL 


To  be  entitled  an  act  to  further  regulate  the  business  of  bank- 
ing in  the  State  of  Alabama  and  to  regulate  the  charge  for  ex- 
change by  banks  and  to  regulate  the  protest  of  checks. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama : 

Section  1.  That  hereafter  banks  in  Alabama  shall  charge  for 
exchange  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  one  per  centum  when  pay- 
ing or  remitting  for  checks  drawn  upon  them ;  that  whenever  a 
check  or  checks  are  forwarded  or  presented  to  a  bank  for  pay- 
ment by  any  Federal  reserve  bank,  express  company  or  postoff ice 
employee,  other  bank,  banker,  trust  company,  or  by  any  agent  or 
agents  thereof,  or  through  any  other  agency  or  individual,  the 
paying  bank  or  remitting  bank  may  pay  or  remit  the  same,  at  *its 
option,  either  in  money,  or  in  exchange  drawn  on  its  reserve 
agent  or  agents  in  the  city  of  New  York  or  in  any  reserve  city 
within  the  sixth  Federal  reserve  district;  and,  at  its  option,  it 
may  charge  for  such  exchange  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  one 
per  centum  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  checks  so  presented 
and  paid ;  provided,  that  the  minimum  charge  may  be  ten  cents. 

Section  2.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  notary  public,  or  other  official  in  -this  State  to  protest  any 
check  for  non-payment,  when  payment  is  declined  solely  on  the 
ground  that  the  paying  bank  exercises  its  option  to  collect  ex- 
change on  such  check,  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  one  per  cen- 
tum of  the  amount  of  such  check,  or  the  minimum  charge  of  ten 
cents  as  set  forth  in  section  1  hereof;  and  any  person,  notary 
public  or  other  official  violating  this  section  shall  be  responsible 
for  all  damages  to  all  interested  persons  or  corporations. 

Section  3.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed ;  that  this  act  shall  be- 
come effective  thirty  days  after  passage  and  approval  by  the 
governor.

A  BILL 

To  be  entitled  an  act  to  regulate  the  sale  and  exchange  of 
gasoline,  benzine,  naphtha  and  other  liquid  motor  fuels,  and  to 
provide  for  a  legal  standard  and  for  inspection  of  such  products. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 

Section  1.  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  selling,  or 
offering  for  sale,  or  exchange  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  any 
gasoline,  benzine,  naphtha,  or  other  liquid  motor  fuels,  must 
label  each  tank  car,'  tank  barrel,  or  other  container  in  which 
said  gasoline,  benzine,  naphtha,  or  other  liquid  motor  fuels  is 
contained  or  marketed,  with  the  words  "guaranteed  legal  stan- 
dard," and  with  the  additional  words,  or  word,  "gasoline,  ben- 
zine, naphtha,  Woco-Pep  Motor  Fuel,"  or  other  words  to  denote 
the  character  of  the  contents  of  such  containers  or  packages. 
Each  and  all  of  said  words  shall  be  printed  in  letters  not  less 
than  one-half  inch  in  height. 

Sec.  2.  Before  offering  gasoline,  benzine,  naphtha,  Woco- 
Pep  Motor  fuel,  or  other  liquid  motor  fuel  for  sale  or  exchange, 
the  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  proposing  to  sell  or 
exchange  such  products  must  submit  to  the  chemist  of  the  State 
highway  department,  a  written  or  printed  statement,  setting 
forth:  1st.  The  name  and  brand  under  which  said  gasoline, 
benzine,  naphtha,  Woco-Pep  motor  fuel,  or  other  liquid  motor 
fuel  is  to  be  sold,  and  in  case  said  product  is  to  be  marketed  in 
tanks,  barrels,  cans  or  other  containers,  the  number  of  gallons, 
capacity  of  the  containers  in  which  it  is  to  be  put  upon  the  mar- 
ket and  the  name  or  names  of  the  manufacturers  or  dealers. 
2nd.    A  statement  as  to  the  distillation  standard,  guaranteed 
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the  several  States  for  their  ratification  or  rejection ;  be  it  further 
Resolved,  That  the  State  of  Alabama  hereby  joins  the  sev- 
eral States  of  the  Union  in  making  this  application  to  the  Con- 
gress. 

Resolved,  further,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Alabama  is 
hereby  directed  to  transmit  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution 
to  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  and  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States.

BILLS  ON  THIRD  READING.

H.  42.  To  further  regulate  the  business  of  banking  in  the 
State  of  Alabama  and  to  fix  the  maximum  charge  for  exchange 
by  banks  and  to  regulate  the  protest  of  checks. 

Was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Moore  offered  the  following  substitute  for  said  bill : 
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in  which  shall  be  plainly  written  or  stamped  the  words,  "gruar- 
anteed  legal  standard/' 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  corpor- 
ation or  association  who  has  purchased  gasoline,  benzine,  naph- 
tha or  other  liquid  motor  fuel  upon  which  inspection  fee  has 
been  paid,  or  which  has  been  designated,  ''guaranteed  legal  stan- 
dard'' to  in  any  wise  adulterate  or  lower  the  standard  of  same 
by  the  addition  thereto  of  kerosene  or  any  other  liquid  or  sub- 
stance. 

Sec.  12.  The  extraordinary  expenses  authorized  to  be  incur- 
red under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  for  employees  of  the  State 
highway  department  and  their  traveling  expenses  incurred  in 
the  enforcement  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  warrant  drawn  by 
the  State  auditor  on  the  State  treasurer  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  State  highway  engineer,  said  certificate  shall  be  properly 
itemized  and  sworn  to  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  governor. 
There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  State  treasury,  a  sum  of 
money  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act.  But  after  the  lapse  of  one  year,  no  greater  sum 
shall  be  used  in  any  one  year  for  extraordinary  expenses,  pay  of 
employees  and  their  traveling  expenses,  than  shall  equal  the  in« 
come  from  inspection  during  the  preceding  year,  unless  there 
has  been  an  excess  from  former  years  to  msike  up  the  deficit  oi 
the  previous  year.  In  the  event  the  imposition  of  the  fee  herein 
mentioned  is  declared  invalid  with  respect  to  any  part  of  the 
motor  fuels  intended  to  be  subject  to  inspection  hereunder,  be- 
cause violative  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Alabama,  the  act  shall  be  held  to  be 
effective  as  far  as  it  may  be  within  the  legislative  power  of  this 
State.  • 

Sec.  13.  In  the  event  that  any  collection  of  fees  is  improp- 
erly made  in  an  effort  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  either 
as  the  result  of  mistake  of  law  or  facts  upon  written  application 
of  the  part  in  interest,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  auditor, 
upon  certificate  of  the  State  highway  engineer,  approved  by  the 
attorney  general,  that  such  sum  was  improperly  collected  and 
paid  into  the  State  treasury,  to  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of 
the  party  interest  upon  the  State  treasurer  for  the  amount  cer- 
tified as  improperly  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  treasury, 
and  the  same  shall  be  charged  to  the  gasoline  inspection  fund. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  highway  engineer  to  pub- 
lish by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  such  bulletins,  no- 
tices and  information  as  in  his  judgment  shall  aid  in  the  en- 
forcement of  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  An  act  approved  September  29,  1919,  regulating 
the  sale  and  exchange  of  gasoline,  benzine,  naphtha  and  other 
liquid  motor  fuels  is  hereby  repealed  and  any  moneys  collected 
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under  that  act  shall  be  refunded  to  the  party  or  parties  from 
whom  the  same  was  collected. 

Sec.  16.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  who 
sells,  offers  for  sale  or  exchange,  any  gasoline,  benzine,  naphtha 
or  other  liquid  motor  fuel  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  who  makes  a  false  affidavit  or  certificate  of  the  number 
of  gallons  of  said  motor  fuel,  gasoline,  benzine  or  naphtha  sold 
during  the  preceding  month,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  separate  offense.  Said  fine 
shall  be  paid  by  the  person  collecting  same  into  the  State  treas- 
ury. 

Sec.  17.  But  no  firm,  person,  association  or  corporation  shall 
be  convicted  for  violation  of  this  act  more  than  ten  times  for 
offenses  committed  during  the  first  twelve  months  that  the  act 
is  in  force.  Provided  further  that  no  person  shall  be  convicted 
for  a  violation  of  this  act  whose  only  interest  in  any  sale,  or 
offer  to  sell  or  exchange  made  in  violation  of  this  act  is  that  of 
agent,  servant  or  employee  of  a  person  or  persons  resident  of 
this  State,  or  of  a  corporation,  asisociation  qualified  to  do  busi- 
ness in  this  State. 

Sec.  18.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  19.  This  act  shall  .take  effect  and  become  effective 
on  the  first  day  of  January  1921.

That  the  governor,  the  auditor  and  the  attorney 
general  are  hereby  appointed  as  a  commission  to  ascertain  the 
amount  due  by  said  Alabama  oyster  commission  to  its  several 
creditors.  That  within  sixty  days  after  the  approval  of  this 
act,  all  persons  claiming  to  be  creditors  of  said  Alabama  oyster 
commission  shall  file  an  itemized  statement  of  his  said  claim, 
verified  by  affidavit  with  said  commission  herein  created;  that 
no  claim  filed  more  than  60  days  after  the  approval  of  this  bill 
shall  be  considered  by  said  commission,  and  that  said  commission 
shall  determine  and  ascertain  what  debts,  if  any,  were  owed  by 
said  Alabama  oyster  commission  and  to  whom,  and  if  the  aggre- 
gate of  the  same  is  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated 
and  not  expended  by  said  oyster  commission  the  auditor  shall 
draw  his  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  same ;  if  the  aggregate 
debt  is  in  excess  of  the  unexpended  portion  of  the  original  ap- 
propriation for  said  oyster  commission,  the  auditor  shall  draw 
his  warrant  for  the  several  creditors  pro  rata. 

Section  2.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of 
the  creditors  of  said  Alabama  oyster  commission,  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  amount 
of  money  unexpended  of  the  original  appropriation  for  said  Ala- 
bama oyster  commission  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  debts  of 
said  oyster  commission  above  provided  for.

That  wholesale  druggists  may  sell  grain  alcohol 
in  quantities  not  greater  than  five  gallons  at  one  time,  to  be  used 
in  the  arts,  or  for  scientific  or  for  mechanical  purposes  and  to 
wholesale  manufacturers  for  the  manufacture  of  food  products 
only,  and  then  in  quantities  not  to  exceed  two  gallons  at  one 
time  and  which  shall  not  be  kept  in  the  building  where  said  food 
products  are  sold  and  which  shall  apply  only  to  said  manufacture 
of  said  food  products  and  for  all  sales  of  alcohol  except  wood  and 
denatured  alcohol,  they  must  make  and  file  with  the  probate 
judge  of  the  county  in  which  the  vendee  resides,  or  does  busi- 
ness, a  statement  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  alcohol  in  the  form  and 
manner  now  required  by  law  when  sales  are  made  by  wholesale 
druggists.  All  regulations  as  to  the  sale  and  use  of  alcohol  by 
druggists,  or  other  authorized  persons,  including  physicians  who 
are  dealers  in  drugs  in  towns  of  less  than  one  thousand  inhabi- 
tants, shall  remain  in  effect  except  as  hereby  modified.  Any 
wholesale  druggist  or  other  person  violating  any  regulation 
hereby  prescribed  shall  be  punished  as  in  other  cases  of  violating 
the  regulations  as  to  alcohol  under  the  existing  laws.  When 
such  statement  is  filed  in  the  county  of  the  residence  of  the  ven- 
dee, or  in  which  the  vendee  does  business,  it  need  not  be  filed  in 
the  county  of  the  vendor.  For  filing  such  statements  contain- 
ing sales  made  during  the  month  to  persons  residing  in  or  doing 
business  in  a  county,  and  recording  same,  the  probate  judge  shall 
receive  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  as  now  prescribed  by  law  for 
cases  in  which  the  statement  is  filed  in  the  vendor's  county."

Any  wholesale 
druggist  or  other  person  violating  any  regulation,  hereby  pre- 
scribed shall  be  punished  as  in  other  cases  of  violating  the  regu- 
lations as  to  alcohol  under  the  existing  laws.  When  such  state- 
ment is  filed  in  the  county  of  the  residence  of  the  vendee,  or  in 
which  the  vendee  does  businesis,  it  need  not  be  filed  in  the  county 
of  the  vendor.  For  filing  such  statements  containing  sales  made 
during  the  month  to  persons  residing  in  or  doing  business  in  a 
county,  and  recording  same,  the  probate  judge  shall  receive  a 
fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  as  now  prescribed  by  law  for  cases  in 
which  the  statement  is  filed  in  the  vendor's  county."

No  reparation  shall  be  allowed  for  claims  of  discriminatory 
rates  or  charges  arising  prior  to  the  approval  of  this  act  where 
the  rate  or  charge  complained  of  was  a  rate  or  charge  which  had 
been  approved  by  the  commission  or  which  had  been  fixed,  estab- 
lished, or  authorized  by  the  director  general  of  railroads,  or  by 
State  or  Federal  statute,  or  by  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion; and  all  complaints  for  the  recovery  of  reparation  because 
of  a  discriminatory,  unreasonable  or  unjust  rate  or  charge,  where 
such  rate  or  charge  complained  of  has  been  approved  by  the  com- 
mission, or  fixed,  established,  or  authorized  by  the  director  gen- 
eral of  railroads,  by  State  or  Federal  statute,  or  by  the  interstate 
commerce  commission,  shall  be  filed  with  the  commission  within 
three  months  from  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  full  lawful 
charges.  All  other  complaints  must  be  filed  within  one  year  from 
the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  full  lawful  charges. 
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Provided,  however,  that  no  provisions  of  this  act  shall  deprive 
the  interstate  commerce  commission  or  any  other  Federal  au- 
thority having  jurisdiction  thereof ^  of  the  right,  power  or  au- 
thority to  award  or  allow  reparation  upon  any  complaint  already 
filed  or  hereafter  to  be  filed,  before  said  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission or  other  Federal  authority  by  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration, for  the  recovery  of  reparation  because  or  on  account  of 
discriminatory,  unreasonable  or  unjust  rates  or  charges  paid  by 
such  person,  firm  or  corporation  prior  to  September  1,  1920. 

All  petitions  for  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the  commis- 
sion for  the  payment  of  money  under  the  proyisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  filed  in  the  proper  court  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  order.

MESSAGE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR  TO  THE  SENATE. 

In  re:  Senate  bill  No.  29 — entitled  An  Act  to  prescribe  the  holding  of 
the  circuit  court  in  the  thirteenth  judicial  circuit  and  to  fix  the  term  of  the 
court. 
To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Alabama: 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  return  to  you  Senate  bill  No.  29  without  my 
approval,  with  objections  to  the  same. 

I  believe  that  the  terms  of  the  circuit  court  ought  to  be  fixed  by  law 
and  made  definite  and  certain.  The  act  in  question  provides  for  only  one 
term  during  each  year,  but  provides  that  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  judges 
of  the  circuit  court,  the  court  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  during 
the  term  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  seem  proper  to  a  majority  of 
the  judges.  This  provision  is  susceptible  of  construction  that  the  judges 
might  provide  for  several  adjourned  terms  during  the  one?  term  fixed  by  the 
statiltes.  It  may  be  proper  and  necessary  for  the  judges  to  recess  the  court 
as  is  provided  for  in  this  act,  but  not  to  adjourn  it.  It  is  probable  that  the 
word  "adjourn"  as  used  in  this  statute  is  intended  to  have  the  same  meaning 
as  the  word  "recess,"  but  it  is  susceptible  of  the  other  meianing. 

Moreover,  the  provisions  contained  in  the  sections  No.  2  and  3  of  the 
act  do  not  appear  germane  or  cognate  to  the  title  of  the  act,  and  these  sec- 
tions also  seem  to  offend  against  section  45  of  the  Constitution,  which  pro- 
vides that  no  law  shall  be  amended,  etc.,  "By  reference  to  its  title  only." 

I  have  some  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  the  act  is  a  local  or  general  act 
but  I  yield  that  doubt  to  the  judgment  of  the  Legislature. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  amendments:  Amend  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "adjourned"  where  it  occurs  in  section  one  of  the  act  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "recess,"  and  by  striking  out  sections  2  and 

3  of  the  act.  ^

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE. 

Mr.  President :  * 

The  House  has  received  the  accompanying  message  from  nis 
excellency,  the  governor,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  bill : 

H.  11.  To  regulate  elections;  to  provide  for  the  registration 
of  electors  and  the  preparation  and  furnishing  of  a  list  of  quali- 
fied electors  to  the  election  inspectors. 

The  said  message  being  in  words  and  figures  as  follows: 

MESSAGE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR. 

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Gentlemen:  I  return  herewith  House  bill  No.  11,  without  my  approval, 
with  the  following  objection:  The  bill  provides  a  fixed  term  of  four  years 
for  the  registrars  to  be  appointed,  and,  also,  provides  that  the  registrars 
may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  board,  with  or  without 
cause,  and  without  assigning  reasons  for  the  removal.    Both  of  these  pro- 
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visions  cannot  be  enforced  for  the  reason  that  section  176  of  the  Constitution 
provides  the  only  mode  of  removal  of  county  officers  who  have  a  fixed  term 
of  office.    I,  therefore,  suggest  the  following  amendments: 

Amend  by  striking  out  section  2  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  2.  The  registrars  so  appointed  under  this  act  may  be  removed 
at  the  will  of  the  appointing  board  or  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof, 
at  any  time,  with  or  without  cause,  and  without  giving  their  reasons  there- 
for; and  if  not  so  removed,  the  registrars  may  hold  office  for  four  years 
from  the  time  of  their  appointment  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Amend  section  37  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  in  said 
section,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Said  chairman  of  the  board  of  registrars 
shall  hold  office  for  four  years  from  the  time  of-  his  appointment  and  until 
his  successor  has  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified."

viding a  requirement  of  additional,  specific  duties  to  be  per- 
formed in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  said  act  and  compensa- 
tion therefor."

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE. 

Mr.  President: 

The  House  has  received  the  accompanying  message  from  his 
excellency,  the  governor,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  bill: 

H.  18.  To  make  provision  for  defraying  the  expenses  of 
the  special  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Said  message  and  amendment  being  in  words  and  figures  as 
follows : 

MESSAGE  PROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return,  without  my  approval,  House  bill  No.  18,  and  suggest 
the  following  amendment  which  will  remove  my  objections  thereto,  viz.: 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  adding  thereto,  after  the  word  ''Legisla- 
ture" the  words  "and  certain  ordinary  expenses  of  the  executive,  legislative 
and  judicial  departments  of  the  State." 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  the  following  new  sections  thereto: 

Section  2.  For  stationery  and  office  supplies,  including  typewriters  for 
the  several  executive  offices,  departments,  commissions,  bureaus  and  boards 
and  the  supreme  court  library,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.00)  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1921,  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,- 
000.00)  for  each  year  thereafter,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  3.  For  postage,  express  and  post  office  box  rent  for  the  several 
executive  offices,  departments,  commissions,  bureaus  and  boards,  the  su- 
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preme  court,  the  court  of  appeals,  and  the  supreme  court  library,  seventy- 
five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500.00)  for  each  year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary. 

Section  4.  For  telephone  and  telegraph  service  for  the  several  execu- 
tive offices,  departments,  commissions,  boards  and  bureaus,  the  supreme 
court,  the  court  of  appeals,  and  the  supreme  court  library,  the  rental  of  the 
telephone  exchange  at  the  Capitol,  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  each 
year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Section  5.  For  public  printing  and  binding  of  the  several  executive, 
judicial  and  legislative  departments  of  the  State,  eighty  thousand  dollars 
($80,000.00)  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1921,  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000.00)  for  each  year  thereafter,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

Section  6.  The  foregoing  appropriations  shall  not  apply  to  any  depart- 
ment, commission,  bureau  or  board,  already  having  a  separate,  specific  or 
lump  sum  appropriation  from  which  payment  may  be  made  for  any  or  all  of 
the  objects  above  described. 

Section  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions hereof  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  provisions  of  this  amendment  are  designed  to  meet  pressing  needs 
of  the  State  business  in  the  several  particulars  mentioned.  The  time  at 
which  it  is  contemplated  your  session  will  adjourn  leaves  no  other  adequate 
means  of  providing  these  needed  additions  of  funds  than  by  adoption  of  the 
proposed  amendment  to  the  bill.  The  amounts  mentioned  are  very  small 
increases  over  the  present  law  for  the  several  objects  mentioned.

BILLS  ON  THIRD  READING.

Mr.  Teasley  offered  the  following  amendment: 
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AMENDMENT  TO  HOUSE  BILL  67. 

Amend  section  eleven  of  said  act  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  11.  All  soldiers  and  sailors  who  are  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  this  act  who  are  now  on  or  may  hereafter  be  placed 
on  the  pension  rolls  of  this  State,  shall  constitute  class  A  and 
shall  receive  twelve  and  fifty  one-hundredths  dollars  monthly  to 
be  paid  quarterly.  That  all  widows  of  Confederate  soldiers  or 
sailors,  now  on  the  pension  rolls,  or  who  hereafter  may  be  placed 
on  the  pension  roUg  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be  divided 
into  three  classes,  as  follows:  Widows  over  the  age  of  eighty 
years  or  totally  blind,  shall  be  in  class  numbered  one,  and  receive 
twenty-five  dollars  quarterly;  those  over  seventy  years  of  age 
shall  be  in  class  number  two,  and  receive  twenty  dollars  quar- 
terly; all  others  who  are  entitled  to  pensions  shall  be  in  class 
number  three  and  receive  sixteen  dollars  quarterly ; 

That  the  pension  commission  is  hereby  required  to  reclassify 
all  widows  of  Confederate  soldiers  or  sailors,  now  on  the  pension 
rolls  according  to  age  as  provided  in  this  act. 

That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  pension 
commission  shall  prepare  a  blank  affidavit,  shall  forward  same 
to  the  judge  of  probate  in  the  county  in  which  the  widows  who 
are  now  on  the  roll  reside,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  forward 
same  to  widows.  In  which  blank  they  shall  be  required  to  set 
forth  their  ages,  the  names  of  their  husbands  through  whose 
services  they  claim  the  right  to  pensions  together  with  their 
permanent  post  office  addresses;  and  on  the  blank  shall  be  a 
statement  by  the  pension  commission  setting  forth  the  object 
and  purpose  thereof. 

That  after  the  affidavits  have  been  returned,  the  reclassifica- 
tion shall  be  made,  and  thereafter  such  widows  shall  be  paid  the 
same  amount  according  to  class  as  provided  under  this  act. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pension  commission  to  re- 
quire all  future  applicants  for  Confederate  widows  to  state  their 
ages  in  the  application  and  to  class  them  in  accordance  with 
the  classification  herein  provided. 

That  the  pension  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend 
from  the  Confederate  pension  fund  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  meet  the  expenses  of  postage, 
printing  and  clerical  services  necessary  to  cause  the  reclassifi- 
cation required  by  this  act.

HOUSE  MESSAGE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Carmichael  the  Senate  concurred  in  and 
adopted  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  House  to  the  bill  set 
out  in  the  foregoing  message  from  the  House,  said  amendment 
being  as  follows,  to-wit : 

A  BILL 

To  be  entitled  an  act  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  better 
support,  equipment  and  maintenance  of  the  public  schools,  and 
of  the  State  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama : 

Section  1.  That  for  the  better  support,  equipment  and  main- 
tenance of  the  public  schools  and  of  the  State  institutions  of 
higher  learning,  there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  Five 
Hundred  Thousand  ($500,000)  Dollars  from  any  monies  in  the 
State  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  provided  that  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  fifty  thousand  ($250,000)  dollars,  or  one  half 
of  the  above  amount  shall  be  distributed  among  the  State  insti- 
tutions of  higher  learning  in  accordance  with  their  needs  by 
the  budget  commission  upon  recommendation  of  the  State  coun- 
cil of  education ;  provided,  further,  that  the  other  half  and  re- 
maining two  hundred  fifty  thousand  ($250,000)  dollars  appro- 
priated under  this  act  shall  be  used  by  the  State  board  of  edu- 
cation for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  State ;  provided  that  any  sum  released  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  objects  named 
above. 

Section  2.  That  all  appropriations  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  upon  requisition  of 
the  State  superintendent  of  education,  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor,  upon  the  State  auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on 
the  State  treasurer  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  any  school  or 
any  board  approved  for  such  aid. 

Section  3.  That  the  appropriations  or  any  part  thereof, 
made  in  Section  1  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  available  in  any  year 
until  and  after  the  conditional  appropriations  for  that  year  made 
in  section  IV^  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion to  the  public  schools,"  approved  September  30,  1919,  and  in 
Section  IV2  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  the  State  board  of  education,"  approved  September  30,  1919, 

13— SJ 
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shall  have  been  released  by  the  governor,  provided  that  the  gov- 
ernor shall  not  in  any  year  prior  to  the  year  beginning  October 
1,  1922  release  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  amount  appro- 
priated under  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  require  courts  of  county  commissioners,  or  like 
governing  bodies,  in  all  counties  in  the  State  having  a  population 
of  over  80,000  and  under  200,000,  according  to  the  last  Federal 
census  to  elect  a  county  road  engineer,  which  person  must  have 
had  at  least  three  years  practical  experience  in  road  building, 
and  to  define  the  duties  of  said  road  engineer.

S.  128.  To  vacate,  annul,  abolish  and  extinguish  all  public 
streets  or  highways  (except  a  certain  highway  now  in  use  on

of  said  tract  and  being  a  part  of  the  public  highway  now  known 
as  the  Anniston- Alexandria  road)  in  or  upon  a  tract  of  land  de- 
scribed as  ftU  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter 
of  section  31,  township  15,  range  8,  east,  Calhoun  county,  Ala- 
bama, except  a  strip  in  the  southeast  corner  of  said  northeast 
quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter,  fronting  175  feet  east  and  run- 
ning back  parallel  with  the  south  line  of  the  said  northeast  quar- 
ter of  the  southwest  quarter  of  equal  width  to  the  right-of-way 
of  the  Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroad  Company.

and  including  the  extension  of  Sixth  street  on  the  south,  as  said 
streets  appear  on  said  map  of  Tyler  Park  Company,  and  bounded 
on  the  west  by  Park  avenue.

To  establish  an  inferior  court  to  be  known  as  the 
inferior  court  of  Athens,  Alabama,  in  lieu  of  all  justices  of  the 
peace  and  notaries  public  with  power  of  justice  of  the  peace  in 
Athens  precinct  No.  1,  which  lies  within  or  partly  within  Ath- 
ens, the  county  seat  of  Limestone  county,  Alabama,  said  county 
seat  having  a  population  of  1,500  or  more  according  to  the  last 
Federal  census;  to  define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said 
court  and  the  judges  and  officers  thereof  to  provide  for  a  place 
of  holding  said  court  for  the  terms,  salaries  and  compensation 
of  the  judge  and  officers  of  said  court  and  the  manner  of  their 
appointment  or  election  and  the  pajrment  of  their  salaries ;  and  to 
define  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  court  and  the  judge 
thereof.

S.  132.  To  fix  the  salary  of  tax  assessors  in  counties  having 
a  population  of  over  ninety-five  thousand  and  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  according  to  the  last  Federal  cen- 
sus or  any  subsequent  Federal  census,  allowances  for  clerical 
help  in  said  offices,  and  allowances  for  contingencies,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  thereof;  to  provide  for  the  employment 
and  removal  of  such  clerical  help;  to  relieve  such  tax  assessors 
from  making  or  attending  any  appointments  other  than  at  the 
courthouse ;  to  provide  for  the  pajonent  into  the  county  treasury 
of  all  fees  heretofore  paid  such  tax  assessors ;  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  tax  assessor's  fee  for  making  demand  on  taxpay- 
ers for  a  list  of  their  property  to  be  returned ;  and  to  repeal  all 
laws  and  parts  of  laws,  general,  local,  private  and  special  in  con- 
flict herewith.

To  impose  a  license  on  dogs  over  the  age 
of  three  months  and  to  provide  further  that  dogs  running  at 
large,  except  fox  hounds  and  deer  hounds  wearing  collars  upon 
which  the  owners'  names  and  addresses  are  printed  or  written,

That  every  own- 
er or  keeper  of  a  dog  or  dogs  three  months  of  age  or  over  on 
October  1st  of  any  year,  shall  for  each  dog  so  owned  or  kept 
file  or  cause  to  be  filed,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  in  the  office  of  the 
circuit  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  dog  or  dogs  are  owned 

>r  kept,  a  signed  application  for  registration,  on  a  blank  to  be 
furnished  by  the  circuit  clerk  of  the  county  for  that  purpose,  up- 
on which  he  shall  give  a  brief  description  of  the  dog  or  dogs  to 
be  registered,  including  the  name,  age,  color,  sex,  and  breed  of 
the  dog  to  be  registered,  together  with  the  name,  race,  post  of- 
fice address,  and  precinct  of  the  owner  of  such  dog. 

3.  That  section  3  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  3.  That  upon  the 
receipt  of  an  application  for  registration  of  a  dog  or  dogs^  as 
provided  in  section  2  hereof,  the  circuit  clerk  shall  file  such  ap- 
plication in  his  office,  recording  the  name,  race,  post  office  ad- 
dress, and  precinct  of  the  owner  of  such  dog  or  dogs,  together 
with  the  facts  stated  in  such  application,  in  a  book  or  index  to 
be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  under  a  different  number  to  be 
assigned  to  each  dog,  so  registered  by  the  circuit  clerk,  which 
book  or  index  shall  be  open  to  the  public  for  inspection  during 
all  reasonable  business  hours. 

4.  That  section  4  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  4.  That  for  every 
dog  three  months  old  or  o\ier  on  October  1st  of  ea^eh  year  so 
owned  or  kept,  the  owner  or  keeper  thereof  shall  pay  an  annual 
registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  provided,  that  the  word  dog  wher- 
ever used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  either  a  male 
or  female  dog..  And  the  several  sums  of  money  so  charged 
and  collected  as  registration  fees  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  paid  to  the  circuit  clerk  of  the  respective  counties 
and  by  the  circuit  clerk  shall  be  paid  50  per  cent  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  county  school  funds  of  the  county  wherein  collected 
and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  public  school  funds  of  the  county 
as  other  school  funds  are  apportioned.  The  other  fifty 
per  cent  shall  be  paid  'into  the  State  Treasury.  Said 
revenue  so  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  treasury  shall 
be   kept   separate    and   apart   from   all    other    funds,    and   it 
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shall  be  known  as  the  Dog  Tax  Fund.  Any  person  bring- 
ing or  causing  to  be  brought  into  this  State  any  dog  or 
dogs  three  months  of  age  or  over  for  show,  field  trials,  or  hunt- 
ing or  breeding  purposes,  and  shall  keep  such  dog  or  dogs  with- 
in the  State  for  more  than  sixty  days,  must  register  such  dog 
or  dogs  and  pay  the  license  fee  required,  and  whenever  the  own- 
ership or  possession  of  such  dog  or  dogs  licensed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  is  transferred  from  one  person  to  another,  ex- 
cept temporary  transfer  or  loan  for  hunting  purposes,  or  breed- 
ing or  field  trials  or  show  purposes,  such  transfer  shall  be  shown 
on  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  cicuit  clerk,  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  harbor  or  permit  to  remain  about 
his  premises  any  dog  not  regularly  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Provided,  no  dog  that  is  under  three  months  of  age 
on  the  1st  day  of  October  and  no  dog  whelped  after  the  1st  day 
of  October  in  any  year  shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  li- 
cense tax  except  as  herein  provided. 

5.  That  section  5  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  5.  That  upon  the 
payment  of  the  registration  fee  as  provided  in  section  4  of  this 
act,  the  circuit  clerk  shall  deliver  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such 
dog  a  suitable  metal  tag,  the  size  and  design  of  which  shall  be 
selected  by  the  State  Tax  Conimission,  but  which  shall  be  of  diff- 
erent shapes  for  each  year.  Provided,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  circuit  clerk,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  receipt  issued 
by  him  showing  the  payment  of  the  license  of  any  dog,  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  to  said  circuit  clerk  that  said  license  has 
been  paid,  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  that  the  tag  originally 
furnished  by  said  circuit  clerk  has  been  lost,  to  furnish  without 
cost  to'  the  owner  or  keeper  of  said  dog  another  metal  tag,  and  no 
fee  shall  be  collected  by  any  circuit  clerk  or  sheriff  or  other  of- 
ficer for  any  citation  of  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  has 
lost  his  tag. 

6.  That  section  6  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  6.  That  the  circuit 
clerk  shall  provide  receipts  in  two  parts,  the  first  to  be  a  stub 
retained  by  the  circuit  clerk,  the  other  part  to  be  delivered  to 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog,  with  the  tag  which  is  provided 
for  in  section  5  of  this  act.  And  each  part  of  the  receipt  shall 
carry  the  same  number  as  the  tag  with  which  it  is  delivered  and 
must  show  the  amount  paid  by  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  reg- 
istered dog  to  the  circuit  clerk. 

7.  That  section  8  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  8.  Jhat  the  regis- 
tration fee  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  'October  in  each  year  for  the  year  beginning  on 
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that  date,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  be  re- 
newed in  like  manner  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  October  of 
each  succeeding  year  thereafter.  No  citation  shall  issue  to  the 
owner  of  a  dog  who  failed  to  pay  the  license  for  the  year  1919, 
and  no  fees  shall  be  charged  or  collected  for  the  issuance  or  ser- 
vice of  such  citation,  provided,  further,  that  no  penalties  shall 
be  collected  on  account  of  the  failure  to  pay  any  license  for  the 
year  1919.  The  circuit  clerk  is  authorized  and  required  to  is- 
sue* a  license  for  the  back  tax  due  for  said  year  on  the  payment 
of  the  license  tax  for  said  year. 

8,  That  section  9  of  said  'act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  9.  That  all  things 
required  to  be  furnished  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  supplied  by  the  State  Tax  Commission,  and 
shall  be  paid  for  by  the  State  treasurer,  out  of  the  Dog  Tax  Fund, 
upon  warrant  of  the  State  auditor,  which  shall  be  issued  upon 
certificate  of  the  State  Tax  Commission,  approving  the  ex- 
penditure. For  the  services  required  by  this  act  to  be  rendered, 
the  circuit  clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  collect  a  fee  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  receipt  issued  with  tag,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog. 

10.  That  section  11  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  11.  That  it  is  here- 
by made  the  duty  of  all  sheriffs  and  their  deputies,  constables, 
and  license  inspectors,  to  kill  and  bury  any  dog  subject  to  pay- 
ment of  tax,  not  wearing  identification  tag  showing  the  regis- 
tration number  of  such  dog. 

11.  That  section  12  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  12.  That  the  regis- 
tration fee  provided  for  in  section  4  of  this  act  shall  be  due  on 
the  1st  day  of  October  of  each  year  and  delinquent  on  the  15th 
day  of  November  of  the  same  year,  and  if  not  paid  by  the  15th 
of  November  the  circuit  clerk  is  hereby  required  to  collect  dou- 
ble the  amount  of  fee  provided  for  in  section  4  hereof.  And 
sheriffs  and  constables  shall  be  required  to  ascertain  and  re- 
port to  the  circuit  clerk  all  delinquencies  in  the  registration 
and  payment  of  the  registration  fees  required  by  this  act,  and 
shall  be  entitled  in  the  case  of  each  such  delinquency  so  reported 
by  him  to  a  fee  of  $2.50,  which  shall  be  taxed  and  collected  as 
costs  in  each  case  of  delinquency,  and  the  license  inspectors  of 
the  various  counties  of  the  State  are  hereby  charged  with  the 
collection  and  enforcement  of  this  act  in  regard  to  delinquent 
dog  tax  licenses,  as  they  are  now  required  to  do  as  to  all  other 
delinquent  license,  and  for  services  under  this  section  they  shall 
receive  one-half  of  the  additional  fee  required  by  this  section, 
which  said  amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  license  inspector  by  the 
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circuit  clerk  when  collected  by  him,  or  when  turned  over  to  him 
by  the  license  inspector,  if  collected  by  said  inspector. 

12.  That  section  13  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  13.  That  any  per- 
son who  has  been  bitten  by  a  mad  dog  who  shall  furnish  satis- 
factory proof  of  the  same  to  the  circuit  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  such  person  was  so  bitten,  may  upon  furnishing  to  said 
circuit  clerk  good  and  sufficient  proof  that  such  person  is  not 
financially  able  to  pay  his  or  her  expenses  for  treatment  at  the 
Pastuer  Institute  of  this  State  at  Montgomery,  have  his  or  her 
expenses  paid  to  and  from  Montgomery,  likewise  reasonable  ex- 
penses while  under  treatment  at  the  said  Institute,  out  of  the 
Dog  Tax  Fund,  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  certificate  of 
said  circuit  clerk,  upon  warrant  drawn  by  the  State  Auartor. 

13.  That  section  14  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  14.  That  the  dog 
tax  fund  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
following  purposes  in  the  order  or  priority  herein  set  out,  as 
follows :  ( 1 )  The  payment  of  all  expenses  incident  to  the  exe- 
cution of  this  act;  (2)  The  pajrment  of  claims  provided  for  un- 
der section  13  of  this  act;  (3)  The  payment  of  claims  arising 
under  section  17  of  this  act ;  (4)  The  payment  of  a  sum  of  money, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  for  the  erection  and  equipment 
of  a  building  for  the  Board  of  Health  where  rabies  may  be 
treated  and  its  cause  and  prevention  investigated. 

14.  That  section  16  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Section  16.  That  if  it  be  found 
that  the  fund  arising  frqm  this  act  for  any  one  year  shall  be  in- 
sufficient to  pay  the  expenses  incident  to  the  execution  of  this 
law  and  then  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  expenses  of  poor 
persons  who  have  been  bitten  by  mad  dogs,  in  attending  the 
Pasteur  Institute  for  treatment,  and  for  damages  inflicted  by 
dogs  on  sheep,  lambs,  or  other  live  stock  and  poultry,  each  claim- 
ant shall  be  paid  out  of  the  said  fund  in  proportion  to  the  loss 
sustained,  it  being  the  intention  of  this  act  that  no  claim  arising 
under  section  17  of  the  act  shall  be  paid  until  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  that  at  that  time  if  the  fund  be  not  sufficient  to  pay 
all  claims,  such  claims  shall  be  paid  pro  rata. 

15.  That  section  17  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  .Section  17.  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  of  other  officers  exer- 
cising the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  several 
counties  of  the  State,  on  application  of  the  owner  of  any  live 
stock  or  poultry  which  has  been  killed  or  injured  by  dogs  not 
his  own,  to  issue  summons  to  two  reputable  and  discreet  resi- 
dents of  the  precinct  in  which  such  injury  may  occur,  who  being 
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duly  sworn,  shall  go  forthwith  to  the  premises  where  such  live 
stock  or  poultry  may  be,  and  examine  into  the  facts  and  justness 
of  the  claim  and  appraise  the  amount  of  damage  sustained  by 
the  owner,  such  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  officer  having  like 
jurisdiction,  and  each  appraiser,  to  be  paid  fifty  cents  for  such 
service  out  of  the  dog  tax  fund,  and  said  appraisers  shall  re- 
turn an  accurate  statement  under  their  hands  under  oath,  to 
such  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  officer  exercising  the  juris- 
diction, of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  who,  if  it  appears  that  such 
live  stock  or  poultry  was  killed  or  injured  by  dogs  not  belong- 
ing to  the  owner  of  such  live  stock  or  poultry,  shall  approve  the 
return  by  endorsing  same,  and  shall  forward  all  papers  to  the 
court  of  county  commissioners  or  board  of  revenue  of  the  county, 
which  shall  receive  and  examine  the  same  and  after  attaching 
its  recommendation  as  to  what  if  any  amount  should  be  paid, 
present  them  to  the  State  auditor.  Provided,  however,  that  no 
claim  for  the  killing  or  injury  of  live  stock  or  poultry  shall  be 
allowed  unless  the  owner  shall  report  such  killing  or  Injury  with- 
in five  days  from  the  day  of  such  killing  or  injury,  to  a  justice 
of  the  peace  or  other  officer  exercising  like  jurisdiction ;  and 
unless  such  live  stock  or  poultry  shall  have  been  returned  for 
taxation  for  the  current  tax  year  as  required  by  law,  and  no 
claim  shall  be  allowed  for  a  sum  larger  than  the  actual  value 
thereof  as  indicated  by  such  assessment,  the  fact  of  such  assess- 
ment and  the  amount  thereof  to  be  shown  by  the  certificate  of 
the  tax  assessor  of  the  county,  which  shall  be  attached  to  the 
claim  when  transmitted  to  the  State  auditor  for  payment.  The 
State  auditor  shall  examine  such  cla;im,  and,  if  in  his  judgment 
nothing  should  be  paid  thereon,  disallow  it;  or,  if  he  considers 
it  a  bona  fide  claim,  he  shall  allow  claimant  such  amount  as  to 
the  State  auditor  may  seem  just  and  proper,  and  no  action  by 
any  other  person  or  court  shall  be  binding  upon  him  in  his  find- 
ing as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  on  such  claim.  No  one  shall  have 
authority  to  authorize  the  killing  of  any  live  stock  or  poultry 
upon  the  assumption  that  the  same  has  been  bitten  by  a  rabid 
dog,  or  to  make  any  agreement  that  a  claim  for  the  same  will  be 
allowed  if  such  live  stock  or  poultry  shall,  under  such  supposi- 
tion, be  killed  by  another,  and  no  claim  shall  be  allowed  for  in- 
jury to  any  live  stock  or  poultry  bitten  or  injured  by  any  animal 
other  than  a  dog.  No  claim  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  same 
reaches  the  State  auditor  during  the  registration  year  in  which 
the  claim  arose,  provided  that  any  claimant  who  shall  have  a 
claim  to  arise  during  the  last  month  of  such  registration  year 
shall  have  until  the  15th  day  of  October  following  within  which 
time  all  such  claims  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  State  auditor; 
otherwise  they  shall  not  be  paid.     Provided  further,  that  claim- 
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ants  shall  have,  in  all  cases,  thirty  days  within  which  to  file  their 
claims  after  they  shall  have  been  acted  upon  by  the  board  of 
revenue  or  court  of  county  commissioners ;  and  if  any  such  claim 
accruing  during  any  registration  year  shall  reach  the  State  audi- 
tor after  October  31st  following  such  year,  it  may  be  paid  im- 
mediately out  of  the  dog  tax  fund  collected  for  the  registration 
year  next  following  the  registration  year  in  which  it  accrued,  if 
at  the  time  of  its  receipt  by  the  State  auditor  sufficient  funds 
for  its  payment  are  available,  otherwise  as  soon  as  sufficient 
funds  for  its  pajonent  may  be  available.  On  the  1st  day  of 
November  after  the  close  of  such  registration  year,  all  dog  tax 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  State  treasurer  shall  be  covered  into 
the  general  fund.  No  claim  shall  be  allowed  by  the  State  Aud- 
itor for  live  stock  or.  poultry  which  has  been  killed  by  human 
agency  on  the  supposition  that  such  live  stock  or  poultry  has 
been  bitten  by  a  rabid  dog,  unless  the  dead  of  such  animal  or 
poultry  has  been  examined  by  the  State  Pasteur  Institute  and 
a  certificate  has  been  issued  by  it  to  the  effect  that  such  animal 
or  poultry  had  rabies,  which  certificate  shall  accompany  the 
papers  when  transmitted  ta  the  State  auditor  for  examination. 
The  State  auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  any  additional 
evidence  as  he  may  desire  and  to  promulgate  any  further  rules 
or  regulations  for  the  propounding  of  claims  that  may  seem  to 
him  necessary  or  expedient,  and  such  rules  or  regulations  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  written  into  this  act,  and  no 
claim  shall  be  allowed  or  audited  unless  made  upon  such  blanks 
and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  required  by  the  State  auditor. 
Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  which  shall  pro- 
pound a  false  or  fraudulent  claim  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  in  money  only,  and  may  also  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  county  jail  or  sentenced  to  hard  labor  for  the 
county  for  not  more  than  six  months.  Provided,  that  nothing 
contained  in-  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  liability 
of  the  owner  of  any  dog  or  dogs  for  damages  inflicted  by  same 
upon  live  stock  or  poultry,  and  when  any  claim  for  such  damages 
shall  have  been  collected  from  the  owner  of  such  dog  or  dogs 
by  suit  or  otherwise,  no  payment  shall  be  made  upon  the  claim 
by  the  State  auditor,  and  every  claimant  shall  certify  as  a  part 
of  each  claim  what,  if  any,  amount  he  has  collected  from  the 
owner  of  such  dog  or  dogs ;  and  if  after  payment  of  any  claim  by 
the  State  auditor  any  sum  shall  be  collected  by  such  injured 
party  from  the  owner  of  such  dog  or  dogs,  it  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  circuit  clerk  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the  State 
treasurer,  to  be  held  by  him  as  a  part  of  the  dog  tax  fund.  The 
State  of  Alabama  shall  be  and  is  hereby  subrogated  to  the  rights 
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of  all  claimants  whose  claims  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  auditor, 
and  shall  have  the  same  right  of  recovery  against  the  owner 
of  the  dog  or  dogs  inflicting  the  injury  as  the  claimant  had  prior 
to  the  payment  of  the  claim.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
auditor  to  notify  in  writing  the  county  of  deputy  solicitor  of 
the  county  in  which  the  claim  arose  as  to  all  claims  arising  in 
such  county  paid  by  him,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  deputy 
or  county  solicitor  to  collect  the  amount  paid  by  the  State,  or 
failing  therein,  to  file  suits  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Alabama 
on  all  such  claims,  and  for  his  services  in  so  doing  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  any  amount  collected  without  suit, 
and  to  one-fourth  of  such  amount  as  may  be  collected  by  suit, 
provided  that  the  minimum  fee  in  any  case  in  which  collection 
or  recovery  may  be  made  or  had  shall  not  be  less  than  five  dol- 
lars, provided  that  much  should  be  collected,  and  if  such  amount 
shall  not  be  collected,  to  such  amount  as  may  be  collected.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  solicitor  in  all  cases  in  which  money 
is  so  collected,  after  deducting  the  fee  due  him,  which  he  shall 
retain,  to  forward  the  remainder  to  the  State  treasurer  to  be  by 
him  held  as  a  part  of  the  dog  tax  fund. 

16.  That  section  19  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  19.  That  all  laws 
and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

17.  That  section  20  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  20.  That  this  act 
shall  have  effect  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 

18.  That  section  15  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Be  it  further  enacted  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of 
the  act  entitled  **An  act  for  the  protection  of  human  beings  and 
of  live  stock  of  all  kinds.  To  impose  a  license  on  dogs  over 
the  age  of  three  months,  and  to  provide  further  that  dogs  run- 
ning at  large,  except  fox  hounds  and  deer  hounds  wearing  collars 
upon  which  the  owners'  names  are  printed  or  written  shall  wear 
muzzles;  to  require  the  registration  of  all  dogs  by  the  circuit 
clerk  in  their  respective  counties;  to  provide  for  the  necessary 
supplies  to  carry  this  act  into  effect  and  to  provide  for  compen- 
sating the  circuit  clerk  for  his  services  as  required  herein;  vo 
provide  that  the  funds  derived  from  the  license  on  dogs  herein 
imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  treasurer  and  kept 
separate  and  apart,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  dog  tax  fund 
which  fund  shall  be  used  in  defraying  the  traveling  expenses 
to  and  from  the  State  pasteur  institute  of  persons  who  have  been 
bitten  by  mad  dogs,  and  who  are  unable  to  defray  their  own  ex- 
penses, also  their  expenses  while  under  treatment  at  this  insti- 
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tute ;.  likewise  the  funds  created  by  this  act  shall  be  used  in  re- 
munerating persons  who  sustain  loss  from  dogs  crippling  or  kill- 
ing their  live  stock  and  poultry;  approved  September  30th,  1919, 
shall  become  and  be  inoperative  after  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1922. 

And  requested  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  Confer- 
ence on  the  disagreement  of  the  two  houses,  and  the  President  of 
the  Senate  na,med  as  conferees  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
Messrs.  Sims,  Carmichael,  Kelly,  Prestwood  and  Smith  of  Coosa.

in imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  treasurer  and 
kept  separate  and  apart,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  dog  tax  fund 
which  fund  shall  be  used  in  defraying  the  traveling  expenses  to 
and  from  the  State  pasteur  institute  of  persons  who  have  been 
bitten  by  mad  dogs  and  who  are  unable  to  defray  their  own  ex- 
penses, also  their  expenses  while  under  treatment  at  this  insti- 
tute ;  likewise  the  funds  created  by  this  act  shall  be  used  in  re- 
munerating persons  who  sustain  loss  from  dogs  crippling  or 
killing  their  live  stock  and  poultry,  approved  September  30th, 
1919.

which  fund  shall  be  used  in  defraying  the  traveling  expenses  to 
and  from  the  State  pasteur  institute  of  persons  who  have  been 
bitten  by  mad  dogs  and  who  are  unable  to  defray  their  own  ex- 
penses, also  their  expenses  while  under  treatment  at  this  insti- 
tute ;  likewise  the  funds  created  by  this  act  shall  be  used  in  re- 
munerating persons  who  sustain  loss  from  dogs  crippling  or  kill- 
ing their  live  stock  and  poultry,  approved  September  30th,  1919.

governor's  message. 

To  the  Senate  of  Alabama, 
Gentlemen : 

A  sense  of  fairness  and  due  regard  for  my  official  responsibilities  seem 
to  make  it  my  duty  to  return  Senate  B.  43  with  an  amendment  which,  if 
approved,  will  remove  my  objection  to  the  bill.  It  would  be  easy  to  bid  for 
popular  applause  by  signing  the  measure  as  it  stands  but  in  my  opinion  the 
time  has  come  when  some  one  ought  to  speak  out  boldly  and  fairly  for  the 
unity  of  our  educational  system,  for  its  co-ordinate  development,  to  th** 
end  that  our  institutions  of  higher  learning  may  be  given  the  same  warm 
place  in  the  affections  of  our  law-makers  and  the  public  that  the  elemen- 
tary schools  now  have. 

There  can  be  no  schools  without  teachers  and  with  the  present  mass  of 
poorly  trained  teachers  the  need  for  better  training  school  facilities  cannot 
be  denied.  The  State  cannot  make  the  greatest  progress  on  farm,  in  fac- 
tory or  in  the  professions  without  an  educated  citizenshin  and  it  is  the 
business  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  to  train  for  leadership. 

The  war  has  emphasized  as  never  before  the  supreme  need  of  educa- 
tion, and  the  increased  attendance  in  our  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
which  has  been  relatively  much  greater  than  in  elementary  schools,  is  an 
argument  that  no  thinking  man  can  overlook. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  rich  man  can  send  his  son  anywhere, 
east,  north,  west,  to  Harvard,  Chicago  or  Wisconsin,  but  the  great  mass 
of  our  young  men  and  women  will  never  secure  a  college  education  unless 
they  get  it  in  Alabama  and  simple  justice  demands  that  we  make  our  col- 
kges  the  best  we  possibly  can.  I  feel  keenly  therefore  that  the  time  has 
come  in  Alabama,  when,  as  chief  executive  and  chairman  of  your  respec- 
tive boards  of  education,  I  ought  to  urge  you  to  look  at  our  educational 
system  in  a  big  way  and  with  a  due  sense  of  proportion. 

The  official  records  show  that  Alabama  as  compared  with  the  othe? 
forty-seven   states  of  the   Union   spends  relatively  a  considerably  larger 
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amount  for  her  public  schools  than  for  her  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
The  explanation  of  this  is  that  our  local  tax  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion has,  within  the  last  three  years,  increased  by  more  than  100%  the 
revenues  of  the  common  schools,  and  while  this  additional  increase  has  not 
been  at  all  adequate  for  our  public  schools  it  has  at  least  been  relatively 
greater  than  the  increase  given  the  institutions  of  higher  learning  during 
the  year  1919. 

But  this  is  only  a  part  of  the  story.  The  increases  from  advalorem 
taxes  will  exceed  yearly  by  three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars  the  esti- 
mated receipts  from  the  State  tax  of  three  mills,  as  shown  in  the  official 
budget  for  the  current  quadrennium.  This  increase  with  the  conditional 
appropriation  of  a  million  dollars  to  the  public  schools  which  I  sincerely 
hope  and  have  every  reason  to  believe  I  will  be  able  to  release,  the  doubling 
of  our  poll  tax  receipts  and  the  correspondingly  larger  returns  from  county 
and  local  taxes,  insure  for  the  public  schools  a  total  increase  during  the 
next  three  years  of  more  than  six  million  dollars,  an  amount  which  is 
twelve  times  as  much  as  the  appropriation  proposed  in  the  bill  and  twen- 
ty-four times  as  much  as  it  carries  for  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

My  sincere  belief,  therefore,  as  indicated  in  my  message  at  your  open- 
ing session  and  in  a  subsequent  one  is  that  good  business  principles  would 
not  be  followed  in  reducing  the  appropriation  to  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

I  feel  confident  that  if  you  had  the  same  information  about  our  entire 
school  situation,  which  necessarily  comes  to  the  governor  from  membership 
on  all  State  school  boards,  you  would  reach  the  same  conclusion  that  has 
been  forced  upon  me,  namely,  that  you  should  amend  the  bill.  Should  you 
see  fit  to  do  this  you  will  not  only  meet  my  objection,  but  I  have  no  doubt 
the  wisdom  of  your  act  will  be  abundantly  justified  before  a  new  adminis- 
tration begins  in  January  1923. 

Amend  Senate  B.  43  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  better  support,  equipment  and  maintenance 
of  the  public  schools  and  of  the  State  institutions  of  higher  learning,  there 
is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  ($500,000)  dol- 
lars from  any  monies  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
provided  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  fifty  thousand  ($350,000)  dollars 
shall  be  distributed  among  the  State  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  needs  by  the  budget  commission  upon  recommendation 
of  the  State  council  of  education ;  provided,  further,  that  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  fifty  thousand  ($150,000)  dollars  shall  be  used  by  the  state  board 
of  education  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
State. 

By  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 
Section  2.  That  all  appropriations  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  upon  requisition  of  the  State  superin- 
tendent of  education,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  upon  the  State 
auditor,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  State  treasurer  in  favor  of 
the  treasurer  of  any  school  or  any  board  approved  for  such  aid,  the  gov- 
ernor's approval  to  depend  upon  whether  in  his  judgment  the  state  of 
the  treasury  justifies  the  expenditure. 

And  by  striking  out  section  3  entirely.

CONFERENCE  REPORT. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

We,  your  Committee  of  Conference,  having  under  consider- 
ation disagreements  between  the  two  Houses  on  Senate  B.  81, 
report  as  follows : 

First:  We  recommend  that  the  House  recede  from  all  ot 
its  amendments. 

Second :  We  further  recommend  that  the  House  amend  the 
bill  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit : 

"A  bill  to  be  entitled  an  act  to  amend  sections  4,  5,  11,  12,  14, 
15  and  17  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  human 
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beings  and  of  live  stock  of  all  kinds.  To  impose  a  license  on 
dogs  over  the  age  of  three  months  and  to  provide  further  that 
dogs  running  at  large,  except  fox  hounds  and  deer  hounds  wear- 
ing collars  upon  which  the  owners'  names  and  addresses  are 
printed  or  written,  shall  wear  muzzles;  to  require  the  registra- 
tion of  all  dogs  by  the  circuit  clerk  in  their  respective  counties ; 
to  provide  for  the  necessary  supplies  to  carry  this  act  into  effect 
and  to  provide  for  compensating  the  circuit  clejrk  for  his  services 
as  required  herein;  to  provide  that  the  funds  derived  from  the 
license  on  dogs  herein  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the 
State  treasurer  and  kept  separate  and  apart,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  dog  tax  fund  which  fund  shall  be  used  in  defraying  the 
traveling  expenses  to  and  from  the  State  pasteur  institute  of 
persons  who  have  been  bitten  by  mad  dogs  and  who  are  unable 
to  defray  their  own  expenses,  also  their  expenses  while  under 
treatment  at  this  institute;  likewise  the  funds  created  by  this 
act  shall  be  used  in  remunerating  persons  who  sustain  loss  from 
dogs  crippling  or  killing  their  live  stock  and  poultry/' 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama: 
Section  1.  That  section  4  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
protection  of  human  beings  and  live  stock  of  all  kinds.  To 
impose  a  license  on  dogs  over  the  age  of  three  months  and  to 
provide  further  that  dogs  running  at  large,  except  fox  hounds 
and  deer  hounds  wearing  collars  upon  which  the  owners'  names 
and  addresses  are  printed  or  written,  shall  wear  muzzles ;  to  re- 
quire the  registration  of  all  dogs  by  the  circuit  clerk  in  their 
respective  counties;  to  provide  for  the  necessary  supplies  to 
carry  this  act  into  effect  and  to  provide  for  compensating  the 
circuit  clerk  for  his  services  as  required  herein;  to  provide  that 
the  funds  derived  from  the  license  on  dogs  herein  imposed  by 
this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  treasurer  and  kept  separate 
and  apart,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  dog  tax  fund  which  fund 
shall  be  used  in  defraying  the  traveling  expenses  to  and  from 
the  State  pasteur  institute  of  persons  who  have  been  bitten  by 
mad  dogs  and  who  are  unable  to  defray  their  own  expenses, 
also  their  expenses  while  under  treatment  at  this  institute; 
likewise  the  funds  created  by  this  act  shall  be  used  in  remuner- 
ating persons  who  sustain  loss  from  dogs  crippling  or  killing 
their  live  stock  and  poultry"  approved  September  30th,  1919, 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  4.  That  for  every  dog  three  months  old  or  over  on 
October  1st  of  each  year  so  owned  or  kept  the  owner  or  keeper 
thereof  shall  pay  an  annual  license  fee  of  one  dollar,  provided, 
however,  that  for  every  female  dog  owned  or  kept  the  owner  or 
keeper  thereof  shall  pay  an  annual  registration  fee  of  two  dol- 
lars.    And  the  several  sums  of  money  so  charged  and  collected 
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as  registration  fees  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid 
to  the  circuit  clerk  of  the  respective  counties  and  by  the  circuit 
clerk  shall  be  paid  out  as  follows:  seventy-five  per  centum  of 
said  sum  into  the  State  treasury  and  twenty-five  per  centum  of 
said  sum  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  board  of  education  to  be 
used  and  apportioned  by  said  board  of  education  as  other  school 
funds.  Said  revenue  so  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  treas- 
ury shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  and 
shall  be  known  as  the  dog  tax  fund.  Any  person  bringing  or 
causing  to  be  brought  into  this  State  any  dog  or  dogs  of  more 
than  three  months  of  age  for  show,  field  trials,  or  hunting  or 
breeding  purposes  and  shall  keep  such  dog  or  dogs  within^  the 
State  for  more  than  sixty  days  must  register  such  dog  or  dogs 
and  pay  the  license  fee  required,  and  whenever  the  ownership 
or  possession  of  such  dog  or  dogs  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  is  transferred  from  one  person  to  another,  except 
temporary  transfer,  or  loan  for  hunting  purposes,  or  breeding, 
or  field  trials  or  show  purposes,  such  transfer  shall  be  shown  on 
the  records  in  the  office  of  the  circuit  clerk  and  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  harbor  or  permit  to  remain  about  his 
premises  any  dog  not  regularly  licensed  by  this  Act.  Provided 
no  dog  which  is  under  three  months  of  age  on  the  first  day  of 
October  and  no  dog  whelped  after  the  first  day  of  October  in 
any  tax  year  shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  license  tax, 
except  as  herein  provided." 

Section  2.  That  section  5  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"Section  5.  That  upon  the  payment  of  the  registration  fee 
as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  act  the  circuit  clerk  shall  deliver 
to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  a  suitable  metal  tag,  the 
size  and  design  of  which  shall  be  selected  by  the  State  tax  com- 
mission, but  which  shall  be  of  different  shapes  for  each  year. 
Provided  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  clerk  upon  the 
presentation  of  the  receipt  issued  by  him  showing  the  payment 
of  license  on  any  dog,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  that  said 
license  has  been  paid,  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  that  the  tag 
originally  furnished  by  said  circuit  clerk  has  been  lost,  to  fur- 
nish without  cost  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  said  dog  another 
metal  tag  and  no  fee  shall  be  collected  by  any  circuit  clerk, 
sheriff  or  other  officer  for  any  citation  of  any  owner  or  keeper 
of  a  dog  who  has  lost  his  tag." 

Section  3.  That  section  11  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"Section  11.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  sheriffs, 
constables  and  license  inspectors  to  kill  on  sight  any  dog  found 
by  them  running  at  large  not  wearing  the  identification  tag 
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showing  the  registration  number  of  said  dog.  And  any  sheriff^ 
constable  or  license  inspector  who  wilfully  fails  to  discharge  the 
duty  imposed  by  this  section  within  five  days  after  a  dog  has 
been  reported  to  him  as  running  at  large  contrary  to  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars  for  every  dog  reported  to  him  as  provided  by 
this  section  which  he  wilfully  fails  to  kill,  provided,  however, 
no  such  officer  shall  be  convicted  under  this  act  if  it  is  made  to 
appear  by  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  made  reasonable  and 
diligent  effort  to  kill  such  dog.  For  every  dog  so  killed  the 
sheriff,  constable  or  license  inspector  shall  receive  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents,  payable  out  of  the  dog  tax  fund.  Provided  that  no  officer 
shall  kill  any  dog  whose  owner  is  known  to  such  officer  or  whose 
owner  can  be  easily  ascertained  by  such  officer  without  first  giv- 
ing notice  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  said  dog  of  his  intention  to 
kill  said  dog  and  provided  further  that  said  owner  or  keeper 
shall  have  five  days  after  receiving  such  notice  within  which  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  And  provided  further 
that  no  officer  shall  kill  a  dog  in  the  presence  of  the  owner  or 
keeper  of  the  dog  without  the  consent  of  such  owner  or  keeper.'^ 

Section  4.  That  section  12  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"Section  12.  That  the  registration  fee  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion 4  of  this  act  shall  be  due  on  the  first  day  of  October  of  each 
year  and  delinquent  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  and  if 
not  paid  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  the  circuit  clerk  is 
hereby  required  to  collect  double  the  amount  of  fee  provided  for 
in  section  4  of  said  act.  And  sheriffs  and  constables  shall  be  re- 
quired to  ascertain  and  report  to  the  probate  judge  all  delinquen- 
cies in  the  registration  and  payment  of  registration  fees  re- 
quired by  this  act  and  shall  be  entitled  in  the  case  of  each  such 
delinquency  so  reported  by  htm  to  a  fee  of  one  dollar  which 
shall  be  taxed  and  collected  as  cost  in  each  case  of  delinquency 
and  the  license  inspectors  of  the  various  counties  of  the  State 
are  hereby  charged  with  the  collection  and  enforcement  of  this 
act  in  regard  to  delinquent  dog  tax  license  taxes  as  they  are  now 
required  to  do  in  all  other  delinquent  taxes  and  for  services  un- 
der this  section  they  shall  receive  one-half  of  the  additional  fee 
required  by  this  section,  which  said  amount  shall  be  paid  the 
license  inspector  by  the  circuit  clerk  when  collected  by  him  or 
when  turned  over  to  him  by  the  license  inspector  after  collected 
by  said  inspector." 

Section  5.  That  section  14  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 
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«( 


'Section  14.  That  the  dog  tax  fund  received  by  the  State 
shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  following 
purposes  in  the  order  priority  herein  set  out  as  follows: 

First :  The  payment  of  all  expenses  incident  to  the  execu- 
tion of  this  Act. 

Second :  The  pajonent  of  claims  provided  for  under  Section 
13  of  this  act. 

Third :  The  payment  of  claims  arising  under  section  17  of 
this  act. 

Fourth:  The  payment  of  such  sums  of  money  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a 
building  for  the  board  of  health  where  rabies  may  be  treated 
and  its  cause  and  prevention  investigated." 

Section  6.  That  section  15  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  15.  Every  dog  upon  which  a  registration  fee  is 
required  as  provided  herein  shall  be  confined  at  night,  that  is, 
from  sundown  to  sunup,  by  being  tied  securely  or  enclosed  in  a 
kennel,  with  the  exception  of  such  dogs  when  accompanying 
their  master  when  night  hunting  and  upon  the  return  of  the 
hunter  his  hunting  dogs  shall  be  confined  until  sunup." 

Section  7.  That  section  17  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  17.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  of  the 
-peace  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  on  the  application  of 
the  owner  of  sheep,  lambs,  or  other  live  stock,  or  his  agent, 
which  have  been  killed,  or  wounded  by  dogs  not  his  own,  to  is- 
sue summons  to  two  reputable  and  discreet  persons,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  shall  go  forthwith  to  the  premises  where  the  sheep, 
lambs,  or  other  live  stock  and  poultry  may  be,  and  examine  into 
the  facts  and  the  justices  of  the  claim,  and  appraise  the  amount 
of  the  damages  sustained  by  the  owner,  each  appraiser  to  be 
paid  fifty  cents  for  such  services  out  of  the  dog  tax  fund,  and 
said  appraisers  shall  return  accurate  statement,  under  their 
hands,  to  a  justice  of  the  peace,  who,  if  it  appears  that  such 
sheep,  lambs,  or  other  live  stock  and  poultry  were  killed  or  crip- 
pled by  dogs,  not  belonging  to  the  owner  of  said  sheep,  lambs 
or  other  live  stock,  and  poultry,  shall  approve  the  said  return  by 
indorsing  same  and  shall  forward  all  papers  to  the  circuit  clerk 
of  his  respective  county,  who  shall  receive  the  same  and  present 
them  to  the  State  auditor,  provided,  however  that  no  claims  for 
the  killing  or  maiming  of  live  stock  and  poultry  shall  be  allowed 
unless  the  owners  shall  report  such  killing  or  maiming  to  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  take  oaths,  or 
before  whom  affidavits  can  be  made.  Provided,  however,  that 
iiie  State  auditor  upon  the  presentation  of  any  claim  under  the 
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provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  such  steps  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  the  correctness  or  justness  of  said  claim  and 
he  may  after  said  investigation  reduce  the  said  claim  to  such  an 
amount  as  he  thinks  proper  or  disallow  the  claim  altogether."

"Section  101.  Whenever  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  notice, 
subpoena  or  writing  is  required  to  be  given  or  served  for  or  on  account  of 
the  administration  of  said  court  of  county  commissioners  or  board  of 
revenue,  the  same  may  be  served  by  any  sheriff  in  this  State,  or  his  deputy, 
or  by  any  lawful  constable,  and  compensation  for  such  officer  for  serving 
such  notice,  subpoena  or  writing  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  allowed  the 
sheriff  for  summoning  witnesses  for  the  circuit  court  in  civil  cases,  which 
shall  be  paid  by  the  <:ourt  of  county  commissioners  or  other  court  of  like 
jurisdiction  in  the  county,  in  the  event  the  appeal  is  decided  in  favor  of 
the  contention  of  the  tax  payer;  and  in  the  event  the  judgment  of  the  court 
is  against  the  contention  of  the  tax-payer,  judgment  shall  be  entered  in 
favor  of  the  state  and  county  and  against  such  tax-payer  for  all  costs  in- 
curred in  such  proceedings,  for  which  execution  may  issue  as  in  civil  cases 
in  the  circuit  court  of  the  State,  and  the  property  of  such  tax-payer  may 
be  levied  upon  and  sold  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county  as  in  such  cases.

And  for  this  reason 
I  am  of  .the  opinion  that  the  State  should  pay  back  to  him  only  the  amount 
which  he  paid  the  State;  to- wit:  Four  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and 
fifty  cents,  $448.50. 

I  therefore  propose  the  following  amendment: 

To  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures  "seven  hun- 
dred and  two  dollars,"  "$702.00,"  wherever  they  occur  in  the  bill  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  "Four  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  $448.50."
